[Article: "Arab Economic Progress In 1980; the 0il-Producing Countries Account For 
82 Percent Of Arab GNP and Have a $105 Billion Surplus"] 


[Text] According to a recent report released by the Secretariat General of the 
Council of Arab Economic Unity the overall balance of trade of the Arab countries 
showed a $90 billion surplus in 1980, compared with $56 billion in 1979 and $22 
billion in 1978. 


Most of the surplus is concentrated in the Arab oil-producing countries which in 
1980 had an estimated $105 billion surplus, compared with $66.6 billion in 1979. 


The balance of trade deficit of the [non]-oil-producing Arab countries amounted to 
about $15 billion in 1980, compared with $10.6 billion in 1979. 


The report indicated that the relative weight of the GNP's of the oil-producing 
Arab countries to the GNP of the Arab Nation as a whole rose from 71.6 percent in 
1978 to about 76 percent in 1979, and to approximately 82 percent in 1980. This 
growth reflects the emergence of the Arab oil countries as an important influence 
in Arab and international affairs. 


Trade 
The report reviewed the Arab trade situation and noted the decreasing proportion of 
inter-Arab trade as a part of total foreign trade with the non-Arab world. This 


reflects the tenuousness of inter-Arab economic ties. 


According to the statistics the value of Arab exports to Arab countries was only 
6 percent of total exports in 1980. 


Oil revenues comprised about 88 percent of the value of Arab exports in 1980. 
Agricultural Production 
The report confirmed that Arab agricultural production has decreased in comparison 


with world production levels. Arab grain yields has fallen to 1.1 tons per hectare 
while the average world yield is 1.9 tons per hectare. 

















With regard to wheat, average yield in the Arab World is 1 ton per hectare while 
the average worldwide yield is 1.7 tons. 


The report gave an estimated Arab shortfall of all grains amounting to about 13.6 
million tons, mostly wheat, in 1980. This shortfall is expected to amount to about 
19.2 million tons by the year 2000. 


Industry 
The _eport noted that consumer industries comprised more than 50 percent of all 
4yrap manufacturing industries, while intermediate industries make up 25 to 30 


,e¢reent. Production industries make up only 5 to 15 percent. 


The Arab share of worldwide industrial output is only 0.5 percent, while industrial 
goods account for 65 percent of all Arab imports.

DETAILS OF 5-YEAR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PLAN REVEALED

[Text] A joint Arab contracting organization is needed to implement $9.1 billion 
in construction. 


A projected $6.3 billion first Arab economic plan to achieve food security. 


According te recent statistics the amount of assistance and loans provided by the 
well-to-do Arab countries to the developing countries during the 1970's was about 
$30 billion. 


During an interview with AL-BAYAN held in Tunis Dr ‘Abd-al-Muhsir Zalzalah, deputy 
secretary general of the Arab League for economic affairs, said that this fact 
shows that the proposed investments for the first 5-year plan for joint Arab 
economic work, 1981-1985, which amount to $21.5 billion--of which only $12 billion 
is actually needed for financing-——-do not constitute an overly ambitious, imprac- 
tical or unrealistic figure. 


The proposed plan, the first part of which AL-BAYAN published in a previous install- 
ment, concentrates on projects for Arab food security and establishing as strategic 
stockpile of food in view of the dangerous situation currently facing the Arab 
countries in their dependence on foreign countries to ensure food, and the threat 
this poses even to their freedom and political independence. 


The plan gives top priority to the military industries insofar as proposed indus- 
trialization projects are concerned. In today's installment the distribution of 
the plan"s investments by sector and country is given. 

The final estimated distribution of the plan's investments is as folhows: 

$6.3 billion--29 percent of the total--for food security. 


$7.3 billion--34 percent--for industrialization, including food industries related 
to achieving food security. 


$8 billion for the various other sectors. 








Investments in Industry 


The investments allocated for industry include $1 billion for geological and 
mineral surveys; $605 million for mining industries; $167.6 million for food 
industries; $445 million for chemical industries; $200 million for petroleum 
industries; $294 million for non-mineral raw materials industries; $2.938 billion 
for mineral and technological industries; $120 million for electronics industries; 
$1.5 billion for military industries; $190.4 million for industrial research and 
training. 


Transport, Communications and Stockpiling 


Investments of $5,933,600,000 have been allocated for the transport, communicaticns 
and stockpiling sector. About 30 percent will be used toward the achievement of 
food security by establishing warehouses to hold Arab food stockpiles. 


This sector has projects which include $2.181 billion--36.8 percent--for land 
transport; $950 million--16 percent--for railroads; $389 million--6.6 perceat--for 
maritime transport; $500 million--8.4 percent--for air transport; $150 million-—- 
2.5 percent--for wire and wireless communications; $1.763,600,000--29.7 percent 
for warehouses for strategic food stockpiling; $139 [sic] for research. 


Services 


Ten percent of the plan's investments--$2.358 billion--has been allocated for the 
services sector. Within this sector 80.3 percent of the investments will be for 
basic education projects and projects for eliminating illé#teracy; $49.1 million 
will go for establishing a Palestinian university;, and $290 million will be spent 
on health services. 





Water and Electricity 


Investments in the area of water and electricity amount to $1,010,200,000, which is 
4.1 percent of the plan's total. Of this, $200 million will go towards building an 
electric generating station in Democratic Yemen and linking it with northern Yemen. 
The remainder will be allocated towards linking the electricity networks among 
neighboring countries in the Arabian Peninsula and in North Africa. 





It will be seen that the proposed plan allocates a greater share--ll percent-—-to 
industrialization than the amount originally allocated in the proposal submitted to 
the ministers of foreign affairs and economy in 1980. This is to better serve the 
goals of scientific research and technological development. 


The Military Industries 


The proposed plan makes note of compliance with the terms of a document on strategy 
for joint Arab economic activity. The military industties have been given top 
priority for industrialization, followed by industries peripheral to the military, 
and by the rest of the primary and technological industries requiring industriali- 
zation, including the transport industry. 














The plan affirms the importance of the agricultural industries in view of their 
connection with food security. It also affirms the importance of the building 
materials and construction industries by virtue of their connection with implemen- 
tation of the projects required for development. 


The plan makes note of the fact that local plans are mostly concerued with the 
petrochemical and building materials industries. Therefore it emphasizes strengthen- 
ing the other sectors, beginning with mining, to broaden the resources base. 


The transport, communications and stockpiling sector owes its high share to the 
goal that has been set for building grain elevators capacious enough to ensure a 
Strategic stockpiling of the principal grains, particularly wheat and corn, in view 
of the fact that this stockpile will form the primary basis for Arab food security. 


The proposed plan included the construction sector within those sectors devoted to 
the production of commodities, and which also include agriculture, industry and 
electricity. 


An Arab Contracting Organization 


The proposal affirms that a joint Arab effort to invest a total of $21.5 billion 
requires the establishment of a joint Arab contracting organization to implement 
the projects. It noted that one of the most important advantages of the complete- 
ness of the planning was that the size and scope of the construction work has be- 
come clear. 


For example, of the $6 billion to be invested in the transport, communications and 
stockpiling sector, $4 billion will go towards construction work, primarily in 
building roads and bridges. 


According to estimates given in the plan, the construction sector--which, the plan 
emphasizes, is number one as far as production goes, since it is responsible for 
implementing investments which in time will exceed $9.1 billion--will, during the 

5 years of the plan, purchase $5.5 billion worth of Arab products for its construc- 
tion needs. 


Therefore the plan calls for the establishment of a pan-Arab contracting organiza- 
tion which will require an investment of $488 million. The plan also calls for 
establishing joint Arab consulting agencies. 


Some of the plan's studies also showed the need for establishing a joint Arab 
company to market the products of the technological industries in the Arab coun- 
tries. This will require an estimated investment of $10 million in view of the 
limited market for Arab technological products which in many cases leads to 
unutilized production potential. 


Food Security 
The plan is particularly concerned with food security and Arab agricultural 


development. It noted that the Arab World has vast expanses of arable land--about 
236 million hectares--of which only one-fifth--46.4 million hectares--is being put 

















to use. It noted that it is possible to increase the area under cultivation four- 
fold, by 190 million hectares. 


The plan also made note of the fact that 20 percent of the cultivated land can be 
made to increase its yield because it depends on permanent water sources. The other 
80 percent is dependent on rain, and thus has low yields and high transport [costs]. 


With regard to water, 475.7 billion cubic meters could be utilized annually, but 
only 297.5 billion actually are. 


What Is Required For Implementation 


In its conclusion, the plan states several points which must be taken into account 
before it can be implemented. These are as follows: 


That the matter of strengthening the resources of the pan-—Arab and local finance 
organizations be considered to ensure the requisite investments. 


That an initial agreement be made for dividing the additional allocations among 
those organizations. 


That an agreement be reached on unified principles with regard to the terms for 
financing every kind of project to make financing accessible to the borrower nations. 


In view of the fact that the amount allocated for local plans by the nations with a 
deficit may exceed local cash resources in the initial phase of the plan, consid- 
eration must be made for strengthening the ability of the financing agencies res- 
ponsible for supporting the balance of payments of the Arab countries to cover the 
sum of $2 billion, in addition to the allocations necessary for the local plans 
themselves, 


The plan contains proposals that can be included within the Decade for Arab Develop- 
ment which will be financed by five Arab Gulf States: the UAE, Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Qatar and Iraq. 


Implementation requires devising annual programs of implementation to mobilize re- 
sources, and a rigorous system for annual planning and follow-up.

"BAKHTAR' HITS ‘DEUTSHE WELLE' APPOINTMENT OF AMIN ASSOCIATE

[Text] Kabul, 11 Nov (BAKHTAR)--The recent appointment of Qudos Tandar, a close 
associate of Hafizollah Amin, as the head of radio broadcasts of Deutsche Welle is 
yet another proof of the fact that the position of Amin's tyrannical regime and 

true continuing support to Afghan counter-revolution are parts of a single imperial- 
ist plot to overthrow the revolutionary power in the DRA, writes a political observer 
of BAKHTAR news agency. 


The commentary notes that the significance of this appointment is more than that of 

a routine appointment of some [word indistinct]. Firstly, the post of the in-charge

Speaking to the reactionary daily RHEINISCHER MERCUR, he said: "I am a fit man for 
this job because after the victory of the April revolution Deutsche Welle recommended 
to me to go to Afghanistan.... Later after the new phase of the revolution it 
assisted me in fleeing from Afghanistan. I can prove these assertions with documents.’ 
This shows (?how) a man is sent immediately after the revolution to Afghanistan, finds 
a place in a sensitive spot in the social circles of Hafizollah Amin and on com- 
pletion of his mission is called back again to his imperialist shelter.

KARACHI COMMENTATOR ON SOLUTION FOR AFGHAN ISSUE

[Text] Horrifying news continues to come from Afghanistan where resistance from 
scantily armed but stouthearted freedom fighters is being met with ferocious re- 
prisals by Karmal forces backed to the hilt by the sophisticated Soviet weapons and , 
advisers. The latest in the series is that the Soviet airplanes and six helicopter 
gunships bombed five villages in Hera Province causing severe damage to the villages 
and killing or injuring a number of innocent people. Apparently this was in retalia- 
tion of an earlier attack by Muslim Mujahideens against the forces in the area in 

which 2 Soviet tanks were destroyed and 22 of Russian armymen were killed and 3 
Mujahideens lost their lives. And this is not one solitary instance. In recent 

weeks Soviet forces have also indulged in heavy bombing in areas around other pro- 
vincial headquarters like Qandahar, Qonduz, Faryab and places in Paktia Province. 
Bombing also occurred in areas around the capital Kabul. Very obviously the indis-_ 
criminate bombings seem to be aimed at totally wiping out the freedom fighters 

around these provincial headquarters. 


According to reports Soviet advisers fear that with the advent of winter the freedom 
fighters would encircle these cities and set up their operations. True, the fero- 
cious bombing will perhaps inflict some damage to the lives and property of Afghans; 
true, these will in all likelihood become still more intensified in the weeks and 
months ahead in a desperate bid to cow down and silence the nationalist opposition. : 
But do the Russians, who have inducted a huge army to prop up puppet regime set up = 
by them in Afghanistan, or the puppet Karmal administration honestly feel that they 
will never be able to put down resistance by the people determined to remain free? 
Can they ever hope to achieve any measure of success, howsoever crude and cruel the 
methods they may employ? 


The Karmal regime and the Kremlin would be, therefore, well advised to crease to be 
curt in the matter and do what Pakistan and most other well-meaning nations of the 
world have been advising them to do so. The first steps should be that the Soviet 
troops effect a total unconditional withdrawal from the soil of Afghanistan. Simul- 
taneously the Afgha s should be (?obliged) for their birthright to choose the form 
of government and the way of life they like. Also guaranteed should be the right 

of the refugees now sheltering in Pakistan in millions to go back to their homes in 
honor and dignity. This will pave the way to a political settlement which on their 
admission is what the Russians as well as the Karmal regime seems to be seeking. 
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The sooner they perceive the realities of the situation and act accordingly, the 
better it would be for themselves and also for all concerned with the preservation 
of peace in the region and the world as a whole. It is regrettable that they should 
ignore the snowballing opposition to whatever the Karmal regime, supported by Soviet 
troops, has been and is doing in Afghanistan. Do not they get the message, that is 
coming to them in loud and clear terms, that the conscience of the world will not 
and never tolerate penetration at the fag-end of the 20th [century] of deeds that 
used to be frowned upon even in the 18th century? No wonder even a small state like 
Maldives (?agrees) with the view in the matter held by Pakistan and would like the 
Afghan people's problem to be settled in a manner as suggested by Pakistan. No 
wonder the Iranians insist on total withdrawal of Russian troops as a precondition 
to any political settlement that might follow. 


What excuse if any can the Russians give to arguing that they are agreeing to do so 
if their apprehension of being replaces by troops of the west is met with an arrange- 


ment that would allow only an Islamic peace force to fill in the gap until final 
solution. The Iranian suggestion should induce rethinking among the Russians.

MUSAVI ON AFGHAN PEACE FORCE--Tehran, 10 Nov (AFP)--An Iranian plan on Afghanistan, 
unveiled last month, calls for replacement of Soviet troops with an Islamic peace- 
keeping force and election of a constituent assembly made up of "the independent 
Afghan clecgy and experts,'' Deputy Foreign Minister Mahmad Azizi said today. The 
plan, elaborated last month by then-Foreign Minister Mir Hoseyn Musavi, who is now 
prime minister, would have "a council c* 30 religious fighters from the Muslim world" 
elect the constituent assembly, Mr Azizi said at a news conference. The peacekeeping 
force would include troops from Iran, Pakistan and "another country that has ex- 
pressed its open opposition to world imperialism led by America and zionism," Mz 
Azizi added. Two principles must be satisfied for such a plan to succeed, Mr Azizi 
said. First, the Soviet forces must withdraw unconditionally from Afghanistan, and 
second, the Afghan people must have the right to determine their future. The con- 
stituent assembly would have four main tasks: to nominate a council to command the 
Islamic force and the Afghan army; to organize general elections for a national 
assembly; to form a revolutionary council for Afghanistan's executive affairs; to 
ensure the application of laws during a transitory period. [Text] [NC101300 Paris

ANTI-PERSONNEL MINES USED AGAINST REBELS--Peshawar, Pakistan, 12 Nov (AFP)--Large 
numbers of anti-personnel mines have been dropped from helicopters on the paths 

that Afghan insurgents use on their way to Pakistan, Afghan rebel sources said here 
today. They said that the mines had been spotted in the Afghan provinces of Lowgar, 
Paktia, Nangarhar and Konarha, the latter three mountain areas bordering on Pakistan. 
Such mines, the sources said, had already been used against insurgents in the summer 
of 1980. No bigger than the palm of a hand, they have enough explosive to sever 
limbs of those stepping on them. in Peshawar hospital at the time, more than 70 
victims had to undergo amputations. Last year's mines, the rebel sources said, were 
round, while this year's are oval and have fins. They look like fish and can be 
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spotted more easily than the former type, one resistance leader reported. He said 
however that he had heard of only one victim during a two-day trek through one of 
the mined areas.

[Text] Neutralizing America Is a Warlike Phrase 


In its recent September issue AL-MUSTAQBAL AL-'ARABI published a lengthy 
interview with Muhammad Hasanayn Haykal, the former editor-in-chief of 
AL-AHRAM and a personal friend of President Jamal 'Abd-al-Nasir. The inter- 
view was conducted by Dr Majdi Hamad, representative of Arab unity studies 
in Cairo. In the aftermath of news that Haykal is being questioned fol- 
lowing his arrest in Egypt by al-Sadat's regime AL-SAFIR begins publishing 
the interviews today; they will be published in four installments. 


Here is the first installment. 


[Question] I believe that the July Revolution in Egypt preceded the emer- 
gence of two principal approaches to Israel on the Arab scene. The first 
one of them was that which was led by 'Abd-al-Nasir. That approach pre- 
ferred to concentrate the attack in the Arab region, on Britian first and 
then on the United States. The nation's effort would then be devoted to the 
confrontation with Israel after genuine Arab independence is realized. The 
second approach was that which was led by Nuri al-Sa'id in Iraq who called 
for the importance of "cooperating" with the west, and especially with the 
United States, against the Soviet Union, in the hope that such cooperation 
would bring about some cooperation between the west and tne Arab countries 
against Israel. 


Ll also believe that a few of those who opposed from the outset the phrase, 
"neutralizing the United States," did so because they thought it would 
take us once again to the same position we were in before the outbreak 

of the 23 July Revolution. 























We may now actually notice that the real focus of the confrontation, 
between Egypt and Israel at least, had shifted moments before the Egyptian- 
Israeli settlement. In fact, "the nature of the struggle" itself had 
changed. Israel, one of the parties to the confrontation, had been within 
the framework of "the world's colonialist entity," and the other party, the 
Arabs, was affiliated with the World Liberation Movement against colonia- 
List domination. Now, however, the two parties are pursuing the struggle 
together and are striving for a settlement within the framework of the 
"world-wide capitalist movement." 


A warning was also issued at that time that the price of separating Israel 
and the United States--although in sum this line of logic cannot be 
faulted~-may involve giving up Egypt's traditional allies, the companions 
of the 23 July Revolution, in the Arab homeland and Egypt's friends on the 
international scene, especially the Soviet Union. 


Can you think of any other way a settlement can be achieved based on the 
notion of "neutralizing the United States" which can confront all these 
anticipated effects? 


[Answer] I believe that this question is based on assumptions I did not 

make when I brought up for general discussion the notion of "neutralizing 

the United States." You are here talking about the emergence of two main 

approaches to Israel in the Arab area. The first one was led by Nuri 
al-Sa'id, and the second was led by Jamal 'Abd-al-Nasir. I believe that 

accurate definitions here are very important. Nuri al-Sa'id was not coopera- ‘ 
ting with the west, and 'Abd-al-Nasir's case cannot easily be described as 

a case of "hostility" to the west. However, the situation can be described 

as follows: 





--Nuri al-Sa'id was not calling for cooperation with the west; he was 
asking the Arab nation to join the western camp. This meant that he wanted 
the Arab nation to become an integrated part of the west and to merge with 
it. 


-~'Abd-al-Nasir, however, used to declare his hostility to the western 
phenomenon of colonialism, but he absolutely did not declare his hostility 
to the west. In fact, he had no objections to "cooperation" with the west. 


The foregoing tormulation of the question signifies that the only options 
that are available are those of hostility or subordination and that in 
their relations with the west, other countries would either have to rally 
around subordination or assume the posture of an enemy. I do believe, how- 
ever, that there is another way other than this polarization. This other 
way is the one that 'Abd-al-Nasir utilized. It is the way of the indepen- 
dent movement or the movement that acts from a position of independence. 


Therefore, when I brought up for public discussion the notion of "neutrali- 
zing the United States,'"' I was actually referring to some of the experien- 
ces of the Arab struggle before the 23 July Revolution. To elaborate on 
that, | let me say that] 'Abd-ai-Nasir had followed this course in the past 
and had achieved his objective. 'Abd-al-Nasir had proposed the principle 
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of cooperating with the United States immediately after the revolution. 

He had utilized the United States in the process of getting the British 
out of Egypt. At that time the United States was the principal advocate 
for a policy of alliances, but, it did not join the Baghdad Pact, at least 
not publicly, because 'Abd-al-Nasir had concentrated his efforts on the 
United States. He had done so especially by using Saudi Arabia whose his- 
torical struggles with the Hashemite family and importance for the United 
States enabled it to place restrictions on U.S. action. Thus, the United 
States did not join the alliances that were formed. This was always a 
source of irritation in the west, because the United States had been an 
advocate of alliances, but had joined none of them after they were formed. 
This was simply due to the fact that 'Abd-al-Nasir succeeded in the battle 
of partially neutralizing the United States, as far as pacts were concerned. 


Defining concepts is Likewise extremely important in this regard. I was 
basically referring to the concept of "neutralizing" and not to that of 
"neutrality." 


Neutrality is a posture chosen voluntarily by a state. The United States 
will not choose a neutral position between the Arabs and Israel because 
it takes sides with Israel. 


Neutralizing a country, however, is a process by which a country imposes a 
posture on other countries above and beyond the matter of a mere choice. It 
prescribes that posture as a matter of necessity. 


1 believe that the problem of some sectors in the Arab homeland manifests 
itself in a fondness for oversimplification and for the dichotomous logic 
of seeing things in terms of black and white or in terms of either hos- 
tility or subordination. A few Arab theoreticians are still inclined to 
reject the independent position or the independent movement which is the 
essence of the non-alignment [policy]. This means that one does not have a 
pre-determined position that is included in another's position or that 
takes sides with it. In each case one abides by one's principles. 


It was from this posture, for example, that 'Abd-al-Nasir stood against 
the United States in Santo Domingo, in Chile, in Cuba, etc. 


It was from the same posture that he cpposed Soviet intervention in 
Czechoslovakia. This posture then is not a predetermined one, but [it is 
rather a posture that is based] on firm principles, and it is in the light 
of those principles that we can take independent action. 


Furthermore, we must take the nature of the current world order into con- 
sideration. Under this order, unless countries take charge of their crises 
and try to solve them by taking independent action, these crises will 
become subject to international polarization. Thus if a country definitely 
assumes a cooperative posture with the Soviet Union and a hostile posture 
toward the United States, such a stance signifies that its crisis is "out 
of its hands." This crisis then becomes related to the polarization and the 
strife between the two superpowers, and that country loses control over its 
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own crisis. However, what is important here is [to determine] how indepen- 
dent, balanced action with the two superpowers can be achieved. 


Let us go back once again to the experiences of national struggle. This 
time [the experiences] are from Vietnam. A few Arab thinkers claim that the 
people of Vietnam provided a model for resisting U.S. colonialism. The 
Vietnamese people, however, believe that in their dealings with the United 
States they put into practice the notion of "neutralization." 


The objective of the Vietnamese people was to unify [their country] and 
overthrow Thieu's regime in the south. The only way they could manage to 
overthrow Thieu's regime was to "neutralize the United States."' Thus, they 
began taking action along this road. The outcome of the action they took 
may be summarized by saying that the basic demand of the Vietnamese Revolu- 
tion was achieved. That consisted of placing restrictions on the use of 
U.S. force and also on the U.S. Congress. The. Vietnamese people let their 
tragedy speak for itself, ana they presented their case on the largest 
scale in U.S. society. They aiso made themselves accessible to all the 
agencies of the media, and they were thus able to achieve their objective 
through various methods. 


The tirst of these objectives was that of correcting the U.S. strategic 
idea with regard to U.S. presence [in] the Pacific Ocean. And here we men- 
tion the roles played by U.S. leaders such as Fulbright and Walter Lippmann 
who declared that the security of the United States could not be achieved 
by a military presence of any kind on the shores of Asia. [They said] that 
the most the United States could allow itself was to stand facing the 
shores of Asia. This is because the United States in Asia was not a "land 
country" but rather a "sea and air country." 


The second one of these objectives was that of mobilizing public opinion in 
the United States itself against the war. This would result from the out- 
come of the broad debate over U.S. involvement in Vietnam, and it would be 
in addition to the eftect of world public opinion. 


The Vietnamese people thus succeeded in placing restrictions inside the 
United States itself on the possibility that the United States may escalate 
the violence beyond a certain limit. Therefore, if we were to imagine that 
the United States deliberately escalated the violence beyond that limit and 
placed its forces in a battle of victory or defeat and not in a political 
battle, the picture of the war in Vietnam would have been different. How- 
ever, the revolutionary Vietnamese command succeeded in its battle "to 
neutralize the United States." It placed restrictions that in most cases 
came trom within U.S. society, on the possibility that the United States 
may intervene or become involved militarily in Vietnam. 


This means that the outcome of the Vietnam war was determined first inside 
the United States and then afterwards in Vietnam. This is due to the 


Vietnamese Revolution's awareness of what it wanted. 


--It defined its principal enemy as the Thieu regime since it was 
considered the obstacle to Vietnamese unity. The principal problem here was 
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manifested in the fact that this regime, for numerous reasons that have to 
do with its erroneous views, with strategy or with dread, invited the inter- 
vention by the United States and the broad scale war. 


~-The Vietnamese Revolution then defined its principal objective as "neutra- 
lizing the United States."' This meant that it would try to place restric- 
tions inside the United States on the possibility that U.S. military inter- 
vention in the war in Vietnam would continue or escalate. As has been 
stated, this was carried out by influencing U.S. public opinion. [The cam- 
paign to influence public opinion] was accompanied by the admirable stead- 
fastness of the Vietnamese people and a tremendous amount of sacrifices. 
People spoke up in the United States, and there were, for example, the 
hearing committees which were chaired by Fulbright and the [articles] that 
Lippmann wrote. These were decisive in bringing about this change in public 
opinion. 


--After that the leadership of the Vietnamese Revolution had to convince 
the United States in practical terms that the United States could not hope 
to achieve a military victory by means of its troops which were on the 
coast of Asia in the heart of Vietnam. The model [action] for achieving 
that was the attack on Tibet. That attack was a limited military operation 
whose costs were extremely high from a military standpoint. What is signi- 
ficant is that its objective was not to achieve a military victory but 
rather to prove to the political leaders in th United States, to the U.S. 
Congress and to the press and public opinion in the United States that the 
Vietnamese Revolution can exist inside Saigon, even at a very high human 
cost. They thus achieved a significant political objective and persuaded 
the United States that the Thieu regime had disintegrated from the inside 
and that the United States would not be able to prevent its complete 
overthrow. 


--After all that the leadership of the Vietnamese Revolution turned to 
negotiations with the United States until a specific agreement between both 
parties was reached. It is important to note here that the leadership of 
the revolution did everything in its power to facilitate the U.S. with- 
drawal from Vietnam because the set objective was to get this U.S. military 
force out of Vietnam and ultimately not to have a confrontation with it. 
This leadership complied with Kissinger's request and did not launch a 
major attack against South Vietnam immediately after the disengagement and 
the departure of the U.S. forces. However, some time later the attack by 
General Giap was carried out and South Vietnam was overrun. 


This experience from Vietnam in "neutralizing the United States" is in fact 
exactly what I had in mind in the course of the Arab-Israeli struggle. 


{ said more than once that there is a big difference between neutrality 
and neutralization. The United States cannot be neutral. I would imagine 
that the primary objective of neutralizing the United States would be the 
attempt to keep its harmful and violent influence away from the strife and 
struggle in the Arab area and away from our battle with Israel. Although 
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this process is extremely difficult, there is no alternative to it, [and it 
is to be attempted] with all the means available for applying pressure on 
the United States. 


As I have already indicated we too faced the same experience before the 
Vietnamese Revolution. In fact, our experience was on a small scale, and it 
happened in the midst of the battle over the Baghdad Pact. The leadership 
of the Egyptian Revolution was able, through the royal family in Saudi 
Arabia and through the oil countries that were then merely emirates still 
looking for their identity, to prevent the United States from joining the 
Baghdad Pact even though it was the one that had come up with the idea. 
This was not because the Egyptian leadership had set out to fight the 
United States, but rather because it exercised on the United States modes 
of pressure and influence until it was able to place restrictions on its 
conduct regarding this matter, 


In this sense I believe that the objective of "neutralizing the United 
States" in our struggle with Israel is still proper and a attainable. One 
must notice that there is a major difference between neutralizing the 
United States and succumbing to it. The objective of neutralizing the 
United States is [to establish] an independent policy whose objective is to 
utilize all political and economic means--and sometimes violence if that is 
necessary--to restrict the power of U.S. support for Israel and to make the 
costs of that support extremely high. This would force the United States to 
reduce its ties with Israel--and I am not saying break its ties with 
Israel, for this is something the United States cannot and will not do, and 
we cannot bring it about either. In fact, I believe that some of this has 
taken place and is actually taking place unintentionally as far as the 
United States is concerned. It has also taken place to a large extent as 
far as Western Europe is concerned. 


--A partial neutralization of the United States, especially in the period 
that preceded the "initiative,'' was actually achieved. During that period 
the Arab homeland began to collect its will and to get a handle on its 
problems through numerous means. Among these are the role of oil and of 
Arab funds. Furthermore, traditional friendships were utilized to apply 
pressure on the United States. As a result of all that a new group of 
variables began to present themselves. Among those, for example are [the 
following]: 


--Israel actually wanted to go to the Geneva Conference. The whole world 
was waiting for this conference to convene. Even former U.S. President 
Carter thought that the Palestinians had to be represented at the Geneva 
Conference. 


--The United States hegan to see that Israel was hurting its interests, 
in the strict sense of the term, especially in the Arab oil areas. Hence, 
after his meetings with a number of Arab leaders, President Carter began 
talking about the need to have a homeland for the Palestinians. This was 
between April and June of 1977. 
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--As far as western Europe is concerned, I believe that we have actually 
succeeded in neutralizing western Europe, at least with regard to the 
Palestinian people. Let us look at the attitude of Israel's traditional 
allies today, especially West Germany and France. 


I believe that 'Abd-al-Nasir did in fact succeed in "neutralizing France" 
in the period that foliowed the June 1967 war. De Gaulle's position during 
that period was not clear. Nevertheless, '‘Abd-al-Nasir started out by 
saying that even if De Gaulle's position was unclear, even if there were 
grey areas in it, and even if these grey areas do not reflect whole 
political truths, we would have to make up a clear position for De Gaulle. 
That would be tantamount to a bridge to western Europe that would enable us 
to go out of the confines of polarization. At the outset France's role 
regarding the Arab-I.raeli struggle began as mere "nods" from De Gaulle. We 
in Egypt overestimated these nods at that time. In time, however, the 
number of these nods increased and led to a shift not only in France's 
position, but also in the position of western Europe. There was at least 
some sympathy now. In other countries a discussion about the need for 
taking Palestinian rights into consideration began. 


Therefore I believe that there are still areas which are open for indepen- 
dent action on our part, especially with the United States, either through 
political pressure, economic pressure or, if we can do it, by force. We can 
thus force the United States to reduce its commitments to Israel, or we can 
at least make sure that the United States does not back Israel all the way. 


Those who are saying that our battle with Israel is a battle with the 
United States are, on the one hand, burdening us with a bigger battle than 
we can fight. On the other hand, the solution for such a problem requires 
that we rely fully and without reservations on the other superpower in 

the world, the Soviet Union. This means that we would be putting our crisis 
in a pile of cases that are being disputed by the two superpowers and 
making that crisis subject to a comprehensive settlement between them. The 
Starting point in the idea of "neutralizing the United States" is manifes- 
ted in the fact that we would assume control of ou’: own crisis and deal 
with the two superpowers. One of them is actually assuming the posture of a 
friend, and we must keep it as a friend. And the other one actually assumed 
the posture of an enemy, and we have to dislodge it from its position as 
the enemy to a less hostile position. For example we nave to make it shift 
to an antagonist posture and then make it shift again to an adversary 
posture, and so on. 


The foregoing signifies that we must see the numerous grey areas in the 
U.S. position. U.S. interests and Israeli interests may actually be con- 
gruous, but they are not identical. Therefore, we have to determine the 
"extent of the incompatibility" between them. We have to move in on the 
United States and to intensify this incompatibility, not so as to separate 
Israel from the United States, because this is impossible, but rather to 
reduce the United States' willingness to go with Israel all the way. 


l totally reject and oppose the notion of "exclusiveness" which some people 
in the Arab homeland are promoting. This notion would have us deal with 
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one international party only on the basis of the premise that one of the 
two superpowers must be a friend, and the other must be an antagonist. If 
we were to allow our crisis to become so polarized under the current world 
order, we would be relegating it to a distant fate in the balances between 
the two superpowers whose actions we do not control. However, if we were to 
assume control over our crisis, we would have to deal with the two parties 
on whom the present world order depends. This is especiaily true of a 
sensitive area like the Arab area which is geographically very close to the 
Soviet Union and economically in the heart of western Europe and the west. 
In view of this situation there must be numerous shades of light and grey 
in our international action, and we must stay away from the dichotomous 
logic of black and white. 


I find myself here compelled to recall the experiences of the July Revolu- 
tion once again. Some people in the Arab homeland sometimes attribute to 
the July Revolution actions that it did not do. Others cling to its most 
recent position or to one of its positions and state that this was the 
position of the July Revolution. In this instance I accept the judgment of 
the July Revolution and its leader, Jamal 'Abd-al-Nasir. 


As I have already mentioned ‘Abd-al-Nasir set out to use the United States 
to oppose the British occupation. We must acknowledge that a large part 

of the pressure that was applied to Britian to terminate its occupation 

(of Egypt ] came from the United States. In addition, there was the Egyptian 
Resistance, the canal and the emergence of the national regime in revolu- 
tionary Egypt as well as the actions of the Arab homeland around Egypt. 
'Abd-al-—Nasir had also neutralized the United States somewhat in the battle 
over the Baghdad Pact. 


Then came another period around the early sixties during which the United 
States resorted to the use of extreme violence in the 1967 aggression. The 
United States was most certainly a party to the aggression. ‘Abd-al-Nasir 
was therefore inclined to intensify to the utmost his campaign against the 
United States. He even tried at some point to present the United States and 
Israel as one and the same thing. But this was done in the context of a 
specific political action. Afterwards 'Abd-al-Nasir began to classify 
matters and to determine the shades and areas of grey. When he visited 
Moscow secretly in January 1970, his objective was to shift the battle from 
a local balance to a universal balance. This was due to the fact that the 
local balance of power--with the military support that Israel was receiving 
from the United States--had shifted in Israel's favor, and this shift was 
giving [Israel yreater freedom of action from a military standpoint. The 
Soviet Union was well aware of 'Abd-al-Nasir's objective and, therefore, 
accepted his point of view and adopted a set of "top priority strategic 
resolutions" regarding the form and magnitude of Soviet military aid to 
E,ypt. But there were three conditions. 


The first was that the Soviet Union would inform the United States of its 
resolutions. 




















The second was that we had to resume the dialogue with the United States. 


And the third was that we were not to begin fighting any armed battles with 
Israel while Soviet experts were in Egypt. Brezhnev's condition here was 
absolute when he turned to 'Abd-al-Nasir and said, "Mr President, Soviet 
experts must return to their country at least 6 months before a decision to 
become engaged in a battle with Israel is made." 


All these conditions are understandable because relations between the two 
superpowers Cannot tolerate misrepresentation. Also the utilization of any ~ 
one of the two superpowers must be carefully, clearly and unequivocally 
calculated. It was evident to both 'Abd-al-Nasir and the Soviet leadership 
that Soviet presence in Egypt would make the United States sense some 
danger. It would therefore begin a process of applying pressure to get the 
Soviet experts out of Egypt, and it would offer something to get them out. 


The Soviet Union came to Egypt after these strategic decisions were made 
with the knowledge that 'Abd-al-Nasir was engaged in a maneuver with the 
United Stetes. It came to Egypt with the knowledge that 'Abd-al-Nasir was 
upgrading che crisis from a local crisis to a universal one. It was there- 
fore asking that this maneuver be carefully calculated so that it would 
not be embarrassed by some miscalculation. 

Let us consider here the sequence of events in that period. 

--The Soviet Union informed the United States. 

--Then Joseph Sisco came to Egypt. 

-~-After that 'Abd-al-Nasir sent his appeal to Nixon on 1 May. 


--Nixon's reply came in the form of the Rogers' initiative. 





--'Abd-al-Nasir then accepted the Rogers' initiative while we were 
attending the Tripoli meetings. 


--When 'Abd-al-Nasir went after that to the Soviet Union, he had actually 
accepted the initiative. When Brezhnev asked him, "How can you accept this 
initiative with the U.S. flag on it?" meaning that the initiative should 
have been the product of both superpowers and not just one of them, 
'Abd-al-Nasir replied that he had accepted the initiative "because it 
carried the U.S. flag.'' His objective in fact was to neutralize the United 
States in one form or another. |

The second installment of the interview with Muhammad Hasanayn Haykal which 
AL-MUSTAQBAL AL-'ARABI Magazine published follows. 
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[Question] But the group that criticized from the outset the notion of 
"neutralizing the United States" was expressing as a part of its views the 
opinion that pursuit of this course would have only "one outcome" and that 
that would be to succumb to the United States. Don't you think that this is 
what has actually happened now? 


[Answer] This is not true at all. Let me draw a simple analogy here. If 

I were to tell you that the road that would take you to your destination 
would require you to cross a certain street, and if while you were cros-— 
sing that street you were struck by a car, would you tell me that I misled 
you because you had been struck by a car? 


I reject the notion which states that all of history consists of conspira- 
cies even though it is also true that a set of factors did help the expan- 
sion which occurred in the opposite direction. But I believe that the objec- 
tive of "neutralizing the United States" will remain relevant as long as 

the Arab-Israeli struggle continues and as long as the Arab area remains an 
area of contention between the two superpowers. 


And here we must understand that the nature of international politics and 
the strategy of managing struggles require each party to make an effort 
to minimize the costs of the struggle on the one hand and to maximize its 
gains on the other. This is exactly what the United States did when it 
found a certain climate in the area after the October 1973 war and even 
before that date. 











On the one hand, it was a climate of Arab conflicts. 


On the other hand, it was a climate in which the Arab bourgeoisie was 
growing. 


And, thirdly, it was a climate in which the Soviet Union was wavering. 


It was in this climate that the United States began intensifying its 
efforts to maximize profits and minimize losses. It was in the same climate 
that Anwar al-Sadat began making his decisive strategic choice. But this 

is another matter that has nothing to do with the notion of neutralizing 
the United States. 


What happened was tantamount to a shift that was produced by a variety 

of regional and world-wide circumstances, but primarily by a variety of 
social circumstances within the Arab homeland. These circumstances manifes- 
ted themselves in what happened after the 1973 October war when the power 
of the Arab bourgeoisie and the power of traditional Arab sectors grew 

to the point that they had the ability to "come up with" a tremendous 
amount of petro-dollars to cover up and even completely inundate all the 
conflicts that prevailed in the Arab homeland. If the flood of black gold 
did cover up these conflicts, this was not related to the notion of neutra- 
lizing the United States. 


| caution here against the danger of confusing symptoms with causes, 
coincidences, incidents and facts and against the attempt to derive a cer- 
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tain "mode" from this mishmash. I believe that historical incidents show 
that there is not a single dynamic process [in operation], but that there 
are rather several dynamic processes operating simultaneously. The relation- 
ship between them may not be evident, but if a variety of dynamic processes 
were to converge so as to lead one to succumb to the United States, we 

ought to reinforce these dynamic processes and analyze them. We would then . 
find them to be unrelated to the notion of neutralizing the United States. 


Let me tell you quite clearly that the Egyptian leadership was not striving 
"to neutralize the United States."' The disaster that actually took place 
was the fact that it was the Soviet Union that was neutralized. All the 
powers of pressure were applied to get the Soviet Union politically and 
militarily out [of the area]. Certain powers in the Arab homeland and a new 
set of factors on the Arab scene helped accomplish this. Chief among those 
new factors was the increasing growth of the Arab bourgeoisie's powers of 
corruption. 


[Question] This is exactly what I was trying to get to. I was trying to 
determine the point at which the error began. What I mean is that if the 
principle of neutralizing the United States is not fundamentally rejected 
and if it is in agreement with the current principles of international 
policy, where then did the error in applying this principle begin, the 
error that ultimately led [us] to succumb to the United States? 


[Answer] When you talk about "an error," you imply that the error began 
at a certain point as one proceeded on the course of "neutralizing the 
United States."' I do not believe this is a sound portrayal of the situa- 
tion because there was not one course, that of neutralizing the United 
States, which we were pursuing. Accordingly, we cannot look for the point 
at which the deviation began, that deviation which led us to succumb to 
the Uniteu States. I believe that there was a variety of routes or courses 
that ran parallel to the course of neutralizing the United States. These 
courses were not related, at least not directly, to the course of neutra- 
Lizing the United States. It is possible here to list the following: 


First, there was a course of social conflicts in the Arab homeland. In the 
context of this course there were notable developments among which, for 
example, were [the following]: 


1. Broad sectors [of the population] yearned for a kind of dream democracy. 


2. There was a return to liberal ideas which sought to assert themselves 
for reasons that had to do with the failure in the socialist bloc. 


3. A variety of values from consumer societies began invading the Arab 
homeland. 


4. Numerous sectors in the Arab homeland now had the power "'to buy" all 


this: they had the power to talk about liberal societies, to prescribe new 
modes of consumption and to change the value systems.

This course was not related to that of neutralizing the United States. 


Second, the course of Arab-Soviet relations. And here emerges the sharp 
crisis which the Soviet Union faced after Arab victory in the 1973 October 
war was achieved with the help of Soviet weapons. 


This course was not related to that of neutralizing the United States. 


We ought to consider these three courses--the course of neutralizing the 
United States, that of social development in the Arab homeland and that of 
relations with the Soviet Union--on the basis of the fact that they are 
parallel, even though there is a definite relationship between them. This 
is simply due to the fact that no battle or strife is determined by one 
course. All battles are complex, and all strife consists of a variety of 
interrelated, separate, parallel and unrelated courses, etc. 


Therefore if you are wondering about "the point at which the error began" 
and if you are trying to locate where that point occurred on the course of 
neutralizing the United States because we are seeing today that the United 
States is being succumbed to these days, I would have to disagree with 

you. The error occurred on "another course" that is not related to that 

of neutralizing the United States. It is basically related to the nature of 
the social choices that are prevalent today in the Arab homeland. Today the 
forces that are capable of making effective social choices in the Arab 
homeland are no longer those of the workers, farmers or revolutionaries. 
The power to make choices has shifted from one side to another. 


iQuestion] But weren't all these parallel courses evident when the notion 
of neutralizing the United States was proposed? 


[Answer] Let us assume that they were evident at the time. However, I 

do assume that in every policy when each choice is defined, one usually 
finds a variety of risks. One may find oneself compelled to accept certain 
risks provided that these are calculated risks. Therefore I repeat, if we 
assume that the courses were evident, management of the strife would stiil 
depend on you. 


For example, if we were to focus on the course of neutralizing the United 
States while keeping an eye on the other parallel courses, and then if 

we were to try to utilize Saudi Arabia's power in the process of neutra- 
lizing the United States--as the Egyptian leadership did after the July 
Revolution in the battle over the Baghdad Pact--it would be possible to 
achieve practical results along this course. 


But what happened was something else. A variety of circumstances and 
developments emerged in the Arab homeland, and these gave Saudi Arabia the 
opportunity to use others and to utilize their capabilities along all these 
parallel lines, instead of others using Saudi Arabia and its capabilities. 


The power of oil and petro-dollars gave certain social forces in the Arab 
homeland, and chiefly Saudi Arabia, the power to utilize the national 
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forces which had utilized Saudi Arabia in the past to neutralize the United 
States. However, the picture has changed because of weakness, because of 
the leaders' inability and because of the tremendous overflow of black gold. 


[Question] How in your opinion did the responsible leaders of the Arab 
nation become so divided on the method of dealing with the Zionist entity 
that all the components of the Arab view of the Arab-Israeli struggle are 
almost being dismissed? 


If we are saying that something good may come out of the harm that befell 
us, it may appear now that the harm which befell the Arabs and their causes 
as a result of Egypt's departure from the Arab rank is so great that this 
adage in our case can be refuted. In your opinion why didn't Egypt's depar- 
ture or its expulsion from the Arab ranks lead to the required awakening 

of the other Arabs? Why naven't those Arabs discovered yet the proper 
method for bringing Egypt back? Why haven't they even discovered a sound 
method for stopping the Arab position from faltering on more than one scene 
of confrontation with Israel and with other than Israel? 


[Answer] Let me first refer to the business about something good may come 
out of something harmful. There is no doubt that if you were now to con- 
sider briefly what was happening throughout the Arab region, you would 
imagine that there was no hope in anything. But I believe that there are 
numerous benefits from the setback that we are experiencing now. The basis 
of this lies in the fact that among 'Abd-al-Nasir's accomplishments and 
also among the problems that he left behind is the fact that he made 
strategic choices that were far more advanced than the awareness of the 
masses was at that time. His leadership of those masses had pulled them 
behind him. Therefore, the doubts and the gaps lingered. Some people asked, 
for example, "Is Egypt Arab or not? What does Egypt have to do with 
Israel?"" These questions have now been exaggerated. 'Abd-al-Nasir made his 
choices on the basis of the power of his leadership. These were truthful 
choices that were historically correct. But what happened is that 
'Abd-al-Nasir made choices, carried them through and the masses fo] lowed 
him. But the masses followed "him'' and not "his choices." On the margin of 
this picture the masses fought for these choices not because they were 
convinced [of their validity] but because 'Abd-al-Nasir was. Inasmuch as 
'Abd-al-Nasir expressed the hopes of these masses, they backed up his move- 
ment and accepted his choices, but they still had some questions. 





During the setback that we are now experiencing we must notice that besides 
its risks--and its risks are undoubtedly extremely difficult--there are 
[nevertheless | positive, "beneficial" signs. Increasingly numerous sectors 
of the Egyptian masses are beginning to examine themselves. I believe that 
what we failed to affirm to these masses by persuasive means, will actually 
be aftirmed by the circumstances we are experiencing today, under the 
influence of the existing conflict in the substance of their choices. We 
may [even] say under the influence of [the notion that]: 


"It God wanted to promote a lost virtue, He would give the envious a 
wagging tongue; 
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"If a fire had not burned around that branch, its fragrance would never 
have been known." 


Today, numerous sectors in Egypt are questioning the feasibility of "peace" 
with Israel--this phrase that has been on the horizon for 3 years and was 
supported by the masses because there was a deficiency in their conscious-—- 
ness. A variety of illusions have crept into this deficiency, especially in 
'Abd-al-Nasir's absence. There are also questions about the feasibility of 
the open-door policy. This policy was tried, and the doors were opened 
wide, but where are the results? There are also questions about what 
happened after Egypt was isolated from the Arab world. There are questions 
about how such an isolation can take place when Egypt has close to 2 
million [of its citizens] working in the Arab homeland. There are real 
Egyptian interests in the Arab homeland, not to mention the linguistic, 
cultural, historical and religious ties and relations between the peoples 
of a single nation. These ties and relations existed in the past and will 
exist in the future. Therefore I am saying that despite everything around 
uS now, some good may come out of this harm. 





As to why Egypt's expulsion or its departure from the Arab rank did not 
lead to the required awakening of the other Arabs, I believe that this fact 
can be explained by several factors. 


First, the Arab national objective is no longer determined by the effect 
of new and revived shocks and choices in the Arab region, especially on the 
part of Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 


Second, as a result of numerous factors the Arab nation appears to have 
been afflicted with a phenomenon [that is analogous to] that of metal 
fatigue. 


Third, the makeup of the regimes that govern in the Arab countries is 
reflected on the inclinations of the Arab classes that are governed. 


Fourth, the nature of the Egyptian role in the Arab homeland, at least 
since the early part of this century, has been a mixture of a modernizing 
role and a unifying role. 


In my opinion these four factors are responsible for the fact that the 
required awakening among Arab leaders did not materialize. What is impor- 
tant is that we consider the interreaction and interreiationship between 
these factors because they do in fact exist. Let us consider what each 
one of these factors means. 


First, the loss of the national Arab objective. 
Let me first remind you that the notion of Arab nationalism was still a 
scheme. Ever since the beginning of the present century the Arab homeland 


had three basic choices that were available to it. 


1. There was the idea of the succession or the Islamic League. 
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2. There was the idea of Arabism or the Arab League. 


3. There was the idea of independent nationalism for each one of the coun- 
tries. 


The contest between these choices was not settled once and for all by 
setting alternatives for each one of them. Hence, the notion of nationalism 
was proposed as one among other alternatives. As I said, it was still a 
scheme. Then came the shock of the different route which the Egyptian 
leadership chose to pursue since 1974. In fact, to be fair, this shock 
began with the Israeli attack in 1967. To elaborate on this, [let me say 
that] the 1967 shock made it incumbent on the masses to question everything 
because the circumstances of a shock usually raise a few questions. 


Thus, in the climate of 1967 the notion of nationalism was discussed and 
questioned; the social idea was discussed and questioned; and the notion of 
non-alignment was discussed and questioned. 


This meant that there were in fact discussions and questions about every- 
thing since the shock of 1967. It was in the midst of the fog, the investi- 
gations and the inquiries that the first disengagement [agreement! of 1974 
came about. I consider this the beginning of everything that is happening 
now. It was here that all the trends began to manifest themselves because 
the Egyptian leadership had chosen a different road. What is important is 
that when the 1967 shock came about and when the shock of the different 
road that the Egyptian leadership took was felt, the idea of nationalism 
was still alive and well. 


Consider the Arab homeland after 1974 and see how the active forces are 
conducting themselves in it. Five years ago I wrote a series of articles 
about the "Saudi era.'' Some people were surprised then, but let them look 
today, 5 years after these articles were written. Are we not in fact living 
today in the wake of the "Saudi era?" There is a very simple reason for 
that: the notion of "revolution" has been dismissed or shelved, and the 
notion of "wealth'' is the notion that is prevailing today. A discussion 
about wealth means a direct discussion about Saudi Arabia. 


And here we notice that Saudi Arabia did not adopt the notion of nationa- 
lism, but instead set out to make another choice that was much more diffi- 
cult than that of nationalism. It did not even go back to the idea of the 
succession or the Islamic League because even when the Ottoman Empire was 
calling for an Islamic league, what it had in mind was the Middle East 
area. Saudi Arabia, however, was talking about the idea of "religion" as a 
whole. Thus we find ourselves with this idea facing numerous risks. Among 
them are [the following]: 


--We are falling in a bottomless ocean, and we don't even have the oars 
that can help us cross that ocean [to safety]. 


When we talk about the Islamic world or Islamic unity we are leaving behind 
our entity which is defined and going to another that is not.

--I cannot see on the horizon the possibility for common security or for a 
common market between the Arab area and Indonesia or Malaysia. 


If the discussion about the scheme of pan-—Arab nationalism were a dream, it 
is an achievable dream for two principal considerations. 


First, there is a real, practical foundation for this plan which manifests 
itself in the same language, the same culture, the same geography and the 
same history. Besides, the possibility for a first-rate economic unity and 
security unity does exist. 


Second, in addition to the fact that this plan has a real, practical foun- 
dation, it represents a specific objective. That objective is attainable, 
and with our effort we can promote it. 


Inasmuch as a discussion of the Islamic idea led us into areas that were 
way above our heads because they were beyond our power; because they did 
not represent a specific objective; and because they did not have a real, 
practical foundation, the emphasis on the Islamic idea has diffused Arab 
power. 


: 
Therefore I admit that I cannot understand all this emphasis that is being | 
placed on the idea of "Islamic action" and I cannot understand the activity 
that we are seeing in the Islamic world. Briefly, this Saudi choice means | 
that what is "most important" will not be emphasized so that "what is impor— : 
tant'"' can be. In the final analysis this means that Arab energies will be 

wasted in a number of secondary areas. 





Let us recall here the experience of the 23 July Revolution. 'Abd-al-Nasir 
did in fact speak about the idea of the three circles: the Arab circle, 

the Islamic circle and the African circle. But the principal circle there 
was the Arab circle. That was the one in which the Arabs would be able to 
come into their own. The remaining circles were supporting circles. It is 
true that we have interests and responsibilities in the African circles, 
and it is true that we have interests and ties with the Islamic world, but 
all this comes in the context of moral responsibilities and moral support. 
The Arab homeland, however, is the area where the Arabs can come into their 
own. Therefore, talking about another outside circle having precedence over 
the Arab circle is a basic error because it means shifting what is primary 
and what is secondary and vice versa. 


Second, the metal fatigue phenomenon in the Arab nation. 


I believe that at a certain stage of their historical development nations 
may suffer from what is called the metal fatigue phenomenon. I believe 

that this diagnosis applies now to the Arab nation. What is implied by 

this phenomenon? First, in order to understand its significance with regard 
to what has happened and what is happening in the Arab nation, [let me 

say that] sometimes an accident happens to an airplane and it's said that 
there can only be one reason for that accident. They call that metal 
fatigue. In this case it is not easy either to see or to observe how metal 
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becomes fatigued. But something suddenly disturbs the makeup and the compo- 
sition of the metal, and then at a certain instant and under a certain pres- 
sure, the metal cracks and the accident occurs. 


It seems to me that this idea can be used to explain in part the situation 
which we are trying to grasp. I believe that the Arab nation has been 
afflicted with some kind of "metal fatigue" because of the long period of 
Struggle that it has experienced and the "revolutionary tension" that 
usually accompanies such a struggle. Besides, the Arab nation has had dif- 
ferent shocks, such as the 1967 shock, the departure of ‘Abd-al-Nasir from 
the scene, the shock of the leadership's "different choice" and other 
various different shocks as well. 


Aside from everything that has been said, the Arab nation--in the absence 
of leaders that can direct and unify it--found itself faced with a situa- 
tion that was unclear, uncohesive and undefined, both as far as its direc- 
tion and its identity were concerned. It [sometimes] seems to me that we 
need to define our identity. 


Third, the makeup of the Arab regimes that are in power and the classes 
that are governed. 


It's been said, along with what has already been stated, that the Arab 

nation has become a model of what the dominant forces of the world are 

seeking in other areas. The Arab area has almost become a "marketplace" 
for them. 


In the first part of this interview I referred to the kind of elite groups 
that surround those who are in power in the Arab homeland. In most of the 
Arab countries these elite groups are made up of a group of oil company 
representatives, weapons merchants and foreign intelligence. Along with 
them would be people who are related to those in power in one way or 
another. Those people are also related to international oil and weapons 
companies and to international agencies as well. 


Let us consider the Arab homeland from the inside. We will find that each 
country is being subjected to an unlimited amount of obfuscation. Each 
country is isolated from its neighbor, and each country is concentrating 
all the means of control [it has at its disposal] on its masses. Each 
country is using television, radio and the press to control the masses. 
What these agencies [of the media] cannot do, the agencies of repression 
and security do. Consequently, because the masses do not wish to have a 
confrontation with the agencies of repression, they have become "hooked" 
on television and radio programs which have a numbing effect on them. It's 
as though they were in a daze. These masses who were to be kept out of the 
picture chose instead to remain in their daze. This is because if they were 
to be forced out of the picture, they would have to have a conflict with 
the agencies of repression. Their "daze" is a kind of escape. 


I am prepared to understand something like this happening in the United 
States because U.S. society is compartmentalized; that is, it is a society 
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of small units. The U.S. citizen spends half his day working and then 
rushes home where he has all the luxuries [of modern life]. He closes the 
door to his home where he remains until the following day. It is in his 
home that the U.S. citizen spends the rest of his day "glued" in front of 
the television and the video [screen]. 


We now have all these phenomena without any of the justifications for them 
and without the industrial base that created them and made them tolerable 
in the United States--although I happen to believe that these phenomena are 
absolutely intolerable. Thus there are now in the Arab homeland crowds of 
people who are lost. Ultimately, if one were to look for them, one would 
not be able to find them. 


Lenin said, "Those who are responsible for political action have to go 

to the masses in the places where they live and work."' Yesterday one could 
find large crowds of people in the factories, in the universities and in 
the streets and one could have mobilized these crowds. Today, however, one 
Cannot go to those places and find the crowds because they are not there 
any more. Today, the crowds are scattered; they are basically preoccupied 
with the football games and with the television serials. 


Let us shift to another circle and let us ask [the following question]: 
What are the means that would help these masses acquire a sense of what is 
around them today? Is it not curious that the Arab homeland in its entirety 
is receiving its political directions, its news and its information--not 

to mention its restricted press, its penetrated television and its food 
problems--basically from three [sic] foreign stations? These are: 


1. The British Broadcasting station. [The BBC] is funded directly by 
British intelligence. The British Ministry of Foreign Affairs gives the 
directions for the programs, but the appropriations come from intelligence. 


2. The Voice ot America, and it needs no identification. 


Are not these the forces that are directing all Arab public opinion? This 
means that this public opinion has no confidence in what is around it. 

This public is leading a life style of consumerism which is very alien to 
its stage of development. Even when the people have a moment of truth, they 
turn to these agencies to receive their news and information. 


If we were to consider all the rising regimes in the Third World today, 
[we would find that], on the one hand, they were based on local repressive 
regimes and, on the other hand, on an elite that is related to the repres-— 
sive regimes. Thirdly, we would find them based on regimes that are 
immoderate or repressive inside the country. 


This is more true of the Arab homeland than elsewhere. I am not worried, 
for example, because we are not building heavy industries or new dams in 
Egypt, but I am extremely worried basically about something much more 
serious than that. I am worried about the set of values that were planted 
in the fifties and the sixties. These have been inundated by a sweeping 
wave whose purpose is to drown them altogether.

This is the third installment of the interview with Muhammad Hasanayn

Fourth, the Nature of Egypt's Role in the Arab Homeland 


I believe that as we look for a way to make up for Egypt's departure or 
expulsion [from the Arab rank] we must define the nature, the history and 
the function of Egypt's role in the Arab homeland. 


And here we can observe that ever since the beginning of the present cen- 
tury, the Arab homeland has turned to Egypt, even before 'Abd-al-Nasir 

and even before it assumed its nationalistic trend. And here we can also 
notice that Egypt, through its philosophers, its literary figures, its 
poets, its writers, its singers, its cymposers and its actors, played a 
leading cultural role. In fact, Egypt has always played two principal roles 
in the area. The first was that of overseer of the modernization process, 
and the second was that of unifier. 


When this key role--the role of modernizer and that of unifier--disappears, 
no one imagines that a replacement can be easily found. Historical 
experiences do not indicate that there can be an automatic replacement 

for such cases. This is because the process which we are facing is neither 
chemical nor mechanical. 


Furthermore, the country that was playing these two roles is one third of 
the Arab nation. Because of its location in the center of the Arab nation, 
it is one third of that nation. It is the country that was modernizing and 
unifying the Arab world. If this role follows that country outside the Arab 
ranks, one is then faced with a real problem and one then needs a long time 
to make arrangements for replacements. 


However, we ought to become aware of another error which I noticed in our 

views and in the views of others. Some of us here in Egypt say that we 

are the leaders of the Arab homeland and that without Egypt the Arab home- 
land is without leadership. This is a mistake because this line of thought 
confuses the notion of leadership with that of the presidency, even though 
I concede that there is no presidency in political action. 


One can become a leader through other people's recognition of one's leader- 
ship, and not as a result of one's own claim. At the same time, one can 
become a president or a king by virtue of the constitution. 


Therefore, there is no leadership in the history of nations, and there is 
no nation that has been in a position of leadership throughout its history. 
A nation can become a leader inasmuch as it speaks for others. If it loses 
its ability to speak for others, it immediately loses its ability or its 
right to lead because, briefly, a leader is he whose concerns go beyond his 
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personal interests to express the interests of others. If a person can 
speak for an entire country, he can lead that country. Leadership ends when 
a leader loses his ability to speak for others. The same principle applies 
to countries. In this case the loss of the ability to speak for others 
keeps a country within its natural proportions or restores it to its 
natural proportions. Leadership then is not a visible process, and it is 
related to the performance of a specific role. 


Hence arises the difficult problem of the replacement. In the first part 

of this interview I referred to the fact that there is a possible replace- 
ment in the Arab area but that we must take into consideration the fact 
that we are talking from the standpoint of geopolitical factors. From this 
Standpoint we are saying that Syria and Iraq are possible replacements. 

But even as we say that we have a basic reservation. This replacement pro- 
cess is not automatic; it is a geopolitical alternative, and it has been 
presented. But this does not mean that it is automatic and that it has 
begun performing its role. It will perform its role only after it passes, 
after it mobilizes [forces] and after it polarizes [others], and not before. 


I do not want to say that the picture is very grim, but it is evident to 

us that the period during which the Arab homeland has depended on Egypt, 
ever since the early part of this century, amounts to 70 years, whereas 
the period of time which the Arab homeland has found itself without Egypt-- 
since the initiative and perhaps since Camp David--comes to 3 or 4 years. 
This is because there were some sectors after the initiative that still 
entertained hopes on the basis of what had happened. They based these hopes 
on the belief that the initiative itself may have been too daring, but 
Anwar al-Sadat's address to the Knesset at least was within Arab commit- 
ments. After the Camp David accords, however, they discovered that the 
situation was quite different. 


What is important is that Egypt, on whom the Arabs had relied for 70 years, 
can be neither recovered nor replaced in 3 years. Furthermore, Arab 
reliance on Egypt goes back a long time; it even antedates the Ottoman 
invasion, when during a perioc of Arab fragmentation Egypt undertook the 
responsibility of the Crusades as an Arab or an Arab-Islamic responsibi- 
lity. What is important [here] is that Egypt assumed a responsibility that 
was much greater than its borders. After the establishment of the Ottoman 
Empire Egypt continued to play a certain cultural role. It even played a 
certain legal role, with regard to interpretations, analyses and individual 
interpretations of religion. Although the entire age was one of decline, 
Egypt did play a role at a time where there were no entities in the Arab 
homeland. Saudi Arabia, for example, was merely the Emirate of al-Hijaz, 
and it used to rely on the kingdom of Egypt. Therefore, I believe that the 
matter will need more time than we believe. 


After reviewing these four factors which explain why the "required awa- 
kening"' in the Arab homeland did not occur, it is of interest to me to 
caution that, despite the phenomena that we are seeing now, things have a 
power unto themselves. When one has certain capabilities, these capabili- 
ties will prescribe a certain kind of influence. Some of this influence 
goes beyond the scope of one's plans. Let us cite a few examples. 
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--There is, for example, the role of Arab wealth which was unsought by its 
owners. This wealth gave the Arab homeland a kind of power. Even if this 
power is somewhat tainted today by the manner in which Arab wealth is used, 
the feeling that there is a certain capability still lingers. 


The whole world, for example, was affected by the October war, or at least 
by the scene in the first few days of that war, and by the role of oil, the 
Arab unity and the coordinated Arab effort that accompanied that war. 
Miracles appeared in that historic moment which even Gen (Andre Bouvier) 
described as representing a message to the future, in spite of everything 
that happened afterwards. [He described that moment] as a message addressed 
to the future; it meant that the Arabs were capable: they were capable tech- 
nologically; they were capable financially; and they were capable 
politically and militarily. One day they will be capable. This message is 
in itself an important message. Therefore, if one were to look today at the 
newspapers of the world, one would find that there is some kind of interest 
in the Arab homeland. There may not be enough respect, but there is at 
least a measure of dread. 


--There is, for example, the role played by the Arab oil surplus funds in 
the Arab oil countries and even in the Arab countries that do not produce 
oil. These surplus funds have led to a kind of forced development that may 
not have been deliberate. This development followed the expansion in 
education, in the construction of roads and communications systems and in 
the construction of hospitals. This development also helped countries 
embark on programs "to catch up with technology." 


If one were to consider the number of Arab students in foreign universities 
today, one would be facing a capability of some consequence. It is true 
that some of those will be influenced by foreign values and some of them 
will be lured by brain drain operations. But if one were to consider the 
number of those students and if political boundaries were lifted from the 
map, one would find that they constitute a capability of some significance. 


Tied to this also on a technological level is the fact that these funds 
gave some of us the capability to purchase technology and gave rise to an 
awareness of technology as well. 


Let me pause here as we talk about technology and Arab development and 
ponder the operation of the Iraqi nuclear reactor which Israel destroyed. 


Israel attacked and launched a war in 1967 because an Egyptian infantry 
soldier had entered Sinai, and it had tried to prevent him from doing his 
duty. 


Today by bombing the Iraqi reactor Israel tried to prevent an Arab scien- 
tist trom conducting research in the nuclear field. The fact is that I 
believe that what is more important than the nuclear reactor itself is the 
nuclear college which is located next to it. It has the capability of 
teaching 600 young Arab men nuclear technology. This is the capability that 
Israel will always try to thwart. 
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Therefore, I think that one should have known that Israel would bomb that 
reactor and any Arab reactor in fact because we ought to know that Israel 
would not allow us to advance technologically, [that is], if we enable 
Israel to prevent us. When Gen (Bouvier) said that what happened in the 
1973 October war was tantamount to a message addressed to the future, I was 
immediately reminded of the choices that 'Abd-al-Nasir set out to take in 
this technological area. When 'Abd-al-Nasir tried to go into the field of 
manufacturing missiles, airplanes and the technology of nuclear reactors, 
he would always say that he was not interested in the nuclear bomb or in 
missiles. He was primarily interested in having Arab cadres that were com- 
petent in the technology of missiles, in the technology of airplanes and 
in nuclear technology because we could not afford to lag behind in this 
area. Then ‘Abd-al-Nasir was gone. 


Today, someone else is here to carry out [what 'Abd-al-—Nasir had started]. 
And here we must call attention to the fact that there is a technological 
power thrust in the Arab area, and thece is sometimes a responsible aw2re- 
ness of the requirements of technology. The simplest example of this is 
the fact that Saddam Husayn--whether or not one agrees with him on other 
matters--has promised to establish a nuclear college that can educate 600 
young Arab men, to make this college available to the Arab homeland and to 
bring together all Arab cadres [who specialize] in nuclear science. This is 
a positive action. I believe that an Arab nuclear project must be a 
national project in which all Arabs would participate. However, in the 
absence of "all Arabs,'' we must appreciate the efforts of any Arab country 
that attempts this by itself. 


The final point [I want to make] about the matter of bombing the Iraqi 
reactor is my observation that people are somewhat "dazzled" by the pre- 
cision and execution of the Israelis. Actually, I do not think that what 
happened was in any way miraculous. For when a certain command concentrates 
on a specific and a limited objective; when it devotes all its capabilities 
to achieve that objective--conducting daily exercises on how that objective 
can be achieved--when that objective becomes the objective of the state and 
the people, even if they do not know it, the accurate implementation of 
that task is by no means astounding, especially when the preparation, the 
mobilization, the concentration and the training for it lasts close to a 
year and a half. 


I believe quite the opposite that we in Egypt--and also in Syria--did rea- 
lize a miracle in the 1973 October war. This is not due to the fact that we 
are in an age of miracles, but rather because from 1967 till 1973 the 
capabilities of the Egyptian people have all been devoted to [the objective 
of ] crossing that difficult water barrier and conquering all the fortifi- 
cations and barriers behind it. Therefore, the whole world was astounded on 
6 October 1973 because on the morning of that day there were five Egyptian 
divisions on the western bank of the Suez Canal. On the morning of the 
following day the five divisions were on the eastern bank of the canal, and 
the Bar-Lev line had fallen. Therefore, I firmly believe that the crossing, 
as a limited objective; the plan to achieve that objective; and the achieve- 
ment of that objective were much more astounding than the operation of 
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bombing the Iraqi reactor. The only value of the reactor bombing operation 
lies in the fact that Israel assumed the initiative. Thi: is what we must 
focus on because when we in Egypt and in Syria took the initiative and 
decided to cross [the canal], we succeeded. 


Therefore I say that regardless of everything that is negative in the Arab 
world today, there are "positive'' resources in store. At a certain moment 
this quantity of resources will assume a discretionary quality. However, no 
one can say precisely when this will happen. 


But I can affirm here the importance of the growing awareness in Egypt 

and the vigilance that is taking place in Egypt about everything that has 
happened and is happening. I can also refer to the same phenomenon in the 
entire Arab homeland. Let us consider, for example, the statement that 

is prevalent today about the fact that Egypt's departure [from the Arab 
ranks] represents a major loss for the Arab nation. This statement is 
extremely important because for a long time Egypt's role had been taken for 
granted in what was occasionally an unjustifiable and a provocative manner. 
When Israel, for example, turned its aggressive operations against Egypt 
and assassinated a number of German missiles scientists who were in Egypt, 
the Arabs did not pay enough attention to that. Even when Egypt announced 
its missiles construction program and actually launched a number of its mis- 
siles in the skies of Cairo, some people in the Arab homeland unfortunately 
believed that the operation was merely ceremonial. When Egypt entered into 
the field of nuclear reactors and tried to pave the way to the formation of 
an Arab cadre of nuclear scientists, the Arabs did not become aware of this 
at the time. 


Rut consider today what happened after Israel bombed the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor. I believe that Egypt and the entire Arab homeland are becoming 
aware of what is happening, and I believe that there is an increasing aware- 
ness which has not been evident before. There is also a sense of the 
present, the past and the future and an awareness of the connection between 
them. Therefore I am saying that numerous signs throughout the Arab home- 
land indicate that there are positive resources in store and that these 

will ultimately lead to the creation of a substantive change. 


[Question] What in your opinion are the components of the imminent settle- 
ment with Israel, and how can it be achieved? 


[Answer] Let me tell you very briefly and clearly that first, no solution 
with Israel is possible or imminent. In this regard, I concur with Ben 
Gurion when he said, "There is one piece of land which cannot be divided. 
It will either belong to the Israelis or to the Palestinians. There :an be 
no compromise over this matter." Several months ago Arthur Miller was here 
in Cairo. He sat with me in front of Prince Sadr al-Din Khan and asked me 
the seme question, "What is your opinion of the solution to the struggle 
with israel?" He found my reply surprising. I told him, "Unfortunately, I 
tind myself very much inclined to agree with Ben Gurion's words. There is 
one piece of land which cannot be divided and cannot have two owners. It 
can either belong to the Israelis or to the Palestinians." 
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As | > | am concerned, IL would say that it belongs to the Palestinians, 
and it cannot belong to anyone else. I think that in some cases we become 
"timid" when we express ourselves and do not make our true beliefs known. I 
imagine that at least we ought to be able to tell each other what we 
believe; it is not necessary to say it to the whole world. On this basis I 
would say that we ought to realize that there is no imminent peace with 
Israel and that there is no peace at all. 


When the Egyptian leadership chose this settlement with Israel, it defended 
its choice on grounds of realism beyond which there can be nothing else. 
But 1 find myself not quite convinced by this realism because it can lead 
us very far away from history and from reality. I believe there are two 
positions and that both are wrong. 


--To speak about reality and forget historical fact [is wrong]. 
--To speak about historical fact and forget reality [is also wrong]. 


Thus we ought not to speak about reality and ignore historical fact. In 

our case the historical fact was stated by Ben Gurion. We were not the 

ones who said that this land cannot be divided. What is curious is that 

we cannot see in front of us what Menahem Begin sees. A short time ago 
Begin met a European friend of his, the same man I recently met in London. 
During the lengthy conversation that took place between the two men, one 

of the phenomena that Begin focused on most, as I found out from my 
European friend, was that of Israeli youth who had lost their vision of the 
Zionist dream. 


I therefore believe that no matter what we do, Israel will not agree to 
peace with us. It cannot endure peace. It cannot endure peace, and it can- 
not endure war forever. Accordingly, everything it is doing now with Egypt 
boils down to being a "daily scheme." 


Zionist elements came into Palestine under the momentum of a certain idea. 
Numerous forces in the world helped them until they established a state. 
Then they discovered that that state cannot exist within the boundaries 
established by the UN partitioning resolution. Therefore, they took land 
beyond the 1948 borders, that is the truce lines. However, they were not 
able to Live within those borders, so they expanded to the 1967 borders. At 
the height of their victory in 1967 it was evident to them that their vic- 
tory was a hollow victory. 


1 believe, therefore, that Israel discovered the real crisis of its exis- 
tence after its aggression in June 1967. The Israeli military had then 
achieved the utmost that could be achieved in military victories. However, 
Israelis discovered that states are not formed by military [might]. A 
nation-state must have certain components in order to exist. In Israel 
these components do not exist: there is no nation-state where 90 languages 
are spoken; there is no nation state which consists in fact of 50 nations 
and 50 nationalities. If Israel is trying to make up for that by spreading 
the Zionist dream and the idea of the melting pot, [it will find that] this 
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melting pot needs a social, educational, cultural and political framework, 
and none of this exists. 


I will not. calk to you about emigration from Israel which now exceeds immig-= 
ration to Israel. But there is another more indicative phenomenon, and 

I will rely on the verdict of statistics which are available from the 
offices of the state of New York. Among the matters that these statistics 
indicate is that more than half a million Israelis obtained work permits 

and settled in New York. This means that the dream has been lost. Israel 

may from time to time engage in spectacular actions such as bombing 

Lebanon, raiding Damascus or bombing the Iraqi reactor, but the response to 
all this is simple: not even the strike of 1967 achieved for Israel what it 
had been seeking. 


Let us consider the matter from another perspective. What can Egypt realis-— 
tically offer Israel more than it has already offered it? I do not believe 
that there is more to be offered. But even that, which was a great deal, 
cannot give Israel a minimum measure of reassurance. 


I claim even more than that. Even if all the countries were to recognize 
it, Israel will find itself compelled to set up a barbed wire fence around 
itself so it would not blend and fade in its surroundings. Israel is being 
threatened: first, inside the country the Israelis are being attenuated by 
the Palestinian Arabs; and second, the Arab world around them is 
threatening [to dilute their power]. Is it not strange that a country like 
Israel is still unable to determine what it will do with the land? Israel 
wants the land for security reasons, but it fears being consumed by it. The 
Israelis will never be able to decide on that matter because they do not 
have a nation-state. 


A number of Israeli leaders are perceiving this crisis and refer to it. 

I recently saw a book by Herzog, director of Israeli intelligence and for- 
mer Israeli ambassador to the United Nations in which he raises poignant 
questions about the future of Israel. I believe that these questions are 
now being raised vehemently inside Israel. 


Regardless of what the Israelis themselves are saying, we must at least 
understand and define what we want. I canrot imagine that peace with Israel 
is possible. However, this does not mean that there will be an immediate 
war with Israel and that it will last forever. 


And here I will go back to 'Abd-al-Nasir's strategy, and I believe it was 
correct. That strategy manifested itself in ignoring this situation. We 
know that Israel will always try to force itself on the situation from time 
to time. Therefore, we must always be prepared. This means that we are not 
required to settle or solve Israel's situation today in any way, but we are 
required to know that there can be no solution "with Israel."' This does not 
mean that the alternative is immediate war. The Israelis are trying to 

gain time, but they do not know why. We, however, know why we are trying to 
gain time. The purpose of 'Abd-al-Nasir's strategy in gaining time was to 
build and develop the Arab nation, to impart a qualitative value to it 

and to sit and wait. Waiting can indeed become a general national and pan- 
Arab policy. 
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Is it not strange, for example, that the United States of America, after 
Chiang Kai Chek's regime collapsed in China, continued for almost one 
quarter of a century to deny the existence of the People's Republic of 
China? For the United States "all" of China consisted of that terrain which 
was Limited to Taiwan. This means that some nations will occasionally 
ignore facts, even the facts of geography, at certain moments [in their 
history]. 


Why aren't we trying to concentrate on building the components of our own 
Arab power, since there is no imminent peace with Israel? 


I wonder, does anyone believe that Israel will give up Jerusalem? 
Does anyone believe that Israel will get out of the West Bank? 


I recall that when 'Abd-al-Nasir accepted Resolution 242 and called us 

for a meeting to discuss the matter, some of us were worried about the 
articles of the resolution. 'Abd-al-Nasir told those people, "We will fight 
to have this resolution implemented." And this was true. 


When I told Arthur Miller that and when I told him that I concurred with 
Ben Gurion and Menahem Begin and [thought] that Israel would not willingly 
give up Jerusalem or the West Bank, Miller's amazement was evident in his 
reply: "Are you talking about war?" 


Then he went on to add, "You are then talking about a nuclear war!" 


This is logical and understandab‘e. If this land cannot be divided and 

if it can belong either to the Israelis or the Palestinians, then one of 
them must give it up. But which one? The party that can claim geography and 
history will control the land. Therefore, I believe that ultimately the 
Arab homeland surrounding Israel will hold sway, and this land will belong 
to no one other than the Arab. This means that Israel cannot force its 
wishes on the Arab homeland forever. 


Ultimately, there is the danger of war, and this war can lead us to "the 
moment of nuclear truth."' I am not saying that nuclear weapons would be 
used, but [I am saying that] unless there is an "Arab nuclear deterrent," 
we will simply tind that an Israeli nuclear "weapon of extortion" will 

be used to impose Israel's wishes on us by striking nuclear terror in 
people's hearts. 


[ do not think that a settlement with Israel is possible or imminent. 


1 do, however, think that there is a possible Arab strategy and an imminent 
Arab strategy. If we were to achieve some settlement one of these days-- 
although this settlement will be extremely lengthy and I think it will 

be one-sided, that is, it will be guaranteed by an Arab strategy--Israel 
will always try to provoke us and drag us into a conflict with it so it 

can dissipate our strength. But Israel must not succeed in this endeavor, 
and we ought to be prepared. 
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We should refer here to the experience of China and the United States, 

from another angle this time. When the United States used to resort to 
numerous means to provoke China in an attempt to drag it into a confron- 
tation, China used to do no more than issue these well-known "warnings." 
China would not be moved because it was concerned with the process of buil- 
ding the country and building the components of its own strength--chief 
among which was the nuclear bomb--so it can realize its basic security 
guarantees. Therefore, it was not provoked.

[Text] Conditions for Overcoming the Camp David Incident 
This is the fourth and the final installment of the interview with Muhammad 


Hasanayn Haykal, which was in the new issue of AL—MUSTAQBAL AL—'ARABI 
Magazine. 





[Question] The recent Arab Summit Conference in Amman confirmed that the 
Arab countries which attended the conference affirmed that Resolution 242 
was no longer suitable as the basis for solving the crisis in the Middle 
East. The conference also absolutely rejected the Camp David accords and 
the outcome of these accords. 


What do you believe is the alternative to the directions which the Egyptian 
leadership is taking? And here we also ask how can the Camp David “incident" 
and the treaty be made to yield to supreme Arab interests? 


What alternatives do Syria and the PLO have? 


[Answer] First of all, as far as Egypt is concerned, I do not believe 

that the Camp David incident can be made to yield to supreme Arab interests. 
And here I go back once again to the notion of reality versus history and 
the conflict between them. I maintain that reality does not conflict with 
history and that history does not deny facts or reality. 


The problem of the Camp David accords and their outcome is the fact that 

in the view of their proponents, the accords represent a realistic view 
which states that this is what is possible. I think that this is not enough. 
One cannot squander the past, the future, the possibilities and capabili- 
ties of history as well as the short and long term considerations of power 
on the grounds of realism. Therefore, the accords are intractable. 


Let me ask, what do the Camp David Accords and the Egyptian-Israeli treaty 
mean? Their significance may be summarized in two basic points. 


First, Sinai, with certain security conditions. Sinai was never a problem 
because Israel had no historical or religious claims to Sinai; it was only 
asking for security guarantees. Israel has taken 10 times more guarantees 
than it had been asking for. Accordingly, it met its objectives and then 
some. 
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Second, an ambiguous agreement that is called Palestinian autonomy. That 
agreement is meaningless and will not be implemented by anyone. I pray 
God that Egypt will not try to implement it. 


[Question] If we accept in general [the notion] that "the incident" cannot 
be invalidated, a thinking man would continue to play his role whether he 
is faced with a negative incident or a positive one. If we look at the 
situation from this perspective, how can this incident be harnessed to 
serve the goals of Arab nationalism? 


[Answer] This is true, but if you confront me with an incident that con- 
flicts with history, IL cannot take it into consideration. I would have to 
circumvent it because I cannot comprehend it as a historical incident. It 
is an incident that occurred in history, but nothing can be built on it. It 
is an incident one can circumvent but cannot build on. This is true of all 
incidents that contlict with history. However, they must be overcome. But 
[if you ask me} how did this happen, this is another matter. 


(Question] This other matter is in fact the substance of my question. 
How can this incident be overcome? 


|Answer| I think that in order to circumvent this incident, we must make 
the Arab homeland a capable power again, a power whose countries can think 
together and take action together. 


But | admit that in the absence of Egypt this is the situation that we 

are facing. Let us go back once again to the notion of "metal fatigue." 

[ actually believe that the Arab nation--for numerous economic, social, 
security, political, promotional and international, etc. reasons--is in 

a state of "metal fatigue." Although there are numerous positive phenomena 
and signs in the Arab homeland, there does not seem to be anyone who can 
overcome the state of "metal fatigue" at the present time. Would it have 
been possible tor Israel, as it experienced the critical throes of looking 
for its identity and all the problems from which it is suffering to achieve 
all this? Would it have been possible for Israel to achieve "peace" with 
Evypt, its largest |Arab] neighbor? This is indeed greater than a dream. 
|1t would not have been possible] had not the Arabs been in the state they 
are ine 


Therefore if you are asking me about what is "possible" in this regard, 

my response would be as follows: the Arab homeland must be capable of over- 
coming the present moment, but, unfortunately, it cannot. It cannot do 
that, and the matter is not only related to Egypt's departure or its ouster 
[from Arab ranks |. However, let us consider the remaining forces that are 
active in the Arab homeland. 


--Saudi Arabia has tocused its strategic choice on an Islamic direction. 


-~-lraq and Syria, between the two of them, could have replaced Egypt as a 
base. However, Iraq is preoccupied with its war with Iran. 
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--The Arab Maghreb is far away. 


Accordingly, there is nothing in front of you, in front of others and in 
front of me--and we are all-in a position to think and not in a position 

of power, that is, we have ideas only and no information--but to sit and 
think, analyze and encourage the accumulation of resources while we wait 

for the day in which this store of resources will turn into a new creative 
force that would assume a discretionary power which can produce its effects. 


When and where |would this happen]? Actually I don't know, but what I am 
talking about is the logic of historical development. Naturally, this does 
not mean that there are surprises or that we will wait for coincidences 

to occur. What is actually happening is that there are new positive factors 
on the Arab scene. As a result of their interaction and their quantitative 
fermentation, these factors will some day lead to a substantive change. 


[Question] Let me refer to another point that has to do with what is hap- 
pening between Egypt and Israel. Some of us think that behind the Arabs' 
rejection of a settlement lies a certain fear that Israel would control 

the entire area because it is technologically advanced and because of the 
evident inequality between it and the Arab countries in this area. In addi- 
tion, it is an extension of a world-wide system of domination and exploi- 
tation that is led by the United States. 


In case of a settlement, do you believe that there is actual danger that 
Israel will sweep the Arab area? 


|Answer| The matte: of Israel sweeping the Arab area deserves some 
thought. I firmly believe that Israel cannot sweep anything, not even tech- 
nologically. 


Tell me, what is the technological miracle in Israel? The principal part 

ot its weaponry--its airplanes--is imported from abroad. Israel is indis- 
putably an advance country, but its level of progress is not higher than 

that of the countries of eastern Europe. However, ultimately, what is the 
economic toundation of that progress? What is [its] social and political 

foundation? 


Tell me, what is the average per capita income in Israel? It is about 1,000 
dollars a year, isn't it? But what is each individual's share of foreign 
aid and contributions? 

There is indeed more progress in Israel than there is in the Arab homeland. 
But Israel is not advanced [in everything] absolutely. Its progress is 
limited. Even the matter of the nuclear bomb which the Israelis have been 
able to achieve does not at all represent a technological miracle. 


India, four example, which is a Third World country has a nuclear bomb. 


Part of the Israeli nuclear bomb was stolen and not imported. 
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Israel has ready-made scientists, and it has the capability of bringing 
advanced scientists. Israel, for example, had the capability of bringing 
Edward (Miller) to Israel for 1 year. He is the father of the hydrogen 
bomb. Egypt or Iraq, however, cannot get him for 1 week. 


Therefore I also reject the claim that Egypt will be swept economically by 
Israel. This will not happen unless we allow it to happen. Let us ask, 
what can Egypt import from Israel? Israel's exports consist basically of 
citrus truits, cut diamonds, [the products of] chemical industries and 
weapons. What will we import from Israel? Israel does not have raw 
materials. 


Let us also consider the matter of agricultural land. I wonder about the 
agricultural miracle that Israel achieved. It is true that the Israelis 
applied modern methods of irrigation to the land, but 1 claim that the 
reclamation of the agricultural land in al-Tahrir Province by the 23 July 
Revolution is no less miraculous than all the reclamation which took place 
in Israel. 


Tell me, what is this "civilization" that Israel can bring or represent? 
What is the story that is being promoted about Israel being the harbinger 
of civilization? I can understand, for example, the claim that major colo- 
nialist countries made about what they called the white man's burden in 
Africa. But can Israel claim to carry the white man's burden in the Arab 
region? Will Israel assume the responsibility of civilizing Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, etc.? 


Israel itself is made up of 3 million Jews. About 2 million of them are 
eastern Jews. And here we ask what will be the difference between the Iraqi 
Jew, the Egyptian Jew or the Moroccan Jew, who immigrated to Israel, and 
the non-Jewish lraqi, Egyptian or Moroccan citizen? [The former] will 
remain an Iraqi Jew, an Egyptian Jew or a Moroccan Jew. He may be more 
aware than the non-Jewish Iraqi, Egyptian or Moroccan. But that will be the 
only difference: no more and no less. With regard to the rest of Israel's 
population, and they are about 1 million who came from eastern Europe, they 
operate to a certain extent on a more scientific system. What is important 
is that when they came to the area and attacked us, Arab societies were 
still primitive and tribal. Hence the gap between us and them began to 
appear evident, but this gap is now being breached in any case. 


[ believe above all that, on the one hand, we must describe the state, 

the entity and the aspirations of the state of Israel; on the other hand, 
we must describe our objectives. People in Israel are declaring a number of 
things they will not do. 

--They will not return to the pre-5 June 1967 borders. 

--lThey will not return east Jerusalem to the Arabs. 


--They will not return the West Bank and Gaza to Arab sovereignty. 


--They will not recognize the PLO, etc. 
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But what are we saying in return? I can understand that there be a certain 
"Logic" behind the claim that is being made in Israel about a security 
zone and having a historical claim to the area, no matter how false that 
claim is. Therefore, I believe that we need "to rationalize" what we want, 
at least among ourselves. We are demanding rights that were taken fvom us 
by force. This is true, but this is not enough. It is also not enough to 
add to that that Israel is a bridgehead and that it is a so-called state. 
All this is not enough even though it is true. We have to determine pre- 
cisely the magnitude and the nature of the Israeli challenge, and we have 
to estimate its duration and its capacity. After that we are to determine 
what our strategy will be to meet this challenge. 


Second, with regard to Syria and the PLO: 


Let me tell you unequivocally that unfortunately there can be no strategy 

by virtue of logic in Egypt's absence, on the one hand, and in the absence 
of an alternative power base on the other. However, there can only be tac- 
tics. and tactics without a strategy are no more than evasive action taken 
merely for the sake of survival, no more and no less. 


Consequently, the matter for Syria and for the PLO may be summarized as 
tollows: in the absence of an Arab strategy and in the absence of capable 
power bases, Syria and the PLO cannot have a strategy; they can only engage 
in tactics whose only purpose is survival. 


Let us consider the subject of the PLO in particular. The organization 
did not have a strategy at any time in the past. But it could not have 
helped that because the Palestinian Revolution does not have access to 
the land of its homeland, and all its people are under Israeli occupation. 
Therefore, it is living in a state of siege. 


--The siege of Arab disputes. 
--The siege of Arab agreements. 
--The siege of Arab conflicts. 


The leaders of this revolution undoubtedly have their excuse. This situa- 
tion in whose yrip they find themselves does not diminish their worth. 

Quite the contrary, I believe that they are facing the most difficult situa- 
tion a national tevolution had to confront. The Palestinian Revolution is 
compelled to maneuver, to take action and to protect itself in a siege of 
agreements and disputes between local and international powers. 


In the absence of an Arab strategy and in the absence of alternative Arab 
power bases, Syria does not have many choices. It can only engage in eva- 


sive maneuvers to avoid a worse situation and to survive. 


We are waiting for the action of history, and I hope we are waiting for 
Godot. I am referring to Samuel Becket.

[Excerpts] Oh people of Iran! The crimes of Khomeyni's regime have surpassed the 
limits of savagery and barbarianism. Oh nation of Iran: the group killings and 
inhuman tortures by the founders of the Islamic Republic and (?o0f the) murderers in 
Iran are unprecedented in any era in any place of the world--both in the dark days 
of repression in the middle ages and in the death camps of Hitler's Germany.

But one more person 
to unveil these crimes is Mr ‘Ali Reza'i, a person whose wife and children and he 
himself were considered as symbols and heroes of the Islamic Republic. 


Mr Reza'i, who has fled to Paris, spoke to France-Soir about the horrific crimes 
being committed by Khomeyni's hellish regime every day and hour. The information 
given by Mr Reza‘ is not new or complete, as he--because of his closeness with the 
Mojahedine-e Khalq and the clerical regime's anger over this--had been in hiding 
for some time.

[fext] In our previous programs we discussed in detail the various (?objectives of 
the communists) in our homeland and clarified that the difference between these 
groups is only in the endorsement of or opposition to Khomeyni's regime and that 
this too is expedient and (?something which their master wants). Apart from this, 
the views of the communist groups and parties in Iran, such as the Tudeh Party, the 
Feda'iyan-e Khalq, the Mojahedin-e Khalq, the Kurdish Democratic Party, the Peykar 
group and the Komeleh and a number of the groups on all domestic and foreign matters 
are the same, and all of them express the same opinion which their social-imperial- 
ist master expresses. A look at the publications of these groups and a comparison 
of articles with the propaganda policy of the mass media of Soviet social-imperialism 
proves ORU point. One of the points on which all the communist groups agree is the 
opposition of all of them to the national resistance movement of Iran [NRMI] and 
with its leader, Shapur Bakhtiar. 





Looking at the reasons for the opposition by the communist groups to the NRMI re- 
veals, to a large extent, the anti-Iranian nature of these groups. What are we 
saying which is oppesed by the communists? We oppose any type of imperialism, 
namely western imperialism led by the United States and eastern social-imperialism 
led by the Soviet Union. We say that Iran should be independent and not aligned to 
any one of the two superpowers--the United States or the Soviet Union. But the 
communist groups oppose this opinion of ours, because they consider only the United 
States to be imperialists and they say that “we should unite with the Soviet Union 
to fight against U.S. imperialism." We leave the judgment of these two differing 
opinions to you, our dear listeners. 


The other reason why the communists oppose us is that we say that, in Iran's future 
rule, all political parties and groups, including the communists and even our own 
opponents, should be free to express their views. We say that the press should be 
free and that there should be (?no repression). But the communists, who are 
affiliated to the foreigner and who know that in a free atmosphere and a democratic 
society they can never gain the rule, want freedom only for those who agree with 
them. In other words, they believe in the same freedom which the clergy believe in. 


Another point on which the foreign affiliated communists disagree with the NRMI is 
our stress on the preservation of the Iranian identity and cur support for Iranian 














culture. This, of course, is not (?favorable) to those people who want to lead 
Iran to the society of nations living behind the iron curtain. 


In (?their enmity) with the NRMI, the united forces of communism have net refrained, 
nor do they refrain, from aiming any kinds of insults. For instance, despite our 
emphasis on (?the establishment) of social justice in Iran and Dr Shapur Bakhtiar's 
emphasis on his belief in socialism and democracy, they say that the NRMI wants the 
return of the elements of the past regime's corruption and of the capitalists of 

the (?country's industries). While, despite our opposition to any type of imperial- 
ist domination in the region and our emphasis on the preservation of Iran's indepen- 
dence vis-a-vis eastern and western imperialism headed by the Soviet Union and the 
United States, the communist gentlemen accuse us of supporting the United States. 


Another one of the fabrications [words indistinct] by the communists concerning the 
NRMI is that they tell their supporters that the NRMI is pursuing a (?chauvinistic) 
policy and opposes the autonomy of the Iranian people. We have repeatedly said and 
point out again that not only do we not oppose the autonomy of all Iranian (?races) 
that have [word indistinct] specialties, but we consider this the right of all of 
the people of Iran. (?Decreasing the role) of the central government in the affairs 
of provinces and districts and the transferring of these affairs to the people of 
the various parts of the country are among the points in the NRMI program.

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FUNDAMENTALIST DYNAMISM, STRATEGY EVALUATED 
London IRAN PRESS SERVICE in English No 42,16 Oct 81 pp 5-7 


[Text] By an Iranian writer who questions the source of the fanatics’ dynamism and 
the validity of an Islamic movement. 


How much longer will it be before the West realises the truth about Islamic funda- 
mentalism and the threat it presents to the world order? That was the question which 
many Middle Easterners who do not view their own Muslim faith with fanaticism were 
asking last weekend after the assassination of Anwar Sadat. 


Sadat was murdered solely because he was serving Western rather than anti-Western 
interests, it is pointed out. The guiding principle of Islamic fundamentalism is 
only superficially a return to the Islam of medieval times or that at present 
practised in countries where medieval ideas hold sway--the real aim is to destroy 
the Western world's order, its domination of the Middle East in particular, and its 
influence throughout the rest of the world. 


The West's mistake is in failing to understand the real character of Islamic funda- 
mentalism, believing it is a desire to return to some spiritual paradise where all 
men were happy. It is identified with the hankerings of so many jaded Westerners 
for some more primitive, carefree way of life and some spiritual justification for 
doing away with material things. 


Nothing could be more mistaken. Islamic fundamentalism, like the socialist revolu- 
tions, is fired by hate. With Muslims this is the hate of colonisers who have 
followed up their physical domination of the Muslim world with technological and 
psychological domination. With the working class revolutions the spur was hatred 
of the ruling classes who had for so long oppressed them. Just as the socialist 
revolutions obliterated the bourgeois groups who made the domination of the ruling 
classes possible through their skills and services, so those in the Middle East 
who serve the West must be wiped out to remove the colonisers' agents. 


The socialist revolutions drew their inspiration from Western ideas and were organ- 
ised by planners with Western culture and minds. The first successful Islamic 
revolution, that in Iran, was partially carried out by Muslim fanatics, who were 
able to understand the minds of the mass of Iranians and rouse the fanaticism that 
was necessary for the majority of Muslims to go into action in a way Western logic 
or simple political philosophy could not. But the revolution was planned by Western 
minds, marxists and other leftists who, once they acquired the cooperation of the 
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mullahs to reach the people, overthrew the Shah's system with an efficiency and 
speed which no solely Muslim opposition group could have achieved. 


The leftist Mojahedin-e-Khalq activists and their comrades had been hard at work 
trying to obtain public support for their fight against the Shah for many years, 
with no success at all. It was only when Khomeini and his fanatical mullahs moved 
in that the Iranian public took any notice of the opposition. All earlier political 
movements in Iran had been confined to skirmishing among the ruling class. 


The efforts of Bani-Sadr, Yazdi and his so-called liberal colleagues to organize 

a Western-style socialist society in Iran never even took off and were doomed to 
failure from the day the extremist clergy decided they were going to decide the 
future of the country. They knew Iranians and their thought processes, and Bani- 
Sadr's long years away had misled him into thinking his people thought differently 
than they did. He was soon a pathetic, hopeless figure who, neither true Westerner 
nor genuine Muslim, lost his Western logic under strain and began to pursue suicidal 
policies that assured his doom. 








In Egypt, Saudi Arabia and other parts of the Middle East, and then Muslim areas of 
the Far East, similar uprisings are planned by the fanatics of the left and the 
[slamic extremists, who have proved in Iran that in the short run, their interests 
are identical. And as far as the majority of them are concerned, even if only some 
of them realise it, in the long run, too. 


For, as has happened in the West, the young people of the present Islamic world are 
looking forward ultimately to a secular society, but one free of Western domination. 
They hope it will be the non-Western world which dominates the West, and Western 
people can learn just what it is like to spend centuries as the underdogs, humiliated 
by cultural and social stagnation, shamed by the unthinking arrogance of the newly 
dominant alien culture and military strength. It is the deep resentment over this 
that gives the "Islamic revival" its real motivation for the young, not a desire to 
go back to a society regulated by the Qoran. 


Ironically, it was the failure of the Christian West to subdue the Muslims that 
sparked off the soul searching that led to cultural renaissance in the West. But 
the Muslims, left at first to themselves, and then conquered and made the dependents 
of the infidels, were left to stagnate. The alternative to stagnation was adoption 
of Western ways and abandonment of the tenets of religion, which had not been re- 
placed by more pragmatic philosphies as in the resurgent parts of the world. 


The tragedy was that the Qoran was merely one more politico-religious manifesto. 
Islam's early thinkers were mostly children of older cultures like the Persian and 
Greek. While the Arab occupation revived Persia's own culture the Arabs had no true 
culture of their own. They absorbed as much as they could of others, but as the 
pressures of those superior cultures grew so the Arabs constantly withdrew into the 
proscribed world laid down by a book and a prophet who knew nothing of the greater 
world outside primitive Arabia. 


As a philosophical and even practical guide for everyday life that book, like the 
Bible and similar works, has its values. As a set of regulations for living it is 
often a preposterous anachronism. It is perhaps the prime condemnation of Islam as 
a genuine philosophy that its adherents depend almost solely on one book for their 
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inspiration and that primarily Persian and to a lesser degree other cultures have 
made up most of what is seen as Arab culture today. 


The idea that any higher entity would be concerned with how we wash ourselves and 
what we eat may seem absurd to a rational Western mind. But it is the kind of 
limitation of thinking that provides fertile ground for those who seek to sew hatred 
of opposing creeds or ways of life. And that, the enemies of the West have realised, 
is where their greatest chance today lies. 


The West's dependence on oil for its economies, its degeneracy, hastened by the 
Slaughter of the cream of its manhood in wars fought by two successive generations, 
the confusion of people in Western societies, this exacerbated by second-rate leader- 
ship thrown up by obsolete democratic systems--all these factors have given those 

who look for a completely new order of things a great opportunity. Best of all, 

the creation of Israel in the heart of the Muslim world, with the failure of the 

West to prevent he killing and oppression of the Palestinian Arabs, has made a whole 
generation of young Arabs anxious for vengeance. 


And these same forces know that Islam, once its fanaticism has been exhausted and 
the West has been brought to its knees, will be no match for more pragmatic cultural 
and social ideas. For the moment that fanaticism is directed to weakening the West, 
except in Afghanistan, where the West's own cynical fomenting of it in a futile bid 
to prevent inevitable change ironically only serves to fan the flame of the same 
dangerous fire throughout the Middle East. 


If Western leaders recognise these factors they will at least perhaps be able to 
make the decline of their liberal societies a less painful process for their 
citizens than it must be if they don't try to combat something they are helping to 
make inevitable. |

IRANIAN MEDIA REACTION TO ‘BRIGHT STAR' MANEUVERS 


[Editorial Report] GF161105 Iranian regional radio stations covered by Gulf Bureau-- 
Ahvaz, Mashhad and Shiraz Domestic Services--have not been to carry any reports con- 
cerning the bright star military maneuvers or commentaries on the subject with one 
exception: During its 1500 GMT newscast on 14 November, Shiraz Domestic Service 
carried a report on remarks made by the Estahbanat Friday Imam during prayers on 13 
November. The Imam denounced the maneuvers saying, "They cannot terrorize Muslims." 


Tehran International Service in Urdu at 1415 GMT on 7 November cited an AP dispatch 
designating the maneuvers an "exercise symbolizing support for U.S. agents and U.S. 
interests." A foreign ministry statement reported by PARS was carried on the 10 
November URDU broadcast and a commentary on 11 November mainly dealing with the 
multinational forces proposed for Sinai also made several references to the rapid 
deployment force and "U.S. presence in the Persian Gulf, which are parts of U.S. 
policy of hegemony.'' On 12 November an unattributed commentary on the maneuvers 
was carried in Urdu discussing the extent of the operation and citing "revolutionary 
struggle by the Muslims of participating countries inspired by the Iranian revolu- 
tion" as one of the reasons. The commentary also referred to the foreign ministry 
statement on bright star. A factual report on the arriva] of military equipment in 
Alexandria was also included in the 12 November Urdu program. The station has not 
made any further mention of the exercises to date. 


Zahedan International Service in Urdu at 1530 GMT on 11 November carried its first 
report noting the arrival of U.S. equipment in Alexandria to be used in bright star, 
which is a "joint exercise of the United States and its henchmen." The program also 
included a commentary on Egyptian President Mubarak's views on Saudi Prince Fahd's 
eight-point plan outlined in an interview with a Kuwaiti } aper and U.S. naval exer- 
cises off the Egyptian shores. A commentary was carried «iuring the 12 November 
broadcast discussing U.S. policy and reaction to "the success of the Islamic Revolu- 
tion in Iran. The United States aims to prevent Islamic revolutions in the region," 
it noted. The last reference to the maneuvers was a factual report in the 14 
November broadcast on arrival of U.S. arms in Egypt. 


Tehran [International Service in Arabic began to carry reports and commentaries on the 
bright star maneuvers on 7 November. During its 0700 GMT newscast on that day, the 
station quoted a Libyan official as criticizing U.S.-Sudanese maneuvers along the 
Sudan-Chad border. At 0900 and 1100 GMT it quoted an AP report that the U.S. exer- 
cises in Egypt, Sudan, Oman and Somalia are the biggest ever of their kind in the 
Middle East.

During its 0400 GMT newscast on 8 November, Tehran Arabic quoted Libyan leader Mu'ammar 
al-Qadhdhafi as calling on the Arabs to protest the U.S. forces. At 1730 GMT it 

quoted the English language newspaper Kuwait TIMES as warning that the U.S. military 
exercises would make the area subject to the conflicts of the superpowers. It added 
that this situation will not serve the interests of the countries in the area but 

that they would safeguard U.S. interests in Egypt and the region. 


On 9 November Tehran Arabic quoted news agencies on the arrival of U.S. troops in 
Egypt. During its 0900, 1100 and 1230 GMT newscasts. The radio reported that more 
U.S. troops have arrived in Egypt to participate in the maneuvers. The radio noted 
that the bright star exercises involve about 4,000 U.S. military personnel. 


During its newscasts on 10 November, Tehran's Arabic service continued to report on 
the maneuvers. At 0400, 0700 and 2000 GMT, the radio quoted news agencies on the 
arrival of U.S. troops in Egypt. At 0700 GMT the station reported that Libyans had 
demonstrated to protest the exercises. At 0900 GMT the station carried the Iranian 
foreign ministry statement denouncing bright star (LD101014). At 1100, 1230 and 1430 
GMT the radio carried the full text of the foreign ministry statement on the exercises. 
It also carried a report on Iranian cabinet's meeting (LD101154) in which various 
issues, including the bright star exercises, were discussed. 


In its 0400 GMT newscast on 11 November, the station quoted news agency reports on 
the arrival of 4,000 U.S. paratroopers in Egypt. The station did not carry any 
further reports that day. 


On 12 November the station reported that the PDRY issued a statement condemning the 
U.S. exercises. This report was carried at 1100, 1230 and 1430 GMT. At 2000 GMT it 
reported that Iranian revolutionary organizations and institutions issued statements 
condemning the U.S. maneuvers in the region (GF130712). 


At 0400 GMT on 13 November, Tehran Arabic repeated the report on the condemnation 
of U.S. maneuvers in the region by revolutionary organizations. At 1/730 GMT the 
radio quoted the Syrian newspaper al-Ba'th as saying that the bright star exercises 
are meant to occupy the area and that they would "turn the region into a hell." 


On 14 November the station again quoted al-Ba'th during its 0400 newscast. In its 
2000 GMT newscast, the radio quoted Prime Minister Musavi's interview on the maneuvers. 
(1.9142050). 


On 15 November the radio reported that the Libyan oil workers union had issued a 
statement denouncing the U.S. maneuvers. The report was carried during the 1100 GMT 
newscast. ‘The radio did not carry further reports during later newscasts. At 1730 
GMT on the same day, however, Tehran Arabic carried an unattributed commentary 
(FG151335) assailing the maneuvers and regretting that the current decade will be 
characterized in history as one of "surrender and defeat." The radio pointed out 
that the "reckless maneuvers" that began on 14 November "mark the beginning of a new 
kind of colonialism and new alliances in the region."

It was 
revealed in Paris that Abolhasan Bani-Sadr, the regime's fugitive president, has 
transferred 130 million francs from the huge amounts he has taken from Iran to the 
branch of Societe General Bank of France in the Paris suburb where he lives.

Another leading religious figure, this time in Paris, in Ayatollah 
Mehdi Rouhani, has also warned of the danger to Iranians’ freedom which the pro- 
posed new clause poses. Qomi, a constant critic of Khomeini, warned that ratifica- 
tion of the clause by the Majlis could mean that property could be taken away from 
people even though this was not allowed under Qoranic interpretations. The new 
cliuse would allow the Majlis to vote the confiscation of property on a force 
majeure basis, that is make it acceptable in reigning circumstances. "Already 
Khomeini's loudspeakers have started all over Iran explaining the needs for such a 
decision and preparing the people for it," he warned. "This is a most dangerous 
threat to people's freedom." Rouhani warned that under the new provision the 
regime could take over what it wanted. That meant it would be easy for any person 
who owned one or more properties to have all but a single one taken away from him. 
"If this is passed by the Majlis it could open the way for the sovietisation of 
Iran,'' Rouhani said.

NEW DEPUTY MINISTERS PROFILED

/Text/ Aharon Uzan--Deputy Minister of Absorption 


We asked MK Aharon Uzan what qualified him for the position of deputy minister of 
absorption. His firm response: "I was a new immigrant." 


He immigrated to Israel from Muknin, Tunisia a year after the establishment of 
the state. A year later he settled in the cooperative settlement of Gilat near 
Be'er Sheva where he has lived to this very day with his wife and three children. 
One of his sons was killed in the War of Attrition. 


Uzan, 57, has travelled a complicated and convoluted road. He was first a work 
steward and then the secretary and treasurer of his settlement. He established 
the procurement organization of the Negev settlements and their entire network of 
economic institutions. After his star rose in the settlements movement, in which 
he became the general secretary, he was taken from the back ranks to the Sixth 
Knesset. As the representative of the settlements movement, he was appointed the 
deputy of the then Minister of Agriculture Hayim Gevati, of the kibbutz movement. 
This was during the Eshkol and Golda Meir governments. 


In the Eighth Knesset Uzan was already the minister of agriculture and communica- 
tions in his own right. He prepared the development plans for the agricultural 
export. The large export of flowers and vegetables to the countries of Western 
Europe began in his term of office. In the meantime he was also selected for all 
the institutions of the Labor Party, and until recently he was a member of its 
bureau and secretariat. 


In recent years he began extensive activity in the World Sephardic Federation, and 
he was elected its president in Israel. He is a confidant of multimillionaire 
Nissim Gaon who serves as the world president of this federation. 


A “black cat" passed between Aharon Uzan and his associates in the Labor Party, 
and before the elections to the 10th Knesset, he officially left the party and 
joined Aharon Abu-Hatzeira in establishing the Tami movement and received a place 
on its list. At the same time he continued tc serve as chairman of the Council 
of the Settlements Movement and its restricted secretariat. 
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He has turned over the management of the family household in Gilat to his son, and 
he will now go to Jerusalem. Let us hope that there will be many "customers" in 
the Ministry of Absorption. 


Yehuda Ben-Meir--Deputy Foreign Minister

Deputy Foreign Minister Dr Yehuda Ben-Meir has come to the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs in one of the most difficult low points in the status of Israel in the world 
in general and in public opinion in the United States in particular. 


As a renowned expert in social psychology, Dr Ben-Meir is likely to make a sig- 
nificant contribution to the explanation of the background of the events which 
aroused public opinion against Israel. In his new position he will be one of 
those who set the tone in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and will work alongside 
Foreign Minister Yitzhaq Shamir and Director Ger’ ral David Kimhi. 


The appointment of Ben-Meir to the position of deputy prime minister is a reflec- 
tion of his growing strength in the NRP as a representative of the Young Turks 
together with his friend and associate, Minister of Education Zevulun Hammer. For 
a long time Ben-Meir was regarded as a "rebel" against the political establishment 
and the veteran leadership of his party. Now he has joined the governmental es- 
tablishment in a position which is likely to be a springboard for him to a minis- 
terial position. 


Dr Yehuda Ben-Meir is 42 and a native of the United States. In his youth he immi- 
grated with his parents to Israel. At the end of his military service he went to 

study in the United States, receiving his BA at Yeshiva University and his doctor- 
ate with distinction in social psychology at the prestigious Columbia University. 

During this time he married Devora, now the mother of four children. 


On his return to Israel he became a research officer in the IDF and afterward a 
lecturer in psychology and the head of the Psychology Seminar at Bar Ilan Univer- 
sity. He became active in the NRP youth groups and was appointed chairman of the 
Youth Bureau. 


In 1971 he was elected for the first time to the Knesset and in 1973 for the 
second time. He was a member of the Foreign Affairs and Defense Committee until 
the end of the Ninth Knesset. 


Miriam Glazer-Tasa--Deputy Minister of Education

"I was suddenly called to the prime minister. I had no idea as to the reason. To 
my surprise he informed me that I will be appointed the deputy minister of educa- 
tion and culture,'' related MK Miriam Glazer-Tasa. 

She was born in Yemen, immigrated with her parents in 1934, and settled in the

years ago, lived. She studied in the girls school in the development and after- 
ward completed the Talpiot gymnasium. She continued her studies in the Levinsky 
Teachers Seminary in Tel Aviv. 


Her studies in the seminary were terminated after a year because the principal de- 
cided to expel her because of her activity in the Irgun Tzvai Leumi. "I was on 
the beach at Kefar Vitkin when the Altalena arrived there. This became known to 
the principal and he said to me: 'You will not be a teacher in Israel,'" she re- 
lated. After many years she returned as a teacher in the seminary from which she 
was expelled. 


She began her practical educational work in 1951 when she was offered a job which 
entailed working in the absorption and education of immigrant children at the 
Johanna Jabotinsky youth farm in Be'er Ya'akov, an institution which she has been 
serving to the present as the school principal. Until a few years ago her husband 
was the director of the entire institution. 


MK Miriam Glazer-Tasa received her BA in Bible and history at the Hebrew University 
and her MA in the United States. She takes most pride in the many students who 
after completing their studies in the Be'er Ya'akov institution are using vocations 
which they learned in the institution: jet aircraft mechanics, air force ground 
equipment personnel, hospital nurses, and settlement members. 


Although she was a member of the Herut Movement's Executive, she refused to join 
the list for the elections to the Ninth Knesset. Before the last election the 
pressures on her increased, and when she agreed, she was given a real place and a 
list of Herut candidates for the 10th Knesset. 


Pesah Gruper--Deputy Minister of Agriculture

Deputy Minister of Agriculture Pesah (Pacy) Gruper, 57, has been a farmer and 
worker of the land since his early youth. At a certain stage in his farming 
career, he decided to become a communal worker. "If a farmer continues to be a 
farmer, his mind becomes closed, and I decided that my mind would not be closed," 
he explained. 


Gruper, who was born in the Neveh Tsedek development in Tel Aviv in 1924, began 
his public career as a member of the 'Atlit Council. Afterward, he became head 
of the Council, and in this position he established a special record: In his 
term as head of the Council, he was removed three times, but he defeated his suc- 
cessors four times. 


Gruper was elected to the Eighth Knesset, and during the first 2 years, he unchar- 
acteristically did not speak and did not shout, and even the train attendants did 
not recognize him. During the next 2 years, Gruper worked "like a bulldozer." 

To his merit it can be said that while he was one of the heads of the farm lobby 
in the Knesset, he worked on many farming and settlement issues without party 

bias even though he represents private farming. 
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He uses colorful and sharp language, and even in public he does not always re- 
strain his language. His conduct is unruly, and he frequently tells stories laced 
with jokes. Gruper creates a "presence," and it is impossible to ignore him, for 
better or for worse. 


On his appointment as deputy minister of agriculture, Gruper said: "this has been 
my ambition every year. I will give my soul to farming and the farmers. There 
is so much to do that I wish they would give me another day during the 24 hours." 


As a farmer in ‘Atlit, Gruper is now growing wine grapes, field crops, and fruits. 
He is married, the father of three children, and is active in public institutions 
and various farm organizations beside his current activity as a member of Knesset 
and as chairman of the Agricultural Department of the Likud. 


Mikhael Deqel--Deputy Minister of Agriculture

Deputy Minister of Agriculture Mikhael Deqel, who will be in charge of settlement 
matters, went through many "cycles" until he received this appointment. 


Deqel (formerly Dikesel), 55, a member of the Nordiya settlement, was born in 
Pinsk and received a religious education in his childhood. He joined the Betar 
Movement in his native city, and in this way acquired a national Zionist aware- 
ness. 


During World War II he was exiled with his family to Siberia, and in the forests 
of the north he was employed as a woodcutter until he was conscripted at the age 
of 17 into the Red Army. 


After World War II he underwent farm training in Poland, and he worked there in 
the smuggling of Jews into the Land of Israel and in the publication of an under- 
ground newspaper called TEGER. He was one of the organizers of the voyage of the 
Altalena. 


In 1949 he immigrated to Israel without an education and without a vocation. le 
joined the collective settlement Nordiya. During the course of the years he ac- 
quired a higher education and even completed his studies at Tel Aviv University 
with an MA in political science. 


Deqel was elected to the Ninth Knesset as a member of the Likud. He was active 
in the Ninth Knesset in agricultural and social issues. He serves as a member of 
the leadership of the Herut Movement and as chairman of the Organization Branch 
in the movement. 


Deqel now faces a great challenge: to cope with the seftlement problem, the 
distress of the workers collective settlements, and the new settlements on the 
other side of the green line. In early 1980 Deqel called for the end of the es- 
tablishment of new farming settlements and the establishment only of industrial 
settlements because hundreds of workers settlements are now in financial and or- 
ganizational distress. The question is if he will continue to advocate this 
policy in his new position. 
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Hayim Drukman--Deputy Minister of Religious Affairs

The direction of the Ministry of Religious Affairs in practice will now be entrust- 
ed to a Torah personality who is regarded as one of the outstanding leaders of the 
knitted skullcap generation of which national-religious Jewry is proud. MK Rabbi 
Hayim Drukman is a Yeshiva teacher in Merkaz Shapira in the south and is regarded 
as one of the teachers of the youth of the Hesder Yeshivas [a religious school in 
which the students spend part of their time in study and part of their time in 
military service]. 


Despite his patriarchal appearance, he is only about 48, but he has already man- 
aged to acquire a reputation as an educator and one who decides questions of 
halakah. He was born in Poland and immigrated to Israel at the height of World 
War II. After arriving in Israel he studied Torah in the Merkaz Harav Yeshiva in 
Jerusalem which is the hotbed of the Gush Emunim youth and the religious group 
which advocates the completeness of the Land of Israel. His wife is a physician, 
and they have nine children. 


He is a brilliant representative of the national trend emphasized in the NRP. In 
this respect he is much more to the right than the activist party youth. 


Rabbi Drukman was called to the political arena in 1977 elections, and he was 
given second place on the list. For the party he was a showcase of a spiritual 
image. However, he soon was revealed as a rigid political force who stubbornly 
maintains his hawkish and extremist views. When the NRP appeared to him to be too 
dovish, he considered leaving it in order to join the Tehiyah Movement. 


Also before the last elections, he threatened to leave and form an independent 
list if the hawkish representation was not increased in the NRP list. They even- 
tually reached a compromise with him. The NRP house is in a dilapidated condi- 
tion, but the party has not abandoned any positions and perhaps has added to them 
here and there. In this way Rabbi Drukman also succeeded in gaining a position 
of authority. 


Ben-Tzion Rubin--Deputy Minister of Labor and Social Betterment

MK Ben-Tzion Rubin has been a witness to the vicissitudes of political fate. When 
the results of the election became known after the closing of the polls, everyone 
thought that he was on the "outside." It turned out that he was on the "inside" 
and very "strong"--the deputy minister of labor and social betterment. 


MK Rubin, 42, was born in Tripoli, Libya and immigrated to Israel in 1949. He is 
married, the father of four children, and lives in Netanya where he served as 
deputy mayor from the NRP. When he was elected to the previous Knesset, not much 
was heard about him. He was a representative of the Lamifne faction where Dr Burg 
overshadowed everyone. 
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Ben-Tzion Rubin began to stand out precisely at the end of the Ninth Knesset when 
he became the "chief of staff" for Minister of Religious Affairs Aharon Abu- 
Hatzeira in the internal struggles of the NRP and in the minister's legal battles. 
For this reason he was not given a safe place in the NRP list for the 10th Knesset. 
It was only natural that he left the NRP together with Abu-Hatzeira and establish- 
ed with him the Tami Movement. It was only toward the end of counting the votes 
that it became evident that Tami had won a third seat, and Rubin returned to the 
Knesset. 


In the exhaustive coalition negotiations in which the prices went up continuously, 
Tami succeeded in obtaining senior positions for three members of the faction. In 
this way Ben-Tzion Rubin also gained a piece of authority. This understandably 
did not arouse much enthusiasm among the former NRP associates. 





Moshe Katzav--Deputy Minister in Charge of the Residential Developments Project

Moshe Katzav, deputy minister for the rehabilitation of residential developments, 

was at one time the youngest head of a council in the country when in 1969 he was 

elected to this position in Qiryat Mal‘akhi. Katzav, a native of Iran, is 35 

years old, a member of Knesset for his second term and the head of this council 

for about 10 years. | 


He immigrated to Israel at the age of 6, the oldest in a family of eight boys and 
girls, all of whom like him are living in the development town of Qiryat Mal'akhi. 
The family first lived in the transient camp of Kefar Ahim (Qastina). He is mar- 
ried and the father of five children. 


There is a strong connection between Katzav's life story and the history of Qiryat 
Mal'akhi. He changed himself and he changed the place, and there is no dispute on 
this. It is remembered when the dark-eyed and black-haired youth, who still had 
not completed his studies as a student of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem in 
economics and history, was a writer for the HERUT newspaper and led the small 
Herut faction which was set up in the Mapai development town. The chairman of the 
Herut students cell in Jerusalem was known in the town of his residence for his 
smile and his readiness to lend a helping hand to everyone who came to him. He 
has always had an attentive ear. As a quiet person who does not lash out verbally, 
he did not create enemies even when he defeated the Mapai in the town. 


In 1970 at the age of 25, he was already active in the high-ranking institutions 
of the Herut Movement, the leadership, and the secretariat, and, together with 
Ezer Weizman and Judge Binyamin Halevi, he was added to the executive of the move- 
ment in a special position. His election to the Knesset in 1977 was taken for 
granted, and even this time it was not in doubt. In the previous Knesset he was 

a member of the Interior Committee and the Education Committee, he was a member 

of the delegation to the European Parliament in Strasbourg, was invited by the 
American government to the United States as a guest of the State Department, and 
it was only natural that before Khomeini took power in Iran that he was sent by 
the Jewish Agency to persuade the Jews of Iran to come to Israel. 
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He is a member of the Board of Trustees of Ben-Gurion University in the Negev and 
the chairman of the umbrella organization of native Iranians in Israel. In antici- 
pation of his appointment as deputy minister for residential development, he an- 
nounced that he would resign as head of the council of Qiryat Mal'akhi. Of the 
nine members of the council of Qiryat Mal'akhi, six are from his faction, the 
Likud. The administration is stable and the development continues. His deputy 

Y. Vanuno will serve as head of council. Now Katzav will work as the righthand 
man for Minister David Levi. Katzav says: "I will devote myself to the rehabili- 
tation of the residential developments. This is an extremely important matter. 

As one who grew up in a residential development town, I will know how to act." 


Dov Shilanski--Deputy Minister in the Office of the Prime Minister

He is the “diligent one" of the Knesset. MK Dov Shilanski has spent more hours 
during a 24-hour period in the Knesset building than anyone else. This diligence 
was certainly one of the factors which motivated Prime Minister Menahem Begin to 
decide to appoint him deputy minister in the Office of the Prime Minister, and he 
will work primarily in coordinating actions between the government and the Knesset. 


Dov Shilanski, 57, married and the father of two children, is a survivor of the 
Holocaust and the concentration camps. He is one of the last survivors who are 
stringent to this very day about not maintaining any contact with Germany or its 
representatives. He has written a novel called "Musselman" [a term applied to 
concentration camp inmates who had lost all hope of survival and waited for death] 
on the Holocaust, which has been translated into English. 


Shilanski immigrated to Israel at the time of the establishment of the state, and 
in its early years, he was a member of extremist groups until he was imprisoned 
for illegal activity against the reparations agreement with Germany. Since then 
he has been very active for prison inmates. He wrote a book "Bakeleh Ha'ivri" 
[In a Jewish Prison], the diary of a political prisoner. Afterwards he studied 
law in the Tel Aviv branch of the Hebrew University and opened a law office. 


He was first elected to the previous Knesset and was noted for his tireless par- 
liamentary work on the Constitution, Law, and Justice Committee and the Interior 
Committee. He introduced many draft laws and worked hard for the common people 
who came to him for assistance. Shilanski is one of the activists in the Herut 
Movement; however he has always remained faithful to Menahem Begin even when he 
disagreed with is withdrawal policy in the Sinai. It is for this reason that he 
has now earned an appropriate reciprocation. He was very surprised when he was 
elected in the Herut executive to be among the movement's first seven candidates 
for the Knesset. This was the springboard which elevated him to the position of 
deputy minister. 


David Shiffman--Deputy Minister of Transport 
[Article by Avraham Rotem] 


Deputy Minister of Transport David Shiffman is also deputy mayor of Tel Aviv, and 
the chairman of the board of directors of Elon Lines. He was also chairman of the 
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board of directors of the Electric Company until he resigned last month from this 
position before his election to the Knesset. In the Liberal Party he was chairman 
of the executive and in the past, he was chairman of the Tel Aviv branch. 


In 1973 when the Likud won the mayoralty, Shiffman was appointed to be the deputy 
of Shlomo Lahat. He carried out major development projects in traffic and con- 
struction which came under his supervision as chief of the Engineering Administra- 
tion and the Municipal Traffic Branch. In this way he accrued considerable experi- 
ence in everything connected with problems of traffic and transport. At one time 
he served in the military police, and he was released in 1954 with the rank of 
major. 


David Shiffman, 57, and his twin brother Mordekhai (an advertising and public rela- 
tions man) are married to two twin sisters. He has three grandchildren from his 
two daughters. 


He studied at the Teachers Seminary in Jerusalem, and he was one of the first 
graduates of the Bnai Akiva yeshiva in Kefar Haro'e. 


Shiffman, a member of a religious family in Poland, immigrated to Israel when he 
was 6 months old, and he grew up in Kefar Hasidim. His father, a member of Hapo'el 
Hamizrahi, was one of the settlement's founders. Shiffman is an observant Jew to 
this very day, he prays, does not ride on the Sabbath, and observes the dietary 
laws, even though he removed the skull cap after his military service. 


He began his public activity as chairman of the Merchants Association in Tel Aviv 
while he was the owner of a furniture and hospital equipment supply company. 


Shiffman believes that one of the main courses of action in the campaign against 

traffic accidents is the improvement of the road base. In this direction he has 

also worked in Tel Aviv for widening the roads and building bridges, elite roads, 
expressways, subterranean crossovers, and a system of computer-controlled traffic 
lights. 


He is proud of the rebuilding of Dizengoff Square. In his new position he will 
possibly be able to complete the new central station in Tel Aviv and the express- 
way along the Elon River. In defense matters he is a hawk.

IMPACT OF KNESSET FINANCE COMMITTEE ASSESSED

[Text] The most important man today, and apparently for the foreseeable future, 
in Israeli economics and politics is MK Avraham Melamed of the NRP. Anyone who 
thinks that the fate and future of the present government is in the hands of one 
minister or another, or in the hands of the party leaders, is wrong. Melamed 
walks about the corridors of the Knesset with a playful look on his face, and he 
has reason to be happy. 


The balance of forces which led to the last elections dictated, more or less, a 
balance of forces in the Knesset committees. But while the discussions and reso- 
lutions of 9 of the 10 committees are purely academic in significance, the finance 
committee's work is the bottom line. Hundreds of laws, both primary and secondary, 
require the approval of this committee. Without its approval, the state budget 
has no force, not to mention changes in the tax rates, the appointment of the 
State comptroller, approval of loans to failing industries, etc. 


There are 21 seats on the Knesset finance committee: MK Shlomo Lorentz, of Agu- 
dat Yisrael, who has been reselected as chairman; MK Avraham Shapira, of Agudat 
Yisrael, an important industrialist; and MK Eliezer Avitavi, of the NRP. 


But while these three members, acting on behalf of Likud, will apparently act as 
good boys (after all Likud can always recall their positions), this is not the 
case regarding the representative by right, and not by grace, of the NRP--Avraham 
Melamed. He is already known as the "bad boy" of the coalition. More than once 
he has voted against the position of the government, or at least has abstained, 

in the Finance Committee. The rules of coalition discipline are less rigid than 
those of the Knesset. In fact, neither the faction nor the coalition leadership 
can do anything to a Knesset member who challenges them. Even the traditional 
sanction of replacing the objectionable member of Knesset would not be appropriate 
today for the NRP, because there is simply no one to replace him with. Of six 
Knesset members, two are ministers (Burg and Hammer), two are deputy ministers 
(Drukman and Ben-Meir), and one is of course a member of the finance committee 
(Avitavi). Melamed can therefore do what he wants and vote according to his 
conscience and according to his economic philosophy, without worrying about polit- 
ical considerations. His position is secure, and no one can hurt him. 
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In the balance of power of 10 against 10, Melamed's vote is decisive. It is no 
wonder that Likud, which remembers the troubles which Melamed brought on it in 

the last session, demanded a majority of two in the committee, so as not to depend 
on Melamed's vote. Members of the Alignment, who understood well which way the 
wind was blowing, demanded the appointment of their senior representative (Adi 
Amorai) to the regular acting position of committee chairman. It is said that the 
real intention was not to gain the appointment, but to foil Likud's intentions 

in the numbers game. So, after exhausting negotiations, both sides gave up their 
demands: the Alignment gave up its demand for the chairman, and Likud was forced 
to give up its demand for a majority of two. Thus Melamed returned and fortified 
his position as the decisive man on the committee--to the open joy of the Align- 
ment people. 


The committee had just convened when MK Melamed fired his first warning shots. 

The coalition did not have a majority to raise auto insurance rates starting on 

l September. Not that the Alignment and Melamed are opposed to a rise, but it was 
a warning shot. The coalition also ran into problems in raising the electricity 
rates, and in raising communications tariffs. And this is only the beginning. 


The Likud made another tactical error: the Alignment people carefully appointed 
acting committee members to sit in their absence from the country. So, for exam 
ple, it was decided that MK Micah Kharish would replace Amorai, who is going on 

a 10-day mission to Europe. For each member there is a permanent substitute, so 
that the Alignment can always make a full appearance. The Likud coordinator on 
the committee, Yigael Kohen-Orgad, is less experienced than his Alignment col- 
leagues, and has not yet appointed substitutes. So, the coalition may discover 
in the near future that it cannot get through the committee the necessary resolu- 
tions for the implementation of the economic program of the government. Today, 
the Likud people prefer not to think about what will happen in February and March 
when the time comes to discuss the state budget, without which there can be no 
government.

FUTURE OF HERUT LEADERSHIP DISCUSSED

[Text] Two weeks ago Ezer Weitzman made a telephone call to Arye Karmer, the new 
chairman of the Tel Aviv area secretariat of Herut. "I want to turn in my member- 
ship card," Weitzman said to Karmer, but Karmer responded negatively: "You are 
not leaving the movement. Your activity in the Herut movement has only been tem- 
porarily suspended. You do not have to turn in your membership card." This short 
conversation which took place a few days before Weitzmar's departure to the United 
States ended on Weitzman's note that when he returned, the "matter would be closed." 


But Weitzman's shadow, which a year and a half ago spread from his tenure as de- 
fense minister, and which cut off his links with the Herut movement, continues to 
hover at Metsudat-Ze'ev. New persons have moved up to the head of the movement's 
list. New deployments have developed within the Herut faction in the Knesset and 
in the party center. The pressure cooker of the Herut movement is filled to the 
bursting point, with potential camps, factions, and forces having contradictory 
goals and interests. As long as the movement leader Menahem Begin continues to 
hold the reins of the government and the movement, his movement will continue "to 
stew in its own juices." 


As more than 4 years ago, now too the power brokers at Metsudat Ze'ev are search- 
ing to get a handle on the health condition of the prime minister. This activity, 
which is not open and about which people do not talk, is being carried out on "a 
small burner," in anticipation of the unavoidable moment when Begin will announce 
his departure from political life. Then, the lid wil be blown off the pressure 
cooker, and the forces within will break out to deploy for the decisive battle be- 
tween them. 


It is generally accepted at Metsudat Ze'ev that three people brought victory to 

the Likud. Begin, who assembled hundreds of thousands of voters in large city 
parks, and who succeeded in inflaming th? masses to return to the rock from which 
they were hewn; Yoram Aridor, who succeeded in dictating an economic policy which 
served his party in the elections; and Ariel Sharon, who in the "We Are on the 
Map" campaign showed to the hundreds of thousands of citizens who were brought to 
the West Bank that the Likud had established dozens of settlements in Judea and 
Samaria. Another person who indirectly influenced the success of the Likud was 
David Levy, who took on the slogans of the "strong man" in the Histadrut elections. 
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But except for agreement regarding the position of Menahem Begin, which is author- 
itative and extraordinary, no one in the Herut movement today is able to point to 
the person who will inherit the leader--whether it will be one of those mentioned 
above, or someone else. In spite of the years and the approach of the "target 
date" which was set by Begin, no one can figure out who will step into Begin's 
shoes. And the movement chairman has given no sign of his intention to say who 
will be the man that he prefers.... 





And so, 3 months after the election victory, and the personal achievements in 
which some can take pride, it seems as; though the population of the upper echelons 
of Herut has expanded. In the absenc2 of one prominent leader who can replace 
Begin, there is a line of people, most of whom apparently long to inherit Begin. 
The heir who seems right for the moment, is one of the following--not necessarily 
in this order: Ya'aqov Meridor, Yitshaq Shamir, Ariel Sharon, Yoram Aridor, David 
Levy, Moshe Arens. Developments of the past week in Tel Aviv have added addi- 
tional names to the picture. In spite of Weitzman's telephone call, changes in 
the movement's leadership in Tel Aviv point to the possibiJity that in the future 
the ground may be prepared for Weitzman's return to the leadership of Herut. 





This past week 5 years came to an end during which Prof Moshe Arens "ruled" the 

Tel Aviv region of the Herut movement. Arens reached this position after the fall 

of Yosef Kramerman, one of the sacrifices of the Talkhi fund affair. But Arens 

did not extract the political advantages of his new position. Prof Arens, who : 
gained a reputation for himself as the chairman of the Knesset Committee on For- 

eign and Defense Affairs, did not exploit the political position which he had won. 

His hawkish group, which includes MK's Yigael Kohen-Orgad, David Stern, and Yosef 

Rom, which viewed Weitzman and the Camp David agreements as a serious danger, did 

not succeed in building itself as a significant political power. 


With the departure of Prof Arens from the leadership of the Tel Aviv region, 
Ya'aqov Meridor won the title cf Minister of Economic Affairs. Or-Gad, who was 
afraid to confront him, won th: consolation prize--"acting chairman of the region.’ 
But the series of people who reached the upper echelons of the region included the 
following names: Karmer-~chairman of the secretariat; Eytan Grifal--chairman of 
the directors. The presidium of the Tel Aviv region includes the following: 
Meridor, Arens, Kramerman, Aridor, MK Micah Reiser, Mikhael Kleiner, and MK Eytan 
Livni. The common denominator of all of them, except for Arens and Livni, is the 
sentiment for Ezer Weitzman. 


The victory of Likud at the polls to some extent upset the processes, 2ua perhaps 
even decelerated them. Fai.ure at the polls could have accelerated the departure 
of Begin, and it certainly would have influenced activity at the party center. 
Today, the institutions of the party are somewhat paralyzed. Yoram Aridor still 
holds the title of chairman of the secretariat (parallel to the secretary general 
of the Labor Party), which he won before being appointed finance minister. 


It is doubtful whether Aridor will be able to act effectively in his political 
role. Intra-party struggles have shown that there is a great mutual neutraliza- 
tion. Except for the appointment of ministers, an authority which is exclusively 
in the hands of Begin, even the "heir" will be unable to achieve by himself in 

the party. One of the struggles in the Herut Knesset faction was over the leader- 
ship of the Knesset Committee between MK's Eytan Livni and Roni Milo. Ministers 
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Shamir and Levy worked on behalf of Milo. Arik Sharon, Meridor, Arens, and Aridor 
established a momentary front in support of Livni, who won the post. In particular, 
Yitshaq Shamir and Roni Milo worked on behalf of the appointment of David Levy as 
deputy prime minister, to placate him after he was removed from the Ministry of 
Absorption. The rest of the ministers were more or less apathetic to the fate of 
their colleagues. 


The position of David Levy--whose title of deputy prime minister had not yet been 
confirmed by the Knesset--is not clear to all members of the party. He was strong 
when he was in the "blue-white" faction in the Histadrut. He himself determined 
who would be the Herut candidates for the executive committee of the Histadrut. 
David Levy also apparently improved his public position when he compared himself 
to those Knesset candidates who were of Oriental origin, who had been proposed by 
the Alignment. David Levy was and remains the authentic leader, who grew natu- 
rally and achieved a key position in his party. But the man at the center of the 
party, who has a large army of soldiers, remains without support in the Knesset 
faction. Among the 24 Herut members of Knesset, there is not one who is considered 
David Levy's "man." MK Reiser said that in the internal elections for the Knesset 
list, "David Levy did not deliver the goods," and he did not work on his behalf. 
Reiser, David Levy's only man in the Knesset, joined forces with Yoram Aridor. 


But the real danger for David Levy is coming from the development towns. Two new 
MK's--David Magen from Kiryat Gat and Meir Shitrit from Yavne--are hot on the 
heels of David Levy. At this point they are not threatening his position. But 
the appearance of other ethnics at high positions on the list casts a shadow on 
the future of David Levy, not because of their origin but because of their great 
similarity to David Levy. They, like him (as well as Deputy Minister Moshe 
Ketsev), are authentic products of the development towns in which they grew up. 
Magen, Shitrit, and Ketsev prove to all that David Levy is not one of a kind. The 
advantage which he enjoys over them today stems from his organized political power 
within the party. His problem is that these are three ambitious men of the younger 
generation, having formal academic training (Magen is also a senior officer in the 
IDF). 


Another man whose position was weakened was Ya'aqov Meridor. Before the elections 
he was mentioned as a possible "heir." His annourcements of his discovery of 
means of producing or conserving energy made hin appear unreliable in his party. 
Also his appointment of Foreign Minister Yitshaq Shamir are somewhat in decline, 
especially because of Ariel Sharon, who is getting stronger in the movement as 
defense minister. Since the election he has not served as a member of the 
Shlomtzion movement. After the May 1977 elections, Sharon was concerned with 
manning positions with activists from his faction. This time, people in the Herut 
movement are convinced that Sharon has done his homework, and will not discrimi- 
nate against Herut activists. The Arens group would apparently prefer the candi- 
dacy of Sharon over the candidacy of Meridor or Shamir, if there is a war of suc- 
cession. This is especially because of his ideological background and hawkish 
Stance. 


These deployments have proven themselves for the time being in the small power 
struggles within and without the Knesset. A member of the Herut movement is not 
ready to risk prophesying how the forces will come down at the hour of test, when 
it will be necessary to choose the "heir."

SINAI INTERNATIONAL FORCE SEEN AS NO GUARANTEE OF PEACE WITH EGYPT

Not Insure Peace With Egypt"] 


[Text] The Knesset this week approved the procedure for forming the international 
force in the Sinai and its operation. The new international brigade will comprise 
2,500 soldiers, about half of them Americans. 





The Egyptian army has hundreds of thousands of soldiers, equipped with both Rus- . 
Sian and Western advanced weapon systems for air, land and sea; the might of the 
IDF is also well known. So it is no surprise if one concludes that the interna- 

tional force has no military value whatsoever if one of the parties--Israel or 
Egypt---decides, for its own reasons, to activate its forces toward or inside the 

Sinai. 


The insignificance of this force becomes obvious in the recent shootings on the 
Lebanese border, which took place despite the presence of several thousand UN 
troops. On the other hand, if a political-military agreement between Israel and 
Syria had been signed in 1976, when Syria entered Lebanon, or in 1978, after the 
Litani operation, the northern border could have been kept calm with a much small- 
er force or even without one. The power of any international force, then, depends 
on the willingness of the main parties to honor their agreement and not use mili- 
tary force to selve their problems. 


The prime minister and his colleagues are mistaken, and they mislead the public, 
when they present the peace treaty with Egypt as the sole basis for our ability 

to act in the north without mobilizing the reserves. During the decade following 
the Suez War, from 1956 to 1967, the Egyptian border was completely quiet. De- 
spite campaigns and air battles between us and our neighbors to the east, and 
despite the fact that we did not have a peace treaty with Egypt, Egyptian Presi- 
dent Gamal Abd al-Nasir did not use force. The IDF did not mobilize its units 
and was free to act. Also, in the years 1970-73 the IDF acted against the Syrians 
and against the terrorists in Syria and Lebanon without beefing up its forces in 
the south against possible Egyptian reaction. 


These facts do not detract from the importance of the peace treaty with Egypt. 
On the contrary, they indicate that it is not an international force, but rather 
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an Egyptian decision to respect the agreement and not sacrifice it in case of 
hostilities between Israel and its other neighbors, that will prevent Egyptian ac- 
tion against us. Such Egyptian behavior will persist for a long time given two 
conditions: the continuation of the peace process and the preservation of our 
military might, both in conventional terms and in keeping with the coming nuclear 
age. 


The American presence undoubtedly adds political weight to the presence of the 
international force, but its importance should not be overrated. Legally, if the 
Egyptians annul the peace treaty, the international force will also be annulled. 
Politically and militarily, we have seen in the past that the United States is not 
interested in getting implicated in foreign wars, and one should not assume that 
it will instruct its 1,000 soldiers in the Sinai to resist either an Egyptian or 
Israeli takeover of the Sinai. 


Can this American presence serve as a guarantee for peace in the Middle East just 
as the presence of 300,000 American soldiers in Europe serves as a guarantee for 
Western Europe against Soviet threat? Such an analogy is misleading in more ways 
than one, especially since the Americans are in an adversary relation with the 
Soviets, while in the Sinai they are mediators who want to please both sides. 


Just as during the years 1948-56 our Arab neighbors talked about a "second round" 
against Israel, and just as in 1956-67 Egyptian President Nasir talked about war 
against Israel, when the time is right and the preparations are completed, there 
will be voices heard in Egypt, from the government as well as the opposition, to 
the effect that there cannot be real and full peace with Israel until Israel with- 
draws to the 1967 borders and political independence is given to the Palestinian 
Arabs. The Egyptians continue to refuse to give their peace treaty with us 
precedence over inter-Arab defense treaties, and they have not gone back on their 
word during the peace negotiations, namely, that in their eyes a war by any Arab 
State to regain its occupied lands is justified and justifies their own direct 
military intervention. Even if Egypt does not engage in any hostilities toward 
us for a long time, which I believe will be the case, we cannot lie beneath our 
vines and fig trees and rely on American guarantees and an international force. 


On the other hand, we can insure the peace by keeping Egypt on the side of nego- 
tiations rather than confrontation and by keeping the United States on our side 
in helping us build our military and economic might without getting it into too 
much trouble with its Arab allies. 


This calls for a patient and responsible policy that is carefully weighed and not 
ruled by rash decisions and passing fancies. We must study in depth all the 
lessons of Camp David and the formation of the international force in order to 
build a firm foundation for the future and avoid unexpected traumas.

offer for Talks Without Preconditions a Missed Opportunity for Such Talks?"] 


[Text] What is Saudi Arabia? It is a family of princes who control oil, desert 
and slaves. 


This derogatory definition, which was recently voiced by Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin, seems to sum up past and present Israeli public statements vis-a-vis the 
growing influence of the desert kingdom in the international arena. 


It appears that the more we detract from Saudi Arabia's importance in the hope of 
influencing at least public opinion if not policymakers in the United States and 
in the West, the more successful the Saudi princes are in the propaganda war. 
Clearly, by making a so-called peace proposal, which according to some was meant 
to be rejected by Israel, Prince Fahd was able to force us to-.take a stand that 
is frowned on iu the West while putting him in a favorable light, at a time when 
U.S. policy in the region is being formulated, especially in relation to the sale 
of AWACS and other sophisticated weapons to the Saudis. 


In any case, it is clear that in addition to the Saudi advantage of controlling 
the world economy through oil and the investment of surplus petrodollars, they 
also benefit from the good advice of top consultants whom they hire from the ranks 
of veteran U.S. foreign service and intelligence personnel and their colleagues 
from other Western countries. 


Suffice it to mention only a small part of this well-oiled, mystery-shrouded bat- 
tery of consultants, as revealed last Sentember in the weekly EIGHT DAYS (pub- 
lished in London with funds from Persian Gulf oil emirates). According to this 
report, a private intelligence agency was set up in 1978 under the guise of an 
internatio:‘al consulting firm named GISE (Group for International Study and Eval- 
uation), which serves no other customers except the Saudi court. Through this 
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agency, the Saudis can elicit the services of American experts who avoid register- 
ing as foreign agents as required by U.S. law. 


Our Information Deficiency 


The most outstanding consultant working for this agency (whose fees often total 
$60,000 per year) is veteran diplomat Robert Ellsworth, former U.S. ambassador to 
NATO, who lives in Washington and has good government connections. 


Other consultants are John Gunther, former director of the Middle East division of 
the International Monetary Fund, and Marjorie Dean, editor of the financial report 
of the weekly ECONOMIST. Many veteran CIA people also help the Saudis through 
this agency. 


In any case, it seems that Israel is not prepared to deal with the sophisticated 
Saudi operation in the international arena, for the simple reason that our foreign 
policymakers are yet to be convinced that Saudi Arabia is becoming a more and 
more dominant factor in our region that must be dealt with in a more sophisticated 
way. 


Our deficiency in this area is underlined by a study commissioned by the Tel Aviv 
University Center for Strategic Studies. The author, Dr Uzi Arad, a Middle East 
scholar, writes: "Israel's policy vis-a-vis Saudi Arabia has thus far failed, not 
because of what was done but because of what was neglected. The grimmest fact is 
that no comprehensive action has been initiated--nor has there been any public or 
strategic discussion of such action--to stop the Saudi advance toward a position 
of all-out confrontation." 


The report based on the findings of this study was written 2 years ago, but there 
has not been any substantive change since then. 


What, then, has been neglected in the Israeli policy vis-a-vis Saudi Arabia? The 
author writes: "Israeli analyses of developments in the region fail to deal with 
Saudi Arabia as a source of an independent policy, a country with its own polit- 
ical ambitions, an active factor, rather than a mere influence on Egypt, Syria, 
or the Palestinians, which contradicts the Saudi image in the West." 


The study points out the weakness of Israeli information directed to the West, 
which is based on the argument that there is no connection between the Arab- 
Israeli conflict and oil. This argument is unacceptable in the West. Moreover, 
it has often caused Israeli information sources to sound contradictory. They 

have tried to present the Arab oil countries as a paper tiger in order to down- 
grade their image, and at the same time they decried Arab blackmail and the danger 
of Arab military power. The study considers it a gross error to look down on the 
Saudis and to engage in wishful thinking about internal security problems in the 
desert kingdom. This, according to the author, diverts attention from the main 
problem and prevents Israel from obtaining an accurate and balanced assessment 

of the growing strength of Saudi Arabia in the region, which may be the most revo- 
lutionary development in the area over the past decade. 
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The study indicates that attempts at direct talks between Israel and Saudi Arabia-- 
if indeed there have been any, as reported in the world press-——have been unsuccess- 
ful. Events show a slow yet dangerous process of deterioration in Israeli-Saudi 
relations. 


Dr Arad notes the implications of this process of deterioration for our relations 
with the United States. He reminds us that back in 1968 Israel maneuvered itself 
into a crossfire when it objected to a package deal for selling American weapons 
to Saudi Arabia, Egypt and Israel. 


During that confrontation, Israel and Saudi Arabia stood on opposite sides of the 
fence. Israel lost out. It suffered a defeat in Congress, a traditional friend 
of Israel. It also experienced a decline in the influence of the "Jewish lobby." 
The lesson, according to the author, was clear: "It was a most serious mistake 
to force the United States to decide between its interest in Israel and in Saudi 
Arabia." 


The author foresees many dangers, both political and military, in Saudi Arabia 
becoming a confrontation state vis-a-vis Israel. Despite rash statements by 
Israeli political and military leaders, Saudi Arabia has yet to become a full- 
fledged confrontation state, since it still has its own motives and goals, which 
override the Arab-Israeli conflict on its strategic agenda. 


Dr Arad maintains that Israel's foremost strategic objective vis-a-vis Saudi 
Arabia should be to prevent Saudi Arabia from becoming a threat to Israel, despite 
its growing strength in the region and in the world. He adds that this cannot be 
guaranteed, but it certainly has to be worked on. 


Opposing Normalization 


What is needed? The author is not against an Israeli information effort in regard 
to Saudi Arabia but favors it only as a secondary step, designed to create an op- 
tion for normalization, which will bring an end to hostile propaganda. 


The author advocates direct talks with the Saudis by identifying mutual interests 
that will help the Saudis understand the Israelis. But he cautions against un- 
realistic expectations, such as an alliance of pro-Western nations, in keepiug 
with the saying, best is the enemy of good. 


In any case, the question remains--did we miss an important opportunity for direct 
talks with the Saudis, which are at least as much in our interest as in anyone 
else's, by failing to come up with a countereffer to Fahd's peace plan, namely, 
for talks without preconditions?

CONTROLLING GOLAN HEIGHTS TERMED NECESSARY TO COUNTRY'S SECURITY

[Text] Golan Heights-—-Vital Area 


A "vital area" in military terms is an area the control of which is necessary for 
a military operation. In this respect, the Golan Heights are extremely vital, 
from both the national-strategic and tactical point of view, since the topography 
of the area--an elevation that controls both east and west--makes it imperative 
to keep it for both defensive and offensive purposes. 


Advanced Technology Versus Topography 


Those who deal with security from a general perspective sometimes underestimate 
the controlling topography. They point to impressive technological advances that 
can "help hit a target anywhere hy pressing a button." There is no greater mis- 
take. Now, more than ever before, one can close technological gaps by buying 
weapons, which are sold to the highest bidder. Military advantage is put into 
effect by correct use of means, especially proper topographical maneuvering. The 
new technological and electronic devices can help reach distant targets, but the 
main limitation is the visibility of the target. Hence, there is no substitute 
for topography when it comes to observation and fire control. 


Topography As Militars Component 


Forces and land are not interchangeable. They complement each other in building 
might. The IDF fights as an army of the few against the many and does not have 
the luxury of not making use of all the components of the battlefield, which go 
beyond the ratio of forces. The experience of the Yom Kippur War showed that a 
small force that was positioned at Har Hermcenit prevented a Syrian breakthrough 
and turned the area into a slaughterhouse. One must not detract from the bravery 
of the soldiers, yet the topography and the superiority of the terrain enabled 
the Israeli soldier to be at his best. 


Disproportion Between Relinquishing Territory and Control 


From a military standpoint, it is extremely difficult to accept any territorial 
compromise in the Golan Heights, since the military significance of giving up 
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2 percent of the land means giving up 100 percent of control. The importance of 

a vital area is seen in a mound, hilltop or mountaintop. Giving up a few square 
yards can mean total relinquishment of military control. Since the IDF is deployed 
in a minimal defense line, any concession, even the smallest, diminishes its mili- 
tary capability. 


To Prevent Surprise Attack and Increase Alert 


To prevent a tactical surprise, it is necessary to face the Syrians in a state of 
constant alert, monitoring their every move. There are indeed many electronic 
means one can use for warning purposes, but there is no substitute for conventional 
ground observation. Advanced radar and electronic observation and listening de- 
vices work better when there is a line of sight between the observation post and 
the target. One could substitute satellites and aircraft, but their cost is high 
and they are limited in terms of the weight of equipment they can carry, anti- 
aircraft protection, and so on. Even superpowers like the United States and the 
Soviet Union strive to control ground as close as possible to the battleground 

in order to place warning devices. 





Keeping IDF forces on the ridges gives them a dual advantage. It enables them to 
maintain a warning system, and it gives them a firm base to prevent surprise at- 
tack. It not only gives them the upperhand but also makes it hard for the Syrians 
to obtain information and to have westward fire control. 


The following topographic examples clearly show the significance of observation 
and two-way control. 


Put in Neutral and Go 


Even experienced armies find it hard to seal off their borders in the face of a 
surprise attack, at least in the early stages. The Syrians may go after iimited 
objectives at the start of the war to gain territory. By sending large forces 
along several axes, they may be able to advance westward. 


Strategic depth, albeit limited, enables one to mount a counterattack. By leaving 
the present line, the IDF would enable the Syrians to advance toward the axes 
going down the western slopes, where they can go down in neutral. During the Yom 
Kippur War, the Syrian forces were able to advance and come down the axes, despite 
the strategic depth, but it is doubtful whether the IDF could have fought back, 
stopped the enemy and push on eastward if it had not controlled the present line. 


Defense Problems 


There are two basic prerequisites for defending an area: the stopping line (that 
line which is determined by the defender as necessary for defending the area) is 
located behind the front line and controls the area, and the front line, which is 
also a stopping line so that the battle for defending the area takes place in 
enemy territory. 


The Golan is too narrow to launch a strategic-depth battle, which limits the 
maneuverability of the reserves in the area between the purple line, or the ridges, 
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and the starting point of the axes going down to the Hula and Jordan valleys. Yet 
this area still permits the concentration of forces and their movement from one 
axis to another in the battleground, provided armored forces are engaging the 
enemy and stop its westward advance. 





With the Syrians controlling the ridges, this is not possible. 
Upper Galillee, Unthreatened 


A look at this sector shows that from the slopes of the Golan Heights the settle- 
ments in the Hula Valley are within downward firing range. 


Any Syrian presence in Lebanon puts the area under the threat of encirclement, 
both in terms of firing range and mobility. Any concession in the area helps the 
Syrian advance and reduces the area they have to fight for. One should take into 
account the short distances even under the present conditions: 13 km from the 
purple line to Kfar Szold; 13 km from the purple line to ‘En Gev; 23 km from the 
purple line to Gadot. 


Even a 2-km concession radically changes the present situation. Har Hermonit, 

2 km from the purple line, controls the northern Golan and the westward slopes. 
Tel Avital, 2 km from the purple line, is close to the central axes in the Golan 
and controls the area to the west (see Upper Golan sector). The Ramat Mashimim 
area, 6-7 km between Wadi Haroqged and the steep western slopes, is a key area 
that enables forces to be sent southward to the Jordan Valley. 


Demilitarization--A Step Backward 


The demilitarization of the area forces the IDF to recapture vital areas during 
war. The desire to recapture territory is two-sided, and the one who wins the 
race is in control. To give up territory in order to recapture it is foolish, 
for if the area is needed for defense one shouldn't give it up just to face the 
necessity later on of retaking it. 


Insuring the Water Sources--Protecting a Vital Installation 


Israel's water sources are in the northern Golan. Insuring the water supply calls 
for physical protection. This cannot be achieved without territorial superiority. 
Hence, control of Mount Hermon is vital. It is not only the eyes and the ears of 
the country but also the head. 


The Psychological Factor 
One should not overlook the psychological factor. When the Syrians control 
points overlooking the northern settlements, they can see their targets clearly, 


and those targets appear within reach. The sight of flourishing settlements at 
their feet can entice them to start shooting or to engage in other hostile action. 


Agreement or Escalation 


It appears that despite their interference in Lebanon, the Syrians have been avoid- 
ing direct confrontation with Israel. This shows that they see their present 
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position as vulnerabie, and therefore they do not encourage the PLO to operate 
out of their territory, as they did when they controlled the Golan Heights. The 
cease-fire agreement is based on the premise that it does not pay for either side 
to start shooting, and thus any change in the present status quo may invite hos- 
tilities. The Syrian fortifications in the Golan prior to 1967 clearly show the 
importance they impute to the heights, when everything lies in the palm of their 
hand. 


The Syrian army is more advanced and experienced than ever before. It is an army 
preparing for offensive action. In this light, the IDF should make the most of 
its advantage in occupying the present line.

MAPAM CRITICIZES HAWKISH TREND IN LABOR ALIGNMEKT

[Text] At the opening of the Mapam Council this week, one of the council members 
turned to the chairman and asked why the podium was decorated with 10 national 
flags, but only four red flags. 


The chairman, MK Elazar Granot, appeared a bit perplexed, and turned himself to 
view the flags. Then he answered: "I am pleased with the comment. It is true." 


There was in this a kind of revelation of thoughts and fears which haunt the Mapam 
people during discussion of the lessons of the results of the last Knesset elec- 
tions. The comments of the Mapam leaders, MK Viktor Shem-Tov and Haike Grossman, 
at the council regarding the situation which had developed in the Labor Party af- 
ter the elections and the deep concern regarding that situation testified to an 
increase in the tensions between the two Alignment partners. 


The Mapam leaders fear that the Labor Party leaders are reading the "map" which 
was created following the elections differently and in a distorted fashion--some- 
thing which carries the danger of a split in the Alignment. They fear that in 
the sharp struggle within the Labor Party, between the dovish-socialist faction 
and that faction which they define as "statist, activist in defense affairs and 
liberal in economic affairs" the latter faction may well come out on top. While 
Mapam demands that one of the lessons of the election results is that there should 
be a new emphasis on socialist ideology, the values of the labor movement, and the 
difference between it and the Likud, to bring the working public back home--the 
lesson for the Labor Party has on the contrary been a turn to the center, and a 
blurring of the differences between it and the Likud, as well as a hiding of the 
red flag, the socialist ideology, and the values of the labor movement. 


The election results--the failure to replace the regime--renewed within the leader- 
ship of the Labor Party the struggle over party line and ways of action, for the 
future. In opposition to the thesis of the doves (including among others MK Abba 
Eban, MK Yeruham Mashal, MK Uzi Baram, MK Micah Kharish, MK Ora Namir, MK Menahem 
Hakohen and Naftali Blumenthal, as well as members of Ikhud Hakvutsat ve- 
Hakibbutzim, members of the Young Guard, etc), which follows a Line which is 
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moderate in political and defense matters, and which is faithful to socialist doc- 
trine, there is another faction whose strength is increasing, which views the 
character and substance of the Labor Party as being social democratic, a kind of 
left-center bloc, and this is of particular concern to Mapam. Within this faction 
are in particular the Yakhdav group, headed by MK Eliahu Speiser, hawks such as 
MK Shlomo Hillel, most of the representatives of the Oriental community, leaders 
of the moshav movement, etc. 


While the doves view the non-success of the Labor Party to replace the current 
regime in the elections as the result of a blurring of the socialist position of 
the party as well as the values of the labor movement, the “social democratic fac- 
tion" sees the oversight in the election campaign as being a lack of appeal to the 
center. Leaders of this faction, and primarily MK Eliahu Speiser (who is a candi- 
date for the position of secretary general of the party), claim that in the polit- 
ical sphere there was in the election campaign a leftward attraction in expres- 
sions of spokesmen of the party, in the direction of the Sheli platform, to the 
extent that the public was unable to distinguish between the platform which was 
accepted by the majority, and the opinions of individuals expressed during the 
campaign. 


The "social democratic faction" also claims that the Labor Party ignored the dia- 
logue with the NRP, and thus pushed it into the arms of the Likud. It supported 
anti-religious legislation in the Knesset--in such matters as army service, the 
employment of religious workers on the Sabbath, the attitude toward the Reform 
movement, and the prior determination that the Ministry of Education would never 
be given to a religious representative, etc. It is the opinion of the leaders of 
this faction that the lessons of the election are that one can never submit to 
dictates by the religious groups, but that at the same time one cannot adopt an 
attitude of "to hell with them," and that there must be a renewed dialogue with 
the younger leadership of the NRP. 


Mapam is concerned that the Labor Party will become a party of the center "with a 
bit of the flavor of the kibbutz movement" in alliance with the religious groups. 
The secretary general of the Mapam party, Viktor Shem-Tov defined the signs of 
these developments as "arousing confusion, and sometimes causing concern and revul- 
sion." He claimed in the Mapam council that today “one hears anti-kibbutz sounds 
in the Labor Party, anti-dove noises, and anti-secularist voices. The atmosphere 
is permeated by an extreme ethnic approach, and one gets the impression that the 
party is falling aparcr." 


What concerns Mapam is the decentralizing method of the "social democratic fac- 
tion" which seeks a change in the internal election method by means of election 
of more representatives of the districts and Orientals to the party institutions. 
Mapam fears that this public is more hawkish and more traditional. Also of con- 
cern to Mapam is the "orientation" of the public which is certrist, and the lower 
middle class such as tradesmen and small businessmen, whicn during the election 
supported the Likud. 


The Mapam leaders bitterly ask: What is this talk that the kibbutz movement con- 
stitutes only 3 percent of the people? MK Eliahu Speiser, champion of the social- 
democratic faction, claims: "The kibbutz movement has a preferred position in the 
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party, and no ont challenges it. The partnership with the kibbutz movement is 
assured in the future, and if there are differences of opinion--they are only with 
a few people in the movement." 


The leaders of Mapam claim that they have no intention of intervening in the deci- 
sion regarding who shall be the secretary of the Labor Party. But the secretary 
general of Mapam, Viktor Shem-Tov, stated in the council that in the opinion of 
Mapam, Haim Bar-Lev represents the values of the labor movement, and that it can- 
not be apathetic regarding the question of who will replace Bar-Lev. 


MK Eliahu Speiser claims: "Even before the first confrontation between Peres and 
Rabin, Mapam claimed that it had no intention of intervening in the confrontation, 
but on the other hand it publicly rejected Peres...." He adds that any drift to 
the left, which is the way of Mapam, will reduce the electoral prospects of the 
Labor Party, and this is neither its way nor its platform. "The slogans of Mapam 
will not bring back the workers who voted for Likud into the bosom of the Labor 
Party, because they are more hawkish and traditional." 








Mapam gives its blessing to the position of MK Mota Gur, because we can negotiate 
with a Palestinian who recognizes our right to exist and who forswears terror. 
Thus they approach the Yariv-Shem Tov formila, which is accepted by Mapam. But 
what concerns the Mapam leaders is the response of the hawkish camp of the Labor 
Party, which completely rejects the position of MK Gur with the claim that this 
position is opposed to the party piatform, it legitimizes the PLO, and it opens 
the way to the establishment of a Palestinian state. They are also concerned about 
attacks on the doves of the Labor Party on the question of links with the Pales- 
tinians, when they vote on the "evasive response" of Peres or the "analytical 
response" of Rabin to the proposal of Mota Gur. On the other hand, the hawkish 
camp rejects the position of Yosi Sarid, because his "orientation" converts the 
Labor Party into a kind of "Likud B." In such a case, the voter would prefer to 
vote directly for the Likud. 


Mapam is also not happy with the positions of the Labor Party regarding strategic 
cooperation with the U.S. With few exceptions, the party leaders have criticized 
the agreement, especially the interpretations given to it by the prime minister-- 
but the Labor Party has rejected Mapam's demand that it call for a special discus- 
sion of the matter in Knesset, claiming that it is still not a sure thing, and 
that it would be better to wait until the end of the AWACS affair. 


The struggle between the socialists and the social democrats of the Labor Party 
expanded into a struggle between the two partners in the Alignment. In Mapam 
there were already some voices saying that under the present circumstances it 
would be better to begin discussions on the dismantling cf the Alignment, but the 
leaders of Mapam rejected this call by those "who hasten to hitch a ride on the 
serious division which has been visited on the Labor Party and who call for its 
dismantlement."' They claim that this would only serve the purposes of Likud. The 
Mapam leaders are of the opinion that at this juncture it is best for Mapam to 
follow closely what is happening in the Labor Party, ‘hile supporting the dovish- 
socialist faction, in the hope that it will ultimately come out on top in the 
internal struggle. 
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The leaders of the hawkish faction in the Labor Party claim, on the other hand, 

that the mark of “Likud B" has been imprinted by party members. They claim that 
there is no point to this type of talk, which is only used to strengthen leftist 
theses in matters of foreign and security affairs. It is no longer possible to 

be satisfied with an "ideological supermarket" but rather, the time has come to 

make a decision, proceed on its basis, and speak clearly. 


This "clear language" is revolting to Mapam. They are afraid of the inclination 
of some of the Labor Party leaders (such as MK Peres, MK Gad Ya'aqovi, and MK 
Moshe Shahal) to bring back MK Moshe Dayan and the Telem people into the party. 

Is the lesson which the Labor Party wants to learn from the election results that 
Mosne Dayan should be brought back to the ranks of the party? The same Dayan who 
participated in the Begin government and proclaimed that Begin was closer to him 
than Meir Ya'ari? These are questions posed by the Mapam secretary general Viktor 
Shem-Tov. 


Haika Grossman has already announced that Mapam has drawn two red lines for the 
continued existence of the Alignment: no establishment of a national unity gov- 
ernment, and no participation of Telem as a unit within the Alignment. But accord- 
ing to Viktor Shem-Tov, the Labor Party has not yet given up thoughts of this sort.

GAZA STRIP AUTONOMY POSITION ASSESSED

[Text] Is the Gaza Strip Ready for Autonomy? Just now Brig Gen Joseph Lunz is coming 
on board as the tenth IDF governor of the Gaza Strip. Which goes to show you that 

in just a few more years the period of our rule in the Gaza will be equal to that of 
the Egyptians, and the military regime, which is a temporary means of rule, could be- 
come a permanent framework if autonomy is not achieved and if some other solution is 
not found which would make possible an IDF pullout from the Gaza Strip. The list 

of military governors, which began with the Six-Day War, is long and interesting. 

The first governor was General Moshe Goren. His replacement was Col ‘Aviv Garzilai, 
may he rest in peace. After him came Lt Gen Mote Gur, Brig Gen Menahem (Man) 
‘Aviram, Brig Gen Yitzhaq Pundaq, Gen Abraham ‘'Orli, Brig Gen David Mimun, Brig Gen 
Joseph Qastel, and Brig Gen Yitzhaq Segev, who is just now completing his tenure. 


It might be possible to survey the history of Gaza since 1967 according to the periods 
of rule of the above-mentioned commanders. Each of them had to confront, apart from 
basic problems, problems of the time which were the fruit of changing conditions. 

We will not deal here with a historical survey of the military regime in the Gaza 
Strip from Goren to Segev. But the completion of Segev's period of service demands 
specific treatment. 


Indeed it is hard to understand why the 43-year old Segev was transferred from his 
position just after the new defenee minister Sharon adopted new principles for the 
military regime in the territories, which Segev had favored and according to which 
he had tried to act in the period in which Israel had "frozen" her political activ- 
ity in the territories. Sharon is now trying to overcome this gap in the talks that 
he is now conducting with Palestinian leaders in the territories in advance of the 
resumption of the autonomy talks. We used to call Segev's policy in the Gaza Strip 
the “understanding hand" policy or the "wise hand" policy, and we presented it as 
something more sophisticated and efficient from the point of view of Israel's 
interests and its war against the PLO than the policy of the "hard hand" which was 
operated primarily on the West Bank, in our estimation--at the political and military 
inspiration of the chief of staff. It seems that it would not be an altogether in- 
correct estimation if we were to say that in Sharon's tenure, the chief of staff 
will lose, except for regular defense issues, the influence that he enjoyed in 

days of the previous Minister of Defense Begin over the military regime in the 
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territories and over the attitude of the regime toward its Arab inhabitants, and 
in that there is nothing to be sorry about! 


The freeze in the political discussion with the inhabitants of the territories be- 
gan, in fact, with the resignation of Dayan from the Foreign Ministry, after which 
Weizmann lost his stability in regard to the political line to take towards the 
territories. The tenure of Segev, who is a Middle East scholar with a Master's 
degree from Tel Aviv University, and who had served earlier as governor of El Arish, 
is a period which was measured not only by his success in preventing the PLO in 
escalating the relations of the Gaza Strip with Israel and the disruption of normal 
life in the area, but also by his contribution to the "ripening" of the Gaza Strip 
in the political programs of the State of Israel as a part of the autonomy deal. 


In the 2 years of Segev's tenure, the Gaza Strip was influenced by the political 
process that began to be achieved in an intensive way between Israel and Egypt. 
Changes occurred principally in two major areas: in renewing the bonds with Egypt 
and in a positive attitude toward the political process as a means of solving the 
Palestinian problem. The bond with Egypt, which was weakened at a certain stage 
following the ascendancy of the PLO, draws its scrength from the ties that developed 
between Egypt and the Gaza Strip from 1948 until the Six-Day War. The inhabitants 
of Gaza lived in the bosom of the senior Arab state, which led not only in nurturing 
Arab culture but also in nurturing the idea of Arab nationhood and was involved more 
than any other Arab state in the struggle for Palestine. 


The signing of the peace agreement between Israel and Egypt led to a renewal of the 
bond with Egypt and hurt the orientation towards Jordan, headed, as we know, by 
Rashad al-Shawwa. 


The fruits of normalization in Gaza are now very real, and prime among them is the 
regular territorial tie between them which did not exist before as it exists now 
since the opening of the Sinai Fields terminal. This tie will be tightened even 
more with the transfer of the terminal, in about 7 months, to Rafiah, when Egypt will 
approach to within 40 kilometers of Gaza. 


Tens of thousands of Gaza residents began to move along the narrow coastal highway 
of Sinai south to Egypt, and their number last year reached 120,000. This mass 
movement goes on despite PLO pressures against it. It should be remembered that 
this mass movement was also aided by the conduct of mail and telephone service be- 
tween them. The Gazanstoday are in the Egyptian "picture" not by watching Egyptian 
television or listening to Cairo radio but by travel and thanks to daily reading of 
the Egyptian press which streams regularly into the newspaper kiosks of the area's 
cities. It should also be remembered that tens of thousands of Gazans received their 
education in Egypt and remember her fondly. The connection is not only cultural, 
tourist, social and familial, but it has also taken on an economic form which is 
expressed in commerce and investments. Last year Gazans invested about 200,000,000 
(that they earned in Israel?) in Egypt. For this purpose special offices were 
opened in the area, and they create the right ties for purposes of investment in 
Egypt, where bureaucracy and payoffs are among the signs of its economy. 





There are those who think that this "experience" was fertile ground for the flowering 
of another attitude among residents of the area toward the conflict, who are inclined 
more now to see the solution precisely in the political plane and not in violent 
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confrontation. Since the political option of Camp David is "autonomy," which is 
the solution suggested by the government, it is proper that the government should 
nurture, by means of the military regime and through suitable activity on the part 
of the political echelon, the "experience" described above, which, because of the 
Arab terror campaign, has not yet been given public expression in the direction of 
autonomy. On the matter of autonomy, the situation in the Gaza Strip is different 
from that on the West Bank because of the Gaza bond to Egypt and the West Bank 

bond to Jordan and the PLO. In Gaza the situation is easier because of the lack of 
friction with religious-nationalist settlements and land and water questions as they 
exist on the West Bank. 


In the Gaza Strip there has been a basis for autonomy even since the Egyptian period 
which has been pressed during the Israeli administration, which administers its 
civilian and national services in the area by means of departments which remained 
from the Egyptian period, headed by Gazans, just as its workers are Arabs. Israeli 
supervision is achieved by Israeli staff officars, who represent in these departments 
the Israeli mother offices and the area headquarters. 


Another reason why the Gaza Strip may merit "autonomy" is the integrative web of 
relationships that it has developed with Israel in the economic realm which has 
created in the area a large stratum of people interested in continuing the coexis- 
tence with Israel. But there is a problem. These pro-autonomy changes in attitude 
which exist among broad strata of residents in the Strip have not yet received 
political expression. Thus far there has evolved on the part of the local leader- 
ship of the area no attempt at integration or readiness for integration in the 
autonomy negotiations. (Two that tried, Ahaykh Hashim Huzandar and the deputy chief 
of the council of Jibeliyah Mr Abu Wardab, paid for it with their lives. 


It may be that the principal reason for this is the lack of clarity that surrounds 
the autonomy program, which in fact is not clear even to many Israelis. The attitude 
toward the political process in Gaza also suffers because of its political structure 
which lacks a democratic tradition of party activity, elections, etc. Here the PLO 
influence is decisive in stopping the Gazan leadership from joining the process 
which it is battling against, by means such as the allocations of the joint PLO- 
Jordanian commission to institutions in the territories, the purpose of which is the 
encouragement of political elements.which identify with the PLO and oppose the 
political process, as well as by what we call "Arab terrorist acts," which are 
directed against what the PLO calls "fellow travelers," to which category, unfortu- 
nately, belong some Israeli journalists who identify people who prefer talking to 
us to terror as "fellow travelers." 


Segev completed his mission in Gaza at precisely the time when the defense minister 
published his emphasis towards Israeli policy in the territories, which Segev had 
followed even earlier. These “emphases" aroused expectations among the Gazan leaders 
of complementary steps in the political area, especially in the realm of the essence 
of autonomy and what would come after it. Gaza, thus, is "conditionally ripe" for 
autonomy. The matter depends in large measure on the government, whether it will 
take steps which will enable moderate and pragmatic circles to be integrated in the 
political process which at this stage is contrary to the PLO.

LEGAL ASPECTS OF POLICY IN TERRITORIES ANALYZED

[Text] A group of jurists has published a comprehensive research study--in response 
to the research of Arab jurists--which sheds light on the principles cf international 
law and its application in the territories. The study reveals that there is no 
military regime in the entire world comparable to that of Israel in preserving both 
the spirit and the letter of the law. 


In a lecture before an international gathering of Jewish jurists who arrived in 
Jerusalem from 15 countries, minister of Justice Moshe Nissim said: "It can be said 
without hesitation that the essential rights of man are preserved in the occupied 
territories by the State of Israel in an unprecedented fashion in comparison with 
any other military regime anywhere." 


It was not in vain that these words were spoken a month ago in an explanation of 
the legal foundation for the military grip in the occupied territories. If in the 
past Israel's military hold on the territories was attacked by political bodies, 
jurists from various countries have joined in, who have attempted to show, on the 
pretext of objectivity, that Israel does not carry out the principles of interna- 
tional justice which apply to a military regime in an "occupied territory." 





A comprehensive study written by Israeli jurists was distributed world-wide to debunk 
this fabrication. In the preface to the study, jurist Haim Cohen wrote; "There is 
no denying that in the history of military regimes in occupied territories through- 
out the entire world, there is no clearer example of the preservation of human 

rights than their preservation by the State of Israel." 


In the context of publications both abroad and in Israel on the subject of the 
methods of a military regime--it is doubtful if the public in Israel itself knows 
the basic principles which mold the action of the Israeli military regime. A study 
of the basic approach of Israeli governments from 1967 to the present shows that the 
practical view adopted binds Israel to the precepts of international law, even when 
Israel claims in the international arena that the international laws of conquest do 
not apply in Judea and Samaria, since at the time of the IDF's entry to the area 
there was no soverignty whose hold on the territory merited general international 
recognition.

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The Geneva and Hague Conventions 


A short time after the end of the Six-Day War, the legal advisor to the Israeli 
government Me'ir Shamgar proclaimed that the state would consider itself obligated 
to act according to the principles of the Geneva pact of 1949 on the matter of the 
defense of civilians in wartime, and according to the Hague Convention of 1907 on 
the matter of warfare on land. In discussions that took place before the High Court 
of Justice, it was clear that the actions of the military regime in the territories 
were checked in ac ordance with the precepts of international law, and that in case 
of violation of the instructions of customary military law, it would be possible to 
bring suit against the military regime before the Israeli court. 


The approach of the Government of Israel creates an unprecedented precedent in what 
has been accepted in international law concerning the regulation of the rights of 
citizens, inhabitants of an "occupied territory," vis-a-vis the authority of the 
power holding the territory as a result of war. The government was the party which 
decided in 1967 not to claim an absence of authority on tne part of the High Court 
of Justice to hear the appeals of inhabitants of the occupied territories. In the 
absence cf such a claim--the result of which would be hard to predict in the absence 
of precedent~-the Israeli court proceeds on the assumption that it has standing on 
the subjects of those functions of the military regime which belong to the executive 
authority of the state. It was the application of this authority which enabled the 
High Court of Justice to render its famous decision on the matter of the settlement 
at Alon Moreh (High Court of Justice 390/79), by which the respondents--the Govern- 
ment of Israel, the defense minister, the military commander of the Judea-Samaria 
area and the military commander of the sub-district of Shechem--were ordered to 
remove from the lands of the appellants, Arab residents of the village of Rujayb, 
"every structure that was erected thereupon and every object that was brought 
thereto." 


The Needs of an "Army of Occupation" 


The court based its decision on an examination of the actions of the military regime 
in light of the precepts of international law as they were fixed in the Hague 
Convention, which recognized the concept of the holding of real estate for the needs 
of an “army of occupation." The court determined that the "needs of an army of 
occupation" do not include those needs which are required "to guarantee public order 
and security," which is the primary function of the army according to the Hague 
Convention. 


Since in this case there did not exist clear "military needs" in this sense, the 

order for the confiscation of real estate that was issued by elements of the 

military government, was vacated. This decision of the High Court of Justice, 

composed of five judges, contained a basic point of view": not only a comprehensive 
check of the activity of the military regime in the light of irternational law, but 
also a readiness on the part of the court to examine in depth the question of 

whether in fact there existed those "military needs" which the military regime claimed. 


The decision makes clear that the military regime is in fact "the servant of two 


masters." Every one of its administrative actions would be tested before the High 
Court of Justice against two criteria: accord with international law as it applies 
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in the occupied territories, and accord with Israeli internal justice (the municipal 
law code) which applies in Israel. The military regime is one of many state 
authorities and is bound by the rules of Israeli law. In this connection it is clear 
that the "military regime is not its own master but carries out a policy outlined 

for it by the government, as the court made clear earlier in its decision on the 
matter of the settlement at Beth-El (High Court of Justice 606/78). 


On the matter of ‘Alon Moreh the court made clear its thinking through its president 
Moshe Landau on the matter of the military regime. The government is the supreme 
body that determines the policy of the military regime. The government is the 
supreme body that determines the policy of ihe military regime. As long as the 
government does not say something about a particular topic concerning the activity 
of the regime in the territories, the chief of staff is obliged to carry out the 
instructions of the minister of defense; but when a topic is brought before the 
governrent, its decision is binding upon the chief of staff (and through him upon 
the various bodies of the military regime), even if the decision is one about which 
the minister of defense held the minority opinion in the government. 


The granting of the opportunity to the residents of the occupied territories to 
appeal to the highest court in Israel--assures them not only a judge (High Court of 
Justice), but also a legal code (the rules of administrative law which apply in the 
State of Israel in addition to the international rules of law). These rules, which 
were developed in essence through the rulings of the High Court of Justice, imposed 
several obligations on the authorities: to act within the framework of their author- 
ity, reasonably, honestly, fairly and without harmful discrimination. 


Both Law and a Judge 


Thus the rulings of the High Court of Justice stand guard over the existence of 

the basic democratic principles in the territories such as freedom of expression, 
freedom of employment, freedom of association, etc. To the extent that these free- 
doms are limited in Israel itself they are also limited in hhe occupied territories, 
whether by force of legislation that existed in them before the entry of the IDF or 
by force of special orders that were issued by the military regime. 


The basic authority for the limiting of freedoms (which is occasionally an issue for 
public debate) is recognized by international law. Thus, for example, this law 
recognizes the right of a military regime to forbid public gatherings and political 
meetings. The Israeli regime does not go the route of absolute prohibition; rather 
its approach is to require those who request to assemble to obtain a permit from 

the military regime (in Israel, too, those who ask to demonstrate must obtain a 
permit from the police). The policy of the government to forbid or to allow changes 
in accordance with conditions and the views of the bodies of government, but it is 
clear that in the finai analysis, their decision is subject to review by the High 
Court of Justice. 


The review authority of the High Court of Justice, however, was asserted in a similar 
connection having to do with freedom of expression and the dissemination of infor- 
mation in the occupied territories. The military regime decided to prohibit the 
distribution in the territories of a paper which appeared in the State of Israel. 

In a ruling on this matter (High Court of Justice 619/78), the court construed 
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that in accordance with international law, the military regime was obligated to 
"take all measure in its power to guarantee as fully as possible order and public 
life," as stated in the Hague Convention. 


It is this obligation which grants the regime the power to forbid political activity 
and to limit publication, and international law does agree that an "occupying 

state" does have such power. But the decision of the military regime was upheld only 
after it passed the "combined test" of international law and Israeli law. ‘ihe court 
was convinced that the military regime had properly balanced the relevant interests; 
the assurance of security and public order as against the high social value of 
"freedom of expression." 


10 Percent of Appeals to the High Court of Justice are from the Territories 


These proceedings demonstrate the high degree of popularity of appeals by the 
residents of the occupied cerritories to the High Court of Justice. It should there- 
fore come as no surprise that these appeals today constitute about 10 percent of all 
appeals submitted to the High Court of Justice. In the year 1979-80 residents of 

the territories submitted 91 appeals to the High Court of Justice. In five cases 

the appellants won an aboslute decision against the regime, in 28 cases the govern- 
ment achieved a compromise with the appellant or decided to acknowledge the appeal 
without a court order. In 42 cases, decisions were rendered in favor of the regime, 
and in six cases the appellants decided to withdraw their appeal (at the time of 
publication of the jurists' report, ten cases were still in litigation). 


The appeals touched a wide spectrum of topics: taxation, land disputes, detentions, 
etc. One of the noteworthy decisions was the determination by the High Court of 
Justice not to recognize the decision on the purchase of the Jerusalem Electric 
Company as far as Judea and Samaria were concerned (High Court of Justice 351/80). 
Another ruling vacated the decision of the commander of the Judea and Samaria 
district which rejected the request of a husband to be reunited with his wife as 
not in accord with judicial decision. 


The question is still uncertain as to what legislation the regime has the power to 
enact. The basic norm, upon which the structure of Israeli rule in the occupied 
territories was established, is the rule of a military regime without application 

of Israeli law which implies Israeli sovereignty. The matter was well clarified 

in Judea and Samaria by a manifesto issued by the military commander on 7 June, 1967, 
upon the entry of the IDF into the area. 


When is there "Need for Change"? 


This manifesto established that "the law which existed in the area would remain in 
force as long as it does not contradict this manifesto or any other manifesto or 
order that would be given, and with changes resulting by the establishment of IDF 
rule in the area." Since that time, more than 900 orders have been issued in Judea 
and Samaria, of which 120 led to amendment of the local legislatixn. A weighty 
question is what are the changes in legislation that the military regime is 
authorized to make under international law. 


The Hague regulations set forth the obligatory principle by which existing laws 
in an "occupied territory" are to be honored except if there "exists a categorical 
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obstacle" to doing so. In order to respond to the question that we have just 

raised, we must first explain the rest iction by which it is possible to estimate 
when a necessity for change in legislation has been created, and that is the 
recognition of the duty of the military regime to assure "public order and security." 


The basic question was discussed in the High Court of Justice as long ago as 10 
years back (High Court of Justice 337/71). In that instance the military governor 
issued a legislative instruction establishing an arbitration procedure for labor 
matters which did not exist according to Jordanian law. The opinion of the High 
Court majority emphasized that "life does not stand still," and that the military 
regime acted legally in establishing that change since it was clear that its objec- 
tive was to fulfill its obligation to attend to the welfare of the population. 


The minority opinion held that the military regime should not act to administer new 
arrangements that appear and that it is only authorized to maintain arrangements 
that existed in the past and to innovate only where absolutely necessary. From the 
decision of the High Court of Justice that was rendered at the beginning of this 
year on the question of the purchase of the East Jerusalem Electric Comapny (High 
Court of Justice that was rendered at the beginning of this year on the question of 
the purchase of the East Jerusalem Electric Company (High Court of Justice 351/80), 
it turns out that the regime would exceed its authority if it were to make long 
range changes because a military regime is by its very nature temporary and its 
principal task is the maintenance of security and public order. 


Nevertheless, the basic approach of the High Court of Justice affirms the actions of 
the military regime, which has done much in the area of legislation in that which 
it felt desirable for the welfare of the residents, in accordance with changes in 
legislation that were accepted in the State of Israel in recent years. Thus an 
order was enacted in Judea and Samaria according to which no-fault compensation 
would be awarded to a person injured in a traffic accident; auto insurance and a 
fund for victims of hit-and-run accidents were established; the principle began to 
be applied in the area which was established in Israeli legislation concerning the 
obligatory use of seat belts in inter-urban sectors; compensation was established 
for job related accidents and this workman's compensation became obligatory for the 
employer. 


In so doing the State of Israel acted not only in accord with current practice in 
international law but also according to an ethical conception of military rule which 
attempts to act in the best interests of the residents of the "occupied territories.' 
Even if one does not agree with all the actions of the military regime (and some of 
those actions have, over the years, drawn heavy criticism from the High Court of 
Justice), it would seem that these aspects of Israeli activity in the territories 
deserve some small illumination more than other aspects. 





The illumination of the judicial underpinnings to military control in the occupied 
territories can be summed up in an interesting fact: the “integrated test" that 

has now begun to apply to actions of the military regime in the occupied territories 
results in the fact that not every action which would be considered legal in Israel 
would be considered so in the occupied territories. Since the military regime is 
subject both to international law and to Israeli law, it follows that its freedom 
of action is even more limited that of the government of Israel which is beholden 
only to the Knesset. 
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The High Court of Justice is the focal point for supervision over the military 
regime and its approaches and stance assure, in large measure, the existence of the 
"rule of law" even under special conditions and at a time when everyone is talking 
about "difficult instances." The fact that suggestions for legislation which would 
nullify the authority of the High Court of Justice over the territories were 
rejected almost without discussion is testimony to the honor of Israeli society. 


The judge Haim Cohen writes at the opening of the jurists’ report: "I am not happy 
with certain aspects of the military regime; not every one of us with current basic 
conceptions on the matter of security needs. But as long as che military bears the 
responsibility for security, and as long as the territories are subject to terrorist 
actions, these conceptions have to apply." 


In referring to the decision of the High Court of Justice (on the matter of ‘Alon 
Moreh) in which the court nullified the view of the [military] authority on the 
question of "military need,"’ the judge stresses the principle which concerns the 
"rule of law" in the territories: "there is no doubt that the very existence of the 
High Court of Justice and its activity in this connection as a watchdog have con- 
tributed to the degree of self-restraint of the military commanders in the area." 


There is no doubt that this part of the activity of the High Court of Justice is of 


unique importance today, in considering the scope of this activity, which is 
controversial in almost every aspect.

DIALOGUE WITH ‘ARAFAT SEEN AS NECESSARY EVIL

[Text] What more needs to happen for all of us to appreciate that radicalism in 
word and deed leads to results opposite to those expected, for a perfect example 
lies prostrate at our feet: in order to arouse among the people mass hysteria, 
which is a mixture of fear and strength, Mr Begin inflamed passions in Israel and 
Lebanon and instructed the IDF, in the first months of this year, to increase its 
activities against the terrorists above and beyond what was accepted all these years 
"in order to strike first and hit them before they hit us." In similar fashion the 
government hinted to the Christians that they could renew their action against the 
Syrians and could expect our assistance. But when the Syrians reacted in full force 
--and they are capable of doing so with merciless cruelty--the prime minister 
screamed Holocaust!--he would send our planes into action against them. 


Today, just a few months after those unnecessary occurrences, we can summarize the 

results: 

--Syrian missiles are set up in Lebanon; 

--We have gone through the trauma of the northern settlements; 

--The Christians have announced that they will sever relations with us; 

--The Government of Israel agreed to a direct cease fire with the PLO under the 
signature of Yasir Arafat--while he clings to the Palestinian charter with all his 
might and to terrorist actions against Israel and denies our right to exist; 

--The terrorists are fortifying themselves in Lebanon and increasing their strength-- 
both military and political--and we are prevented from acting against then; 

--President al-Sadat saw in this agreement an "opening of hope" for a direct agree- 
ment between Israel and the PLO and made a declaration to that affect before his 
people and the world; 

--The French foreign minister met openly and as a clear snub to Israel with Yasir 
Arafat, and despite the fact that Israel is about to welcome him here in Israel-- 
despite that and despite his declarations that he and France see the PLO as a 
representative of the Palestinian people, even if "of course"--not the only one. 
That is how far radicalism has brought us! 


Since when does Israel have the right to tell other peoples who their representatives 


are? Would we allow foreigners to become involved in our internal democratic 
processes, and would we dare to intervene in what is done under the mask of Egyptian 
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"democracy," which has forged a peace treaty with us and which is likely tomorrow, 

in the same democratic process of detentions and compulsion, to abandon it? Or 
perhaps someone has thought about returning to the debate of the early seventies 

about the existence of non-existence of a Palestinian entity, after Begin's govern- 
ment recognized, in the Camp David accords, the legitimate rights of the Palestinians? 
What interests us, and what must interest us, is one thing alone--the attitude to- 
ward us in ideology and in practice. 


When I believed, in the years 1970-75 that al-Sadat seriously intended peace and was 
ready to meet him with certain concessions in Sinai--I was called by many a "dove" 
and "naive": could we possibly see a real peace maker with Israel in a man who had 
once supported the Nazis and who had forced the Yom Kippur war on us? Not many years 
passed and only because of this political and verbal radicalism we were forced to 
give up the entire Sinai without even a symbolic change of security border! On the 
day that al-Sadat surprised the radicals and decided to put us to the test--full 
peace with full concessions-~they were astonished and gave in, some willingly and 
some as if possessed of the devil. In the coming months we are about to pay the 
final price for the false flag of radicalism--the evacuation of all the settlements 
in the Sinai while al-Sadat, and he alone, remains king of the peace and carries 

his good news. 


Yasir Arafat is an international terrorist and his hands drip innocent blood. I have 
not the slightest doubt about that, and as many times as I have tried to get him for 
it, I would support similar attempts in the future if he should continue his methods 
of terror and murder. To my great sorrow, his compatriots do not see him that way, 
nor do the large majority of the world's peoples and leaders. 


In their opinion, he is the leader of a national liberation movement, and he employs 
methods identical to those of these movements throughout the world--in Africa, in 
Asia, in South America and in Europe (Ireland). In all these places peaceful 
citizens murder and are murdered--day and night--at home, in restaurants, on the 
street, in trains and in movie theaters. Ev .if this is not our way, and it is 
superfluous to emphasize how much it contradicts our every ethical conception as 
human beings and Jews, we cannot ignore the fact that things like these exist and, 
to a large degree, even merit recognition, understanding and symtathy. 


Another sad fact is that the Arabs in Judea, Samaria and Gaza have not yet produced 
a leadership that is ready to replace the PLO and deal with Israel over their 
political future. In contrast to many radicals in our midst who speak mainly with 
themselves and their .1k, I have talked a great deal with the leaders in the terri- 
tories. Both people who are identified with the PLO and people who oppose it are 
in agreement in their recognition that Israel will have to test the future of 
Israel-Arab coexistence with the PLO as well--if not only with the PLO. On the 
other hand not a few of them recognize that Israel would not be able to do this 
without PLO recognition of Israel. There is not anyone who sees the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict with open eyes who is not aware that the quarrel is so deeply 
problematic as to be almost beyond solution. The conclusion to be drawn from this 
could go in either of two directions: either complete severence or an attempt at 
negotiation. 


In its ideological platform the Labor party prefers negotiation and has even opened 
and expanded possible avenues of approach to it. Since we recognize the difficulties 
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resulting from the existing conflict, we have started with an explanation of our 

stand, which appears in detailed unequivocal paragraphs in which the central idea 

on the question of the Palestinians is based on the following fundamentals: 

--An obligation to the Camp David accords; 

--Renunciation of the policy of "not one step" in Judea, Samaria and Gaza; 

--A peace agreement with Jordan based on territorial compromise; 

--Palestinian self-identification will receive its expression in a Jordanian-Pales- 
tinian state; 

--Renunciation of an additional Palestinian state in the territory between Israel 
and Jordan; 

--All the Jordanian-Palestinian territory west of the Jordan would be demilitarized 
and no foreign army would cross the Jordan westward; 

--This demilitarization would not prevent agreed upon security arrangements involving 
an Israeli presence: the platform details territories that would remain under 
Israeli sovereignty: the Jordan Valley, the Jerusalem environs and Gush ‘Etzion 
and the southern part of the Gaza Strip, and leaves an opening for mutual discus- 
sion on additional territories as required by an agreement that would be reached 
with Jordan. 


As to the human character of the relations between Israel and the Palestinians and 
Jordan, and with the intent of opening prospects for negotiation, the platform 
explicitly sets up an expanded framework for Palestinian representation: in accor- 
dance with its desire to put an end to the Israeli-Arab conflict, the Labor party 
would be ready, as in the past, to enter into talks with Palestinian people and 
organizations (in addition to agreed upon representatives from the territories), who 
would recognize Israel and renounce the use of terror. The peace between Israel and 
the Jordanian-Palestinian state would be based upon mutual respect of sovereignty, 
structure and internal regime! This paragraph is intended to respond to the question 
raised in discussions: the possibility that the PLO leadership would be the one 
chosen to stand at the head of the Jordanian-Palestiaian state. Our answer is that 
we would not interfere with that! 


In order to remove any doubt concerning this question, we explicitly affirm that: 
the PLO, which denies Israel's right to exist, and any other organization founded on 
the "Palestinian Charter" or which uses terror, is not a negotiating partner for 
peace. And we continue: it is necessary to increase political and ideological 
activity on public opinion, governments, parliaments and international organizations 
against the granting of legitimacy to terrorist and sabotage organizations and 
against the appeasement of their murderous activity. 


But, unlike radical bodies, the Labor party believes that it is impossible to speak 
about negation without leaving an opening for something positive. Therefore we 
emphasize our absolute renunciation of the PLO, its way of doing things and its 
leaders--and we will continue to act against them and to fight them as much as we 
are able in the accepted military and political ways. But we leave every Palestinian 
Arab a way out of his radical. dilemma, and this includes the PL9: to renounce the 
Palestinian Charter which seeks the destruction of Israel; to desist from acts of 
terror and to recognize the State of Israel and its right of sovereign existence 

as an independent Jewish state founded on the law of return and the right of 
immigration to it by every Jew in the world! 
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A PLO which would do this woulu not be the PLO of today-——-neither in form nor in 
content. This is aiso the cniy possible way for us to contend with the PLO, which 
does exist on the international political arena: we leave the door open, and it 
is up to the PLO to decide whether to come in. His refusal will assist us in 
showing him to the world for what he is and will enable us to act against him so 
long as that is necessary for our existence and security.

STUDY OF PEACE PROCESS--Professor 'Itamar Rabinowitz, in a conference at the "Peace 
Institute," declares: "The peace with Egypt has sharpened the Israeli-Arab conflict." 
"The agreement between Israel and Egypt has brought about a sharpening of the Israeli- 
Arab conflict, even though it has also had a softening and moderating influence"-- 
declared Professor ‘Itamar Rabinowitz yesterday in a discussion held on the third 
anniversary of the Camp David accords, which was held under the auspices of the 
Institute for Peace in the Middle East. Professor Rabinowitz, head of the Shiloah 
Institute, explaine2 that the sharpening occurred because the conflict was focused 

on more immediate issues which sharpened the Israel-Palestine war and worsened re- 
lations in the territories. From the standpoint of cooperation between the three 
components of the Camp David accords--the U.S., Israel and Egypt--these were three 
disappointing years; no axis was created for progress. Rivalry was created between 
Egypt and Israel because Egypt is working to replace Israel as "property" of the U.S., 
and the signing of the agreement was an important step in the Egyptian strategy to- 
wards the U.S.. As to relations between Israel and Egypt, Professor Rabinowitz 

said: "A kind of consultation and dialog were created as well as exchanges of visits 
among the leadership, and up till now the tradition of maintaining the technical 
existence of the agreements is good." However in many other aspects, the results 

are disappointing. The question mark of April, 1982 seems to hover over everything.

GAZA AUTONOMY STAND--In the Gaza Strip they do not understand the meaning of the 
change in the structure of the regime. Confusion, uncertainty and curiosity to learn 
the significance of the separation of authorities in the military regime are rampant 
among officers of the military regime in Gaza and its civilian workers as well as 
among Arab workers and the public in the area. Israeli functionaries in the regime 
said that they had received no guidance and the program was a mystery to them. The 
replacements now being carried out in the military regime's top brass in the Gaza 
Strip are contributing to this lack of clarity. The area's Arabs believe that it is 
Sharon's intention to lead Gaza into a one-sided autonomy, all Dayan; since there 

is a ready basis for it there as a result from the new policy which Sharon announced 
about a month ago. The day before yesterday Mayor Rashad al-Shawwa met with the 
EgyPtian charge d‘affairs in the American foreign office. It was reported that 
al-Shawwa told him that Israel and the U.S. erred in agreeing to Sadat's original 
demands, which follow from the need of both of them to recognize the rights of the 
Palestinian people and self-determination. Shawwah, who according to the same 
sources did not mention the PLO, said that if Israel and the U.S. would adopt this 
approach, it is possible that the Palestinians would not oppose autonomy. [Text]

OTRAG LEAVES LIBYA, FUTURE UNCERTAIN

[textJ On the heels of violent internal dispute the Munich 
rocket construction firm Otrag has left Libya. 


The countdown went off without a hitch. Right on schedule, at 11:20 am local time 
on 1 March 1981, the 12=-meter long rocket left the launching pad at the oasis of 
Sebha, 800 kilometers south of the Libyan capital of Tripoli,and rose skyward. 


The launch was extravagantly hailed by officials of the "Orbital Transport and 
Rocket Ltd"of Munich as “one more important step along the way toward commercial 
use of the Otrag carrier rocket system for transporting satellites and cargo 
vehicles in space." 


But those who financed the desert undertaking were none too happy. 


The successful launch made the 1,500 or so "silent partners" who had invested some 
DM 170 million in the tax shelter company since 1974 quite uneasy. They thought 
Otrag's Libyan adventure a bit too daring. 


Libya's neighbors were afraid the Germans might be constructing rockets —possibly 
to be equipped with nuclear warheads—- for Muammar Qaddafi, Libya's eccentric head 


of state. 


The Egyptian foreign minister, Kamal Hassan Ali, lodged a protest with the FRG, 
calling it "a serious threat to peace." 


Once again, the firm was under suspicion of not merely being a harmless "moving 
and storage company in space" but a clandestine military operation. Once before, 
in 1979, Otrag had had to vacate a large test area in Zaire. 


At that time, Soviet chief of state Leonid Brezhnev raised the possibility that 
the Germans might be engaged in testing military rockets there. Both chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and the then French President Valery Giscard d'Estaing prevailed 
upon Zaire's President Mobutu Sese Seko to cancel Otrag's lease, 
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The rocket firm's financiers were annoyed to find that Otrag's founder, Lutz 
Kayser, had once more chosen a questionable partner to link up with. "These ex— 
travagances with Qaddafi were never discussed with us beforehand," says Arno 
Gerisch, an adviser of Carl.E. Press, a Frankfurt ae firm executive and 
Otrag shareholder. 


Following the Libyan desert launch, the Otrag partners called for Kayser's re- 
signation. In late September, he was forced to relinquish his 74 percent share 
in the company, which is tied to the silent partnership group, and turn it over 
to the partners! advisory board by whom it would be held in escrow. Frank Wu- 
kasch, the technical head of Otrag, and Otrag's business manager, Helmut Billen, 
both resigned in proceedings before tle registry court and were subsequently in- 
stalled as the "emergency board" of the stock company. After that, Kayser was 
out at Otrag. 


Not only the "escapades in Libya," as Gerisch calls them, had taken the finan- 
ciers breath away. They were even more upset when they took a look at the books. 
The rocket firm was just about to take a nosedive. Otrag had outstanding debts 
amounting to about Dil 500 million— a tidy sum for an enterprise employing no 
more than three dozen people at last count. 


Kayser had always been one to throw around with millions. By the end of 1978, 
after three successful launches, development costs had already reached DM 465 
million. Of this sum, DM 190 million went to Zaire for leasing the proving 
grounds in the province of Shaba,. 


As early as at the end of 1974, Kayser already took godd care of his own inter- 
ests, selling his "inventor's rights, patents and know-how" to the company for 
DM 150 million. 


That was a great deal of money for an idea that did not even originate with 
Kayser. The principle of the rocket type which Kayser used to attract investors 
had been worked out by German space pioneer Johann Winkler in the late twenties: 
a basic element consisting of two liquid propulsion tubes would be built up into 
carrier rockets of any size whatever and the projectile's flight would be con- 
trolled by regulating the thrust of the individual elements, 


Technically, the system is obsolete because the Kayser rocket's payload to dead 
weight ratio becomes more unfavorable the larger the rocket gets— the bundled 
tube elements growing heavier and heavier, 


Nonetheless, Kayser took the money— and not only for rights to the basic prin- 
ciple. It did not bother him that many of the inventions he sold to Otrag turned 
out to be useless. The guidance system he called ingeniously simple —windshield 
wiper motors were to be used to regulate the thrust of the tubes— was a parti- 
cularly conspicuous failure. 


Thus far, Kayser has collected some 15 million in cash; ‘the remainder of the 
rights fees were to be paid out to him in annual instalments. 
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Now, however, Kayser will have to do without at least a part of the millions still 
outstanding. The advisory board and the board of directors of the debt-ridden firm 
came up with a “stabilization settlement." The creditors agreed to relinquish 70 
percent of their claims, The firm can now enter the sum of Di 350 million in the 
books as a "stabilization profit." 


Kayser did not come out of this settlement unscathed. Still, after the partial re- 
linquishment of claims, he will still be entitled to some DM 40 million— provided 
Otrag ever becomes solvent again, 


Zaire alone refused i>» play along in the Otrag bailout; it still has a claim for 
Dili 70 million in leasing fees for the test area pending. Negotiations aimed at 
reducing the claim are to take place in early November. 


The Oirag financiers will still have to throw good money after bad; millions more 
are needed to provide the funds for the "stabilization settlement." 


But those that are being hit are by no means paupers. Some of the silent partners 
are quizmaster Wim Thoelke; Stuttgart publisher Ernst Klett and the estate of 
Willy Kaus, the one-time owner of the Metzeler tire company. 


In all, another DM 13.5 million were pumped into the ailing firm this year; but 
the partners had no choice. If the tax shelter undertaking had gone bankrupt, the 
tax authorities would have slapped fines amounting to millions on the shareholders, 
The tax savings so far, which permitted the high-earning Otrag shareholders to 
finance Kayser's rocket experiments, would have been due in case of bankruptcy 

and the shareholders would have been liable. 


Last month, the firm put "circular letter 11.1981" which contained some "good news" 
for the silent partners. "The continued existence of Otrag is assured," it said. 


But compared to Kayser's extravagant predictions of "overall sales amounting to 
DM 30 billion over the next two decades" the continued existence of the firm has 
a somewhat more modest look about it. The super-rocket which was to lift satelli- 
tes into space no longer has a chance, The rocket with four propulsion elements, 
tested in Libya, now is to be placed on the market as a high-altitude research 
rocket for scientific purposes. 


But there is no launch site for it as yet. The new head of Otrag, Wukasch, does 
not want to risk further experiments in Qaddafi's backyard. The Otrag has already 
left the desert site. At present, the Otrag management and Brazil are discussing 
the possibility of testing the rockets there. 


But in these talks it is turning out to be a serious handicap that Otrag has the 
reputation of being in the arms business. It also now appears that Kayser's ac- 
tivities in Libya were by no means as harmless as he always made them out to be. 
‘What he did in Libya," Wukasch now admits, "could not be tolerated by the board 
of directors of a German corporation." 
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Several features of the rocket model testfired in Libya seem to point to less than 
peaceful uses, The newest version was said to have been equipped with swing wings 
and control jets. This would provide for more accurate target guidance—- a supere 
fluous device for use on a simple research rocket. 


After departing from the German tax shelter enterprise, Kayser could feel free to 
continue working on the rocket, without political qualms and at Qaddafi's expense— 
but not without risk to himself. The Israelis would not be likely to stand by and 


let the German rocket expert work away for long.

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STRATEGY BEHIND WESTERN SAHARA FIGHTING

WITH TIS ATIACK on Guelta Zem- 
mour, the largest engagement against 
Moroccan forces for some time, the Poli- 
sano Front has let Morocco off a decidedly 
unpleasant hook. Coming as it does at a 
time when there were some signs of a move 
towards peace in the region, the scale of 
the attack suggests a willful break by the 
Sahrawi from the OAU-guided path to 
peace. It has also shattered the returning 
tranquility in the relations between Mauri- 
tania and Morocco. 


Guelta Zemmour is close to the frontier 
with Mauritania and on the major road to 
El Aiun. To have captured this garrison 
would have seriously affected the strength 
of the Moroccan lines of defence set up 
earlier in the year, behind which is con- 
tained the politically and economically 
most useful part of the West Sahara. In the 
event, the Moroccans have recaptured the 
garrison, but not before having two aircraft 
destroyed by SAM missiles, provided — as 
Moroccan officials will eagerly point out — 
by some foreign power. Perhaps, with 
events in Egypt and Sudan in mind. Rabat 
thought it opportune to play up the fact 
that surface-to-air missiles were now being 
used in the conflict. Equally important has 
been the subsequent tension between 
Rabat and Nouackchott. 


The Moroccan Air Force attacked Poli- 
sario Front positions in Mauritania, as the 
guerilla columns withdrew. General 
Ahmed Dlimi. the Moroccan commander 
in the Western Sahara, explained that 
orders had been given that the army should 
not cross the frontier, though obviouslv 
this did not apply to Mauritania. A mes- 
sage from King Hassan to Col. Mohamed 
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Khouna Ould Haidalla, the Mauritanian 
Head of State, said that the attack “by an 
armed battalion equipped with heavy and 
extremely sophisticated weapons ... 
would have been able to reach Geulta 
Zemmour only by moving directly from 
Mauritanian territory."’ He even specified 
the village El-Aidiet, just 10 kilometres 
inside the frontier. The Moroccan claim 
was that I2 Soviet T54 tanks and SU 
armoured troop carriers were involved in 
the attack. Journalists who have visited the 
scene are inclined to agree with these 
claims. 


Although the tone of the note was not as 
aggressive as it might have been and the 
army was ordered not to cross the frontier. 
the King warned that this did not mean 
that Morocco will “remain with arms 
folded in the event of a fresh attack.” The 
Mauritanian Government has rejected the 
allegation of involvement. which will have 
done considerable damage to the re- 
establishment of improved relations be- 
tween the two countries. Ever since the 
signing of the peace agreement between 
Mauritania and the Polisario Front. in 
Algiers in August. 1979. Mauritania has 
strugeleadl to Keep an independent line in 
the conflict and to cope with its internal 


political and financial problems. However, 
relations with Morocco reached their 
lowest point in March this vear when the 
fesponsibility for an attempted coup in 
Nouackchott wis claimed by a Moroccaa- 
based group. 

Since the June summit of the OAU in 
Nairobi, when King Hassan, with a charac- 
teristic display of diplomatic gymnastics, 
produced not only a rapprochement with 











Libya (which kept Tripoli’s sniping at bay) 
but also a proposal for a ceasefire and 
referendum in the Western Sahara. atten- 
tion has focused on the OAU'’s attempts to 
reach a compromise procedure for the 
ceasefire and referendum. 


King Hassan's proposal in Nairobi was 
vague, but enough to impress delegates as 
to his goodwill. In late August, the OAU 
committee responsible for the implementa- 
tion of the ceasefire and referendum (com- 
prised of Guinea, Kenya, Mali, Nigeria, 
Sierra Leone, Sudan and Tanzania) met to 
decide the procedure. It was at this stage 
that divergences emerged (although 
Morocco, at the time, did not disapprove 
of the proposals). The Nairobi solution 
included a preference for a referendum on 
self-determination which contradicted the 
Moroccan desire for a consultative referen- 
dum. The OAU Committee, whose exact 
extent of authority in the matter is not 
entirely clear, also decided that it would be 
responsible for organising the elections; 
again, contrary to Rabat’s wish that 
Morocco be responsible for the task. The 
proposal that a peace-keeping force should 
be comprised of OAU or even UN forces 
seemed acceptable just as the proposal that 
any intermediary administration in the 
Western Sahara should co-operate closely 
with the Moroccan officials was a sop to 
the Moroccans. However unpalatable the 
OAU suggestions might have been, Rabat 
was caught by its initial gesture of goodwill 
and held its peace. 


Though no timetable was set for the 
referendum or even the ceasefire, the 
initial exchanges in the campaign had 
already begun. Morocco accused Algeria 
and the Polisario Front of grossly exagger- 
ating the number of Sahrawi refugees in 
the camps in southern Algeria. Morocco 
says there are some 75,000 refugees, while 
the Polisario Front say there are at least 
ten times as many. Polisario has accused 
the Moroccans of transferring several hun- 
dred families from Southern Morocco into 
Western Sahara in order to strengthen the 
electorate for the referendum. 

Whatever the disagreements, the public 
impression was one of a qualified desire on 
all sides to arrive at some solution. So, why 
then the escalation of the conflict? These 
have been difficult times for the Polisario. 
At the OAU they failed to gain recogni- 
tion. One of their main arms suppliers, 
Libya. came to an agreement with Moroc- 
co just before the summit. Subsequently. 
Morocco refused to enter into direct négo- 
tiations with the Polisamo Front over the 
ceasefire. 

Behind the facade of public diplomatic 
support for the Polisario Front, Algeria is 
more concerned with stability in the re- 
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gion. Indeed, President Chadli Benjedid 
has even spoken of this in public. King 
Hassan has always played on the Algerian 
weakness by offering them a free port on 
the Atlantic Coast and the freedom to have 
gas pipelines to link up their natural gas 
resource through such an outlet. Behind 
the scenes, secret negotiations continue 
between Algeria and Morocco. It has been 
reported reliably that Algeria has inter- 
vened over the shipment of arms to the 
Polisario Front. 


For the Polisario, if the diplomatic man- 
Oeuvrings are proving unfruitful, then tne 
alternative is a military solution. Though 
the sophistication of the arms employed in 
the latest attack by the Polisario Front is a 
novel feature, it has to be asked for how 
long will Algeria continue to support the 
Polisario, especially at a time when the 
Moroccans seem well dug in and Algiers no 
longer displays the militarism of Boumé- 
dienne. There have been reports of meet- 
ings between King Hassan and Libyan 
envoys — which are no secret — in which it 
has been suggested that Libya would 
accept the possibility of Saharan autonomy 
under Moroccan sovereignty. 


Moroccan prevarication over the re- 
ferendum and the vaguest chance that, one 
way or another, the result of the referen- 
dum might disappoint the Sahrawi leaders, 
combined with the constant concern for a 
military breakthrough, have prompted the 
latest action. It has been suggested that 
there are two ways of looking at the 
Polisario strategy; either the Guelta Zem- 
mour attack is a ‘‘final fling” or it is part of 
a long term strategy dependent upon fore- 
ign support and designed to bleed Morocco 
into submission. 


For Morocco, the attack appears to be 
conveniently timed. The OAU delibera- 
tions were coming to embarassing conclu- 
sions. Internal opposition to the occupa- 
tion of the Western Sahara is minimal 
though the economy is in dire straits. The 
occasion could, however, be turned to 
Morocco's benefit. The prolongation of the 
war — which is suggested by the latest 
events — will permit the continuation of 
negotiations with Algeria. Certainly, while 
Libya is associated with the Polisario 
Front, and there is evidence of arms as 
sophisticated as SAM missiles. the US will 
be loath to avoid helping an old friend. 


Whatever the justice of the Polisario 
Struggle, it has had to suffer some dis- 
appointments recently which it has 
tried to reverse in the last couple of weeks. 
militarily. The failure of military action 
leaves them open to only one path: a 
negotiated solution which will be depen- 
dent upon the current strategic and politic- 
al whim of the protector. Algeria 
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The Saharan sands have not yet settled over last week’s 
battle at Guelte Zemmour. The Polisario Front’s siege 
of the Moroccan army's Western Saharan stronghold has 
nonetheless probably marked a watershed in the six- 
year war over the phosphate-rich territory. If Morocco’s 
King Hassan Il in is correct in alleging that Sovict 
Sam-6 missiles used to shoot down a Moroccan Hercules 
C-130 “flying command post” and a Mirage F-1 fighter- 
bomber on October i3 were supplied by Algeria and 
Libya and manned by Cuban or East German technicians, 
then it may represent a significant broadening of the 
conflict with potentiaily serious intemationa] repercus- 
sions. 

Even if there was no Cuban or East German involve- 
ment, much that has already happened serves to justify 
this fear. King Hassan claimed that the Polisario attack 
violates the OAU’s Organisation of African Unity’s resolu- 
tion on asettlement inthe Sahara (AmNahar Arab Report 
& MEMO, July 6) and restores Morocco’s “complete 
freedom of action.” And he sent the Moroccan air 
force in “hot pursuit” of the quick-moving guerillas to 
attack their positions in Mauritania. Mauritanian Presi- 
dent Mohamed Khoura Ould Haidalla has denied that 
the Polisario used Mauritanian territory as a base from 
which to attack Guelic Zemmour, which is 40 kilometres 
from the Mauritanian border. The Mauritanian leader 
accused King Hassan of “seeking to justify agression 
against our country,” adding that the Mauritanian army 
would “defend the integrity of our territory” in the 
event of Moroccan intervention. 

Both Algeria and the Polisario have denied foreign 
(including Algerian) involvement at Guelte Zemmour 
and have accused King Hassan of trying to entangle 
the great powers in a local conflict at atime of heightencd 
Soviet-American tensions by blowing out of proportion 
‘ust another episode” in the Saharan conflict. Polisario 
has also charged that King Hassan is seeking US inter- 
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vention, which may be corroborated by a report by the 
Moroccan News Agency MAP from Washington that 
delivery of 100 M 60 tanks, originally due in 1983. 
_would be advanced to an earlier date. The announcernent 
was made on October 16, while former US President 
Nixon was visiting King Hassan in Morocco. Mr Niven 
called for increased US iilitary aid “to defend the 

country’s territorial integrity. It appears unlikely how- 

ever, even in the tense period following the assassination of 
Egypt's President Anwar Sadat and the machinations, 

r:al or imagined, of Libya's President Qadhafi in Chad 

and Sudan, that the US will risk jeopardizing its impro- 

ving relations with Algeria by any involvement in the 

Saharan conflict other than as a supplier of arms to 

Morocco. Algeria is furthermore an important trading 

partner of the US. 

The most immediate and visible outcome of Guelte 
Zemmour will most likely be on the diplomatic front. 
The “biggest battle of the Saharan war’’ should suffice 
to hamstring the already-bogged-down efforts of the 
OAU to bring about a peaceful resolution of the conflict 
by a referendum among the Sahrawis on their future 
status. The OAU had resolved at its Nairobi summit in 
June to begin work on organising referendum which 
would give the inhabitants of the Western Sahara the 
opportunity to decide whether they wish to be in- 
dependent or united with Morocco. Both King Hassan 
and Polisario, along with Algeria, had agreed with the 
idea, and until last week, the Western Sahara was rela- 
tively peaceful. 

The referendum, however, has since become mired 
in the problem of estimating the Sahrawi population, 
that is, determining who would be allowed to vote. The 
Moroccans and Polisario have widely divergent views on 
this issue, and there has been no reliable census since 
Spain relinquished its Saharan colonies of the nomadic 
and refugee poulation, which shift back and forth over 
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the borders of the Wester Sahara into Algeria and 
Mauritavia. Another problem which may have helped 
to bury the referendum and provoke the Polisario attack 
on Guelte Zemmour is the chicken-or-egg-first deadlock 
over recognition and negotiation: since agreeing to 
the OAU proposal, Algeria and Polisario have insisted 
that direct negotiations, a ceasefire and withdrawal of 
Moroccan troops must precede the voting. Morocco 
has called this view “‘obstructionist,” accusing Algeria 
of trying to torpedo the OAU peace-making efforts. 
Rabat has refused to negotiate with the guerillas and 
withdraw its troops prior to a ceasefire and a referendum, 
since such actions would be construed as recognition 
of Polisario. The attack on Guelte Zemmour may have 
been mounted by Polisario as a last-ditch effort to force 
King Hassan to negotiate with them and to obtain 
recognition prior to the vote. 

If such is the case, whether or not Guelte Zemmour 
signals a return to protracted military conflict depends 
largely on King Hassan. It is possible that there is some- 
thing to the Polisario claim that King Hassan wants to 
abandon the Nairobi accords and relinquish his commit- 
ment to the referendum in order to shore up national 
unity. Moroccans of all persuasions support the inte- 
gration of Wester Sahara into Morocco. Last month, 
the leader of the Moroccan so. ‘ist opposition party 
(Union Socialiste des Forces Poulaires'USFP) was 
jailed for criticising the government's suppor of the 
OAU referendum on the grounds that it “threatened the 
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integrity of our country”. In this connexion, it may well 
be that it was the June 22 food riots in Casablafica 
which forced Hassan to announce to the OAU that he 
would be in favour of a Westem Saharan self-detemina- 
tion referendum. The riots drove home the close relation 
between a $1] million per day war and dumestic dis: ~ 
content over nsing food prices. Agreeing to the referen- 
dum bought King Hassan valuable time, which is now 
at his disposal. As a result of the Polisario attack on 
Guelte Zemmour, King Hassan can claim to have given 
peace a chance and tum to his people for renewed sup- 
port for the Saharan war. At the same time, an inten- 
sification of the war may muster up the national senti- 
ments needed to mend the tattered fabric of domestic 
Moroccan politics. 

Guelte Zemmour and its repercussions will also 
have important consequences for inter-Arab relations. 
with a renewed cold war between Morocco on the one 
hand and Algeria and Mauritania on the other. Secretary 
General of the Arab League Chedli Klibi expressed his 
“profound concern” right at the outset of the attack, 
and is reported to be seeking to ensure that the Arab 
Summit Conference due to take place next month in 
Fez does so “in a cordial atmosphere”. But whether the 
latest fighting means that leaders from Algeria, Mauri- 
tania, and Libya will not show up in Fez remains to be 
seen, as does the outcome of the conference tor the 
Western Sahara. 
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
